WHEREAS*  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  tract  be  sold  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  adjacent  to  the  large  Mc  Laren  Park 
Area;  and 

WHEREAS*  his  Honor  Mayor  George  Christopher  has  visted  the 
area  and  given  much  thought  to  determine  a  course  of  action 
that  will  best  suit  the  needs  of  San  Francisco,    not  only  at 
the  present  time,  but  in  the  foreseeable  future;  and 

WHEREAS*  this  Commission  desires  to  co-operate  with  the 
Mayor  in  the  development  of  the  property  for  the  enjoyment  and 
recreation  of  all  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco: 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED*  That  this  Commission  hereby 
confers  upon  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission,  the  right  to 
occupy,  use  and  improve  for  recreational  purposes,  all  of  the 
said  tract,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

That  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  shall  not  in  whole 
or  in  any  part,  sell,  or  trade,  or  asign,  or  lease  said 
tract,  except  that  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  shall 
have  the  right  to  grant  concessions  in  the  manner  and  for 
the  purposes  permitted  by  law,  incidental  to  the  use  and  pat- 
ronage of  the  public,  on  said  tract. 

That  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  will  akcnowledge  by 
policy  resolution,  that  if  and  when  a  major  league  baseball 
franchise  is  sought  in  San  Francisco,  or  the  tract  is  re- 
quired for  other  beneficial  uses  superior  to  the  activities 
of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission,  that  said  tract  will 
be  returned  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission if  and  when  so  required.  In  the  event  of  a  dispute 
as  to  superior  uses,  the  final  arbiter  shall  be  the  Mayor. 

In  the  event  of  abandonment    of  the  tr^ct  by  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Commission,  the  property  shall  be  returned  and 
restored  as  mutually  agreed  upon  between  the  respective 
Commissions*

The  Commission  requested  the  Director  of  Property  not  to 
delay  the  sale  of  the  California-Hyde  Cable  Car  Barn/  in  the 
hopes  of  securing  a  better  price  for  a  razed  building;  the 
Commission  in  doing  so,  stated  that  time  was  of  the  essence, 
since  funds  from  the  proposed  sale  are  urgently  needed  for 
completion  of  the  cable  car  rehabilitation  program. 

The  Commission  endorsed  the  policy  of  operation  of  trolley 
coaches  on  Geary  Boulevard,  when  funds  become  available;  the 
Commission  approved  the  installation  of  a  six  way  duct  line 
from  Masonic  /venue  to  33rd  Avenue,  on  Geary  Boulevard;  since 
the  street  is  to  be  reconstructed  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  a  large  saving  through  installation  of  the  duct  line  at 
this  time  can  be  achieved,  rather  than  installation  at  a  later 
time.

A  letter  from  Mayor  George  Christopher  was  read,  in  which  the

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Restoration  of  the  Washington-Jackson  Cable  Car  Line 

A  delegation  of  approximately  90  people,  representing 
the  Gable  Car  Restoration  Committee,  on  behalf  of  the  property 
owners  and  residents  of  Pacific  Heights,  Polk  Street  and  ad- 
jacent districts,  appeared  before  the  Commission,  requesting 
restoration  of  cable  car  service  on  the  Washington-Jackson 
cable  line. 

The  group  through  Claude  E.  Yates,  Chairman,  expressed  dis- 
satisfaction over  the  loss  of  the  Washington-Jackson  line. 
They  contended  that  falling  off  of  patronage  on  the  substitute 
No,  60  bus  line  proves  that  the  bus  does  not  provide  adequate 
or  satisfactory  service  for  the  districts;  transfer  arrange- 
ments are  deplorable  and  the  bus  schedule  means  a  serious  loss 
of  time  and  harassment  to  passengers.    They  stated  that  the 
Washington-Jackson  line  served  a  large  group  of  people  in  the 
downtown  area,  the  banks,  stores  and  other  business  depending 
to  a  large  extent  from  the  riders  of  the  cable  line.  They 
further  stated  that  the  line  was  the  most  scenic  cable  line 
in  the  City  having  a  far  more  panoramic  view  of  the  bay  than 
any  other  line,  and  that  it  was  a  favorite  tourist  attraction. 
In  Mr.  Yates1  statement  and  statements  of  others,  considerable 
emphasis   was  placed  on  a  so-called  misunderstanding  on  the 
part  of  the  electorate  relative  to  language  of  Proposition 
E,  particularly  the  words  "the  extension  of  the  Washington- 
Jackson  Line",  the  people  believing  that  the  line  would  be 
extended  and  not  cut  off  at  Hyde  Street.

St.,  pleading  for  restoration  of  service;  Otto  Stirnus,  2400 
Webster  St.;  Morris  Lowenthal,  Attorney,  who  reviewed  the 
history  of  Proposition  "E" ;  it  was  his  contention  that  the 
voters  did  not  properly  understand  the  language  of  Proposition 
"E" ;  that  restorative  measures  were  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mission; Robert  Blum,  2367  Washington  St.,  stating  that  present 
service  encourages  people  to  use  private  cars;  J.  Ginsberg, 
1935  Franklin  St.,  Mrs.  C.  Rich,  2285  Washington  and  Jos.  L, 
Steinhart,  all  complaining  of  poor  transfer  conditions  and 
urging  restoration  of  former  service. 

President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.  stated  that  from  the  hearing  two 
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points  were  advanced: 


1.  Bus  service  is  not  of  a  satisfactory  nature  for  the 
riders  and  suggested  that  Mr,  Yates  and  Mr.  C.  D.  Miller 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  confer  on  this  point. 

2.  Cable  car  restoration:  Mr.  Martin  stated  that  he  questioned 
that  the  majority  of  the  people  voting  on  Proposition  "E" 
misunderstood  the  language  of  the  measure,  despite  the 
statements  made  to  the  contrary;  on  the  other  hand,  he 
believed  that  most  people  in  voting  on  the  proposition 

did  so  in  the  belief  that  they  were  ending  all  cable  car 
problems,  as  to  restoration  of  service,  President  Joseph 
Martin,  Jr.  stated  that  it  was  the  groupfs  privilege  to 
go  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  request  resubmission 
of  the  matter  to  the  electorate. 

In  the  matter  of  track  removal  on  the  two  streets,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  recently  awarded  a  contract;  recourse 
from  this  action  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.

The  International  Brotherhood  of  Electrical  Workers,  Local  No. 
6;  submitted  to  all  San  Francisco  Labor  Councils,  a  resolution, 
calling  for  a  bond  issue  to  further  modernize  the  Municipal 
Railway;  President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.,  referred  the  matter  to 
Commissioner  Don  Fazackerley. 

Pvesident  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.  directed  that  all  applications 
for  the  position  of  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  International 
Ar.rport  be  referred  to  Commissioner  Edw.

Commissioner  Don  Fazackerley  voiced  some  considerations  in  the 
matter  of  employment  of  a  Manager  of  Utilities,  stating  that 
the  thinking  expressed  was  that  of  his  own  and  not  that  of 
others.    He;  stated  that  a  common  complaint  against  government 
is  the  constant  factor  of  being  tied  down  by  red  tape.    He  finds 
that  too  often,  Department  Managers  work  hard  to  organize  their 
respective  departments  into  an  efficient  organization  and  in 
the  end  to  be  second  guessed  by  a  Manager  of  Utilities  and 
actions  to  be  reviewed  by  a  Mayor  and  others.     The  Charter  as 
adopted  by  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  effective  in  1932,  did 
not  at  that  time  contemplate  the  scope  of  work  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  as  now  constituted;  the  Airport  was  but  an 
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infant;  City  had  not  purchased  the  Market  Street  Railway, 
later  unified  with  the  Municipal  Railway.    Under  today's  oper- 
ation, it  was  thebelief  of  Commissioner  Don  Fazackerley  that 
a  greater  control  at  the  Commission's  level  would  result  from 
elimination  of  the  position  of  Manager  of  Utilities,  the 
Commission* s  action  being  more  effective  through  direct  rela- 
tion with  Department  Managers,  thus  shortening  the  line  of 
command  between  Department  and  final  action  through  the  Mayor 
cr  the  .Board  of  Supervisors,    Commissioner  Don  Fazackerley 
in  stating  his  opinion  in  the  matter  was  cognizant,  that  to 
effectuate  such  a  change,  charter  manemdments  may  be  necessary. 
President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.  stated  that  the  matter  was  worth 
considering  and  directed  it  be  checked  with  the  Mayor,  the 
Controller  and  the  City  Attorney. 

Because  of  statements  in  the  press,  re  Manager  of  Utilities, 
President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.  stated  that  Mr.  Harry  E.  Lloyd 
was  not  at  any  time  interested  in  the  position. 


Hearing : 

The  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  has  before  it,  Docket  No.

Southwest  Airlines  desires  to  extend  its  operation  from 
points  in  northwestern  California  to—a  leg  from  Crescent  City 
to  Salem  and  Portland;  a  leg  from  Redding  to  Klamath  Falls- 
Bend-Redmond-Portland;  a  leg  from  Sacramento  to  Reno  and  from 
Reno  a  leg  to  Salt  Lake  City  and  another  leg  to  Boise, 

Mr.  Max  a.  King,  Vicepresident-Public  Relations  of  Southwest 
airways,  outlined  the  application  before  the  Commission, 
stating  that  the  application  was  two-fold  in  purpose;  (1)  an 
extension  of  local  service;  (2)  replacement  of  service  being 
abandoned  by  ethers*    He  requested  supoort  of  the  application 
to  the  end  that  the  Company  would  come  into  what  is  termed 
,?strong  terminal  points",  a  position  that  would  be  reflected 
in  greater  public  service.    Mr.  King  stated  that  present  pay- 
roll of  the  Company,  based  at  San  Francisco  International  Air- 
port approximates  $2, 000, 000.00  yearly;  if  application  is 
approved  by  Government,  payrolls  would  be  increased  and  ad- 
v  nee  the  day  for  acquisition  of  more  modern  aircraft.  He 
urged  the  Commission,  if  intervening,  to  do  so,  naming  the 
specific  carrier. 

West  Coast  Airlines  in  its  application  before  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board,  desires  to  extend  its  services  from  north- 
western Oregon  ^nd  Washington  points  to  points  in  California, 
on  the  coastal  side,  to  Oakland-San  Francisco,  and  in  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley,  to  Fresno;  the  Company  also  desires  to  extend 
services  from  Washington  points  to  points  in  Montana;  from 
Oregon  points  to  points  in  Idaho  and  to  points  in  Nevada.

Representation  was  made  by  Mr.  Tom  Croson,  Vice  President, 
Sales,    He  strted  that  it  was  the  desire  of  the  Company  to 
"sell"  the  bay  area  to  the  great  northwest;  he  did  not  re- 
quest endorsement  cf  the  application  by  name, 

Mr.  V/arren  Burke  of  United  Air  Lines  and  fora  Murphy  of  Western 
Airlines,  stated  their  respective  companies  did  not  object  to 
the  principle  of  extension  of  local  or  feeder  service,  but 
were  opposed  to  extensions  to  provide  strong  terminal  points, 
since  the  areas  of  the  terminal  points  were  amply  supplied  with 
air  service.    They  warned  of  the  dangers  of  duplicating  runs, 
since  operations  of  feeder  service  are  under  government  sub- 
sidies. 

Mr.  Chas,  Miller  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
stated  that  the  Chamber  favors  extensions  of  feeder  service, 
but  always  leaving  the  matter  of  adequacy  of  service  and  named 
carriers  to  the  discretion  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Eoard,  a 
position  also  adopted  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Following  general  discussion,  Staff  was  directed  to  make  a 
recommendation  to  the  Commission  setting  forth  the  specifics 
to  be  attained.

No  person,  organization  or  agency  appeared  before  the 
Commission  to  sneak  on  budget  estimates;  staff  was  directed  to 
make  certain  adjustments  and  final  approval  will  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Commission  at  its  meeting  cf  Ja.nuary  28,  1956.

Mr.  George  Pracy,  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer-San  Fran- 
cisco Water  Department  reported  on  the  Department's  activities; 
the  Department  has  been  operating  normally  since  the  last  re- 
pcrt;  new  method  of  collecting  bills  by  small  business  will  go 
into  effect  on  February  1,  1957;  4l  stations  have  agreed  to 
collect  and  the  number  will  be  increased  to  between  50  and  60; 
settling  basins  are  ready,  but  so  far  have  not  been  put  to  use; 
Mi  librae  Committee  met  in  January  and  will  again  meet  on 
January  22,  1957.

M)  Claims  settlement-f or  a  given  period,  St.  Louis  paid 
$1,240,934.00,  that  of  the  Municipal  Railway  amounted  to 
'r>  1  t  560 , 533  •  00 ,  the  latter  perhaps  a  reflection  of  the  liberali 
by  of  the  courts;  (2)  St,  Louis  in  its  operation  has  an  averag 
speed  of  10.75  miles  per  hour,  the  Municipal  Railway  operating 
9c  lb  miles  per  hour.

(3)  In  the  event  that  the  foregoing  alternative  is  not  to  be 
adopted,  or  is  adopted  in  part,  the  Commission  should  give- 
concurrent  consideration  to  the  recruitment  of  a  proven 
to-flight  business  administrator  to  assume  the  position  of 
Manager  of  Utilities  as  of  July  1,  1957 ♦ 

The  recommendations  were  approved  by  the  Commission;  the 
Manager  of  Utilities  being  instructed  to  procure  for  sub- 
mission to  the  Commission,  those  sections  of  the  charter  that 
may  have  to  be  amended  to  effectuate  the  above  recommendations. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  Mayor  George  Christopher 
addressed  a  letter  to  President  Joseph  Martin  Jr.,  which  in 
part  reads: 

11  Secondly,  I  make  this  suggestion  for  consideration  by  the 
honorable  members  of  your  Commission,  Under  the  Charter,  your 
Commission  has  jurisdiction  over  three  very  important  utili- 
ties, the  value  of  which  aggregate  many  millions  of  dollars. 
V/hen  the  Charter  was  written,  the  airport  was  not  in  existence 
end  the  Municipal  Railway  as  only  a  very  small  operation. 
However,  now  these  utilities  have  grown  to  tremendous  pro- 
portions and  you  are  well  aware  of  the  time  that  must  be  de- 
voted to  the  direction  of  the  management. 

"If  the  three  divisions  of  the  Utilities  Commission  were 
separated  so  that  a  three  man  commission  could  devote  its 
exclusive  time  to  each  one,  then  I  believe  we  would  have  a  more 
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efficient  operation  and  at  the  same  time  it  would  permit  the 
Commissioners  to  become  more  learned  in  one  of  the  three 
categories,    as  the  situation  stands,  you  must  become  informed 
on  several  phases  of  each  operation,  all  of  which  are  very 
intricately  and  technically  involved.    Each  commission,  should 
they  be  separated,  could  then  work  directly  with  the  management 
of  that  department,  and  quite  obviously,  you  would  not  have 
need  for  a  general  manager  of  utilities. 

"I  do  not  propose  this  to  you  as  an  air  tight  recommendation 
but  only  suggest  it  for  your  consideration,  end  in  thinking 
about  it  you  may  have  other  suggestions  that  would  improve  the 
total  organization.  If  you  have  any  thoughts  on  the  matter,  I 
would  appreciate  hearing  them'1 . 

Departmental  Repcrt-San  Francisco  International  Airport,  by 
F,  E.  Butler: 

December  and  January  traffic  continuing  on  a  satisfactory 
plane;  augmented  passenger  travel  over  the  holiday  period  was 
Handled  expeditiously;  freight  and  express  volume  was  high, 
but  moved  without  delay.  Past  holiday  experience  and  antici- 
pated growth  necessitates  that  at  this  time,  that  serious 
attention  be  devoted  to  enlarging  the  capacity  of  automobile 
parking.    Plans  are  progresssing  to  the  end  that  shortly 
specifications  will  be  ready  for  review  in  connection  with 
J;he  first  half  of  Concourse  E  and  the  connecting  concourse. 
British  Overseas  Airways  Corporation  will  commence  service 
into  San  Francisco  from  London,  via  New  York,  on  April  3, 
1957,  Santas  Airways  acting  as  agent  for  ticketing  and  other 
terminal  arrangements,    The  airport  in  conjunction  with  the 
office  of  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  is  completing  a  comprehen- 
sive inventory  and  survey  of  all  movable  property. 


THEREUPON  THE  MEETING  aDJOURNED. 
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Outline  of  Report  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  by  the  Airport  Manager 
January  28,  1957: 

December  traffic  and  business  continued  on  a  satisfactory  plane. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  on  December  21st,  the  Interstate  Company  enjoyed  the 
largest  single  day's  income  they  have  experienced  since  their  operations 
began  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.     Their  gross  for  that  day 
was  slightly  over  $12,000.     The  augmented  passenger  travel  over  the  holiday 
period  was  handled  expeditiously.    Freight  and  express  volume  was  high  but 
moved  without  delays.     The  holiday  airmail  volume  created  no  problem,  but 
it  was  impossible  to  handle  surface  mail  by  air  between  San  Francisco  and 
the  Northwest  due  to  the  unavailability  of  excess  cargo  space  for  this  purpose. 

January  traffic  for  the  first  half  of  the  month  was  somewhat  higher 
than  anticipated,  but  since  mid-month,  the  traffic  has  been  more  nearly 
that  of  the  seasonal  trend. 

When  proposed  improvements  were  scheduled  in  connection  with  the 
1956  bond  issue  proposal,  I  estimated  that  additional  automobile  parking  areas 
should  be  provided  beginning  1958.    However,  as  a  result  of  the  past  holiday 
experience,  it  is  recommended  that  this  matter  be  studied  with  a  view  to 
initiating  expansion  of  public  parking  facilities  at  an  earlier  date.  For 
a  period  of  approximately  36  hours  during  the  peak  of  the  holiday  load, 
there  were  less  than  300  spaces  available  between  our  presently  operating 
lots — Lots  No.  1  and  2.     These  two  lots  have  a  capacity  of  approximately  2400 
cars,  and  the  margin  of  empty  spaces  that  existed  is  far  too  small  to 
provide  convenient  service  to  the  public. 

Further  in  connection  with  public  parking  at  the  Airport,  I  have 
been  studying  for  some  time  ways  and  means  of  diverting  certain  elements  of 
the  parking  load  from  the  close-in  parking  lot  No.  1  to  parking  lot  No.  2. 
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I  still  have  the  matter  under  advisement  and  am  awaiting  specific  commitments 
from  the  operators  of  the  parking  lot  before  submitting  my  recommendation  to 
the  Commission.     In  any  event,  whether  I  have  a  specific  commitment  from  the 
parking  lot  operators  or  not,  I  will  make  my  recommendation  in  detail  prior 
to  February  15. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  convened  under  the  call 
of  the  President  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  January  9.     The  President 
outlined  the  Commission's  policy  to  air  industry  representatives  present,  and 
a  full  report  has  been  made  to  you  on  this  meeting.     I  believe  at  this  time, 
however,  that  two  items  should  be  mentioned  to  you  specifically  -  one,  the 
question  of  cargo  facilities  that  was  raised  at  the  meeting,  and  secondly,  the 
matter  of  additional  concourse  space.     It  is  understood  that  the  airline 
principally  interested  in  additional  facilities  at  Concourse  B  may  initiate 
further  conversations  on  this  matter  directly  with  Commissioners  Baron  and 
Greenberg.     The  Bureau  of  Engineering  has  prepared  preliminary  floor  plans 
for  the  first  half  of  Concourse  E  and  the  connecting  concourse.     The  Airport 
Department  has  discussed  these  plans  with  the  Bureau  of  Engineering,  and  a 
revision  is  now  under  preparation.      As  soon  as  the  revision  is  available,  a 
conference  will  be  had  with  American  Airlines  representatives  to  determine 
their  views.     The  floor  plans  in  fact  incorporate  all  of  the  requirements  set 
down  by  American  Airlines,  and  only  minor  modifications  which  are  in  the 
interest  of  economy  and  efficiency  are  involved. 

I  presume  the  respective  members  of  the  Commission  have  noted  that 
British  Overseas  Airways  Corporation  will  commence  service  into  San  Francisco 
from  London  via  New  York,  their  first  arrival  here  scheduled  for  April  3,  1957. 
The  first  departure  from  here  is  scheduled  for  the  following  day,  the  4th. 
The  initial  service  is  to  be  semi-weekly.     Qantas  Empire  Airways  will  handle 
the  ticketing  and  other  terminal  arrangements  for  this  new  carrier.  This 
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arrangement  is  satisfactory  to  the  Airport  Department,  and  Qantas  Airways 
has  been  advised  to  submit  a  request  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for 
approval  of  these  arrangements  under  the  terras  of  the  lease  that  airline  now 
holds  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

A  matter  of  presently  unfinished  business  is  a  comprehensive 
inventory  and  survey  of  the  movable  property  at  the  Airport,     The  last  complete 
inventory  that  was  taken  at  the  Airport  I  believe  was  in  1938  and  was  conducted 
as  a  project  under  the  WPA.    I  have  been  informed  that  even  at  the  time  this 
inventory  was  taken  it  was  not  considered  of  any  great  accuracy  despite  the 
fact  that  the  Airport  at  that  time  was  a  very  small  operation.    An  inventory 
was  initiated  in  conjunction  with  the  Purchaser's  Office  last  February.  All 
articles  were  marked  and  numbered  and  listed.    Due  to  discrepancies  in  nomenclature 
and  for  other  reasons,  overages  as  well  as  shortages  developed  as  a  result  of 
this  inventory.    Where  possible,  overages  and  shortages  have  been  adjusted,  but 
certain  discrepancies  still  exist.    Formal  action  to  effect  adjustment  is  being 
initiated. 

The  last  meeting  if  the  airlines  with  City  on  the  subject  of  use  fees 
and  contracts  was  held  November  15,  1956.    At  that  time  a  new  proposal  was  presented 
by  the  Manager  of  Utilities.     The  proposal  was  explained  along  general  lines  to 
the  airline  representatives,  but  no  specific  discussion  of  the  new  proposal  was 
possible.     In  view  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  availability  of  the  new  material 
on  the  proposal  which  would  emanate  from  the  office  of  the  Public  Utilities  Cora- 
mission  in  collaboration  with  the  Controller's  office,  no  date  was  set  for  a  subse- 
quent meeting.    A  meeting  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Controller  on  January  24  on 
this  subject,  and  when  the  proposal  is  ready  for  presentation  for  consideration  of 
the  respective  parties,  it  will  be  circulated  amongst  the  airlines,  at  which  time 

an  invitation  will  be  extended  for  a  subsequent  conference  on  the  subject.

The  retirement  of  the  General  Manager  of  the  San 
Francisco  ffater  Department  on  March  31,  1957 >   the  resigning 
of  the  Manager  of  the  Airport  Department  on  February  15* 
1957*  and  the  announced  program  of  moving  the  Manager  of 
Utilities  to  head  the  Water  Department  provides  at  this 
time  an  opportunity  to  review,   and  through  possible  changes, 
improve  the  organizational  structure  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,     Several  acts  have  already  been  taken  in  this 
matter  so  that  the  present  important  consideration  is  the 
functioning  of  top  managerial  staff  which  is  covered  by 
this  memorandum. 


The  Commission  has  expressed  itself  as  being  dis- 
satisfied with  the  present  organizational  functioning 
insofar  as  the  operating  departments  and  departmental 
managers Atoo  far  removed  from  the  Commission  by  reason  of 
the  established  procedure  under  which  the  Manager  of 
Utilities  and  staff  officers  have  the  opportunity  to  control 
and  possibly  interfere  with  the  work  of  the  departments. 
The  organization  functions  suggested  herein  are  designed  to 
correct  this  situation.

Thank  you  for  your  letter  which  serves  as  a  supplemental 
report  from  your  commission.     May  I  first  thank  you  and  your  fellow 
members  for  the  time  that  you  are  devoting  on  behalf  of  the  people 
of  San  Francisco?     It  is  gratifying  indeed  to  see  such  splendid, 
dedicated  service  and  I  am  very  grateful  to  you. 

In  line  with  your  report,  may  I  suggest  that  you  proceed 
with  a  more  intense  investigation  regarding  the  Municipal  Railway 
with  the  purpose  in  mind  of  reducing  the  deficit  which  will  be  in- 
creased this  year. 

Secondly,   I  make  this  suggestion  for  consideration  by 
the  honorable  members  of  your  Commission.     Under  the  Charter,  your 
Commission  has  jurisdiction  over  three  very  important  utilities, 
the  value  of  which  aggregate  many  millions  of  dollars.     When  the 
Charter  was  written,  the  airport  was  not  in  existence  and  the  Muni- 
cipal Railway  was  only  a  very  small  operation.     However,  now  these 
utilities  have  grown  to  tremendous  proportions  and  you  are  well 
aware  of  the  time  that  must  be  devoted  to  the  direction  of  the  man- 
agement . 

If  the  three  divisions  of  the  Utilities  Commission  were 
separated  so  that  a  three  man  commission  could  devote  its  exclusive 
time  to  each  one,  then  I  believe  we  would  have  a  more  efficient 
operation  and  at  the  same  time  it  would  permit  the  Commissioners  to 
become  more  learned  in  one  of  the  three  categories.    As  the  situation 
stands,  you  must  become  informed  on  several  phases  of  each  operation, 
all  of  which  are  very  intricately  and  technically  involved.  Each 
commission,   should  they  be  separated,   could  then  work  directly  with 
the  management  of  that  department,  and  quite  obviously,  you  would 
not  have  need  for  a  general  manager  of  utilities. 

I  do  not  propose  this  to  you  as  an  air  tight  recommenda- 
tion but  only  suggest  it  for  your  consideration,  and  in  thinking 
about  it  you  may  have  other  suggestions  that  would  improve  the 
total  organization.     If  you  have  any  thoughts  on  the  matter,  I 
would  appreciate  hearing  them.     In  the  meantime,   thank  you  and  your 
fellow  members  again  for  your  fine  effor-"

SUBJECT:    Reorganization,  Public  Utilities  Commission 
Functions  and  Management  Control 


Based  upon  our  explorations  to  this  time,  your  committee  respect- 
fully submits  the  following  recommendations  regarding  the  organization 
of  the  functions  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

1.  We  recommend  that  on  an  interim  basis,  effective  April  1,  1957, 
and  continuing  until  June  30,  1957,  the  incumbent  Manager  of 
Utilities  should  act  as  the  head  of  the  San  Francisco  Water 
Department,  performing  only  such  fiscal  and  legal  functions  of 
the  position  of  Manager  of  Utilities  as  are  absolutely  required 
by  law,  until  on  or  about  July  1,  when  he  shall  become  Manager 
of  the  Water  Department.    Other  incidental  administrative  duties 
shall  be  assumed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  assisted  by  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the  Manager  of 
Utilities  and  such  clerical  and  other  staff  as  is  presently 
available  to  the  Commission.    From  now  until  June  30  the  compen- 
sation of  the  Manager  of  Utilities  shall  be  at  the  rate  set  forth 
for  that  position  in  the  current  Appropriation  Ordinance.  The 
funds  heretofore  appropriated  to  the  position  of  Manager,  Water 
Department,  shall  remain  unexpended  during  this  interim  period. 

2.  Between  now  and  June  30,  1957,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
shall  have  explored  the  possibility  of  placing  one  or  more 
departments  now  under  its  jurisdiction  under  a  newly  created 
commission  (or  commissions).    Such  a  program,  if  deemed  feasible, 
should  be  developed  in  the  form  of  a  proposed  Charter  Amendment 
(or  Amendments)  for  referral  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  submission  to  the  San  Francisco  electorate  at 
the  November,  1957  election. 

3#    In  the  event  that  the  foregoing  alternative  is  not  to  be  adopted 
(or  is  adopted  in  part),  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  should 
give  concurrent  consideration  to  the  recruitment  of  a  proven 
top- flight  business  administrator  to  assume  the  position  of  Manager 
of  Utilities,  as  of  July  1,  1957.

In  reviewing  the  attached  report,   it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  St.  Louis  Public  Service  Company 
has  no  cable  cars  or  two -man  operated  electric  cars 
and  their  wage  scale  for  platform  personnel  is 
considerably  less  than  the  Municipal  Railway.     Also  the 
wages  and  working  conditions  of  craftsmen  and  office 
employees  are  set  by  the  charter  provisions  and  not 
by  individual  agreements  with  management.

The  Commission  authorized  the  City  Attorney  to  proceed  to 
trial  in  the  matter  of  condemnation  suit  brought  by  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  on  the  Rancho  Pulgas  property,  San 
Mateo  County. 

President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.,  reviewed  report  on  Municipal 
Disaster  Plan,  and  inquired  as  to  uracticing  of  drills. 
Chas.  D.  Miller,  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  reported 
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that  under  disasters  as  accidents,  fires  and  earthquakes,  the 
staff  of  the  Municipal  Railway  is  alerted,  being  familiar  with 
prcceedures  to  be  taken,  but  under  major  disaster ,  such  as 
in  wartime  under  bombing  conditions,  no  drills  are  practiced, 
feeling  that  the  matter  would  come  under  the  operation  of 
Civilian  Defense;  however,  under  program  of  Civilian  Defense, 
staff  of  the  Municipal  Railway  is  prepared  to  co-operate  with 
the  plans  set  up  for  this  type  of  action. 

Commissioner  Greenberg,  in  connection  with  "Ride  the  Muni  Week", 
brought  up  the  matter  of  proper  signs,  maps  and  routings  for 
the  traveling  public;  Mr.  Miller  stated  that  the  matter  is 
under  study  with  Mr.  Elliott  of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Service, 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  in  noting  a  press  release  as  to  a 
new  diemical  for  use  in  flouridation  of  water,  on  a  lesser 
cost  basis,  suggested  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  Water  De- 
partment staff  for  study  and  report. 

One  Way  Streets: 

Mr.  James  R.  Mc  Garth  y,  Chief,  Land  Planning  Division, 
Department  of  City  Planning,  on  behalf  of  an  interdepartmental 
staff,  representing  various  City  Departments,  submitted  a 
report  to  the  Commission,  entitled  "One  Way  Streets  and  Cir- 
culation Improvements  Downtown",    The  staff  group  met  on  five 
occasions  and  arrived  at  certain  conclusions,  as  follows: 

(1)  Inadequate  enforcement  of  parking  restrictions  on  Saturdays 
and  lack  of  parking  prohibitions  on  certain  streets  at  all 
times  impede  transit  and  traffic  movement. 

(2)  One-way  streets  in  general  aid  traffic  movement  Downtown 
by  increasing  street  capacities  a.nd  eliminating  intersection 
conflicts.    However,  the  Fire  Department  believes  that  a  com- 
r.  lute  grid  system  of  one-way  streets  would  interfere  with  the 
safe  and  expeditious  movement  of  fire-fighting  equipment, 

(3)  Major  transit  lines  are  more  effectively  supervised  on 
two-way  streets  and  in  general  provide  greater  convenience  to 
transit  riders, 

(4)  Any  changes  in  the  pattern  of  traffic  flow  Downtown  should 
be  made  so  as  to  provide  efficient  operating  routes  for  tran- 
sit vehicles, 

Jnder  recommendations,  the  staff  group  suggested  that  a  number 
ri  streets  be  made  one  way,  others  to  be  retained  as  two-way 
streets  (Sutter  and  Geary)  arid  that  transit  routes  be  adjusted 
be  meet  operating  conditions  of  newly  created  one-way  streets. 
The  Police  Department  representatives  suggested  that  Pine  and 
Bush  Streets  be  reversed  in  direction  to  afford  more  direct 
service  to  parking  garages  in  the  financial  district  and  to 
provide  direct  connections  to  the  Main  and  Beale  Street  freeway 
ramps,  soon  to  be  opened.    The  group  as  a  whole,  deferred  a 
recommendation  on  this  latter  proposal  pending  a  study  of  actual 
experience  when  the  ramps  are  opened.  At  the  next  meeting  of 
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the  Commission,  group  representatives  will  be  available  for 
questioning. 

Hetch  Hetchy  Project  Report:    By.  H.  E,  Lloyd 

The  Department  is  keeping  a  complete  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  1957  California  State  Legislature.  Mr. 
Lloyd  reviewed  action  in  connection  with  Eill  A,B.  100, 
Lindsay,  in  the  matter  of  emergency  appropriation  for  reloca- 
tion of  railroad  and  highway  in  the  Oroville  Dam  program,  the 
initial  unit  of  the  Feather  River  Project.    Despite  subnormal 
rainfall,  water  storage  is  good,  reflecting  holdover  from 
last  winter !s  hea^vy  runoff.    Cooperation  with  Yosemite 
National  Park  Service  in  development  of  overnight  accomoda- 
tions for  back  packers  in  the  vicinity  of  0f Shaughnessy  Dam 
was  reviewed.    Steps  are  being  taken  to  implement  the  Vfehe 
Report  to  bring  up  to  date  water  and  power  rates.    Steps  are 
also  being  taicen  looking  toward  renegotiation  of  contract  for 
sale  of  power  to  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts. 
Contracts  for  construction  were  reviewed;  progress  was  re- 
ported for  engineering  contracts  in  connection  with  the  1956 
Power  Bend  Fund;  Mr.  Lloyd  reviewed  progress  in  connection 
with  construction  at  the  Airport;  on  this  latter  point,  Mr. 
Lloyd  advised  the  Commission,  that  a  recent  ordinance  enacted 
by  the  City  of  San  Eruno,  provides  for  a  payment  of  5#  per 
ten  of  fill  material  over  San  Bruno  Road;  the  legality  of  such 
an  ordinance  is  to  be  studied  by  the  City  attorney.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Legislation 

In  the  interest  of  protecting  the  City*s  Water  Rights,  the  Department 
is  presently  engaged  in  keeping  a  complete  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
first  session  of  the  195?  California  State  Legislature.    Copies  of  all  Bills, 
amendments  and  resolutions  which  relate  to  the  water  problems  of  the  State, 
introduced  in  both  the  Senate  and  the  Assembly,  were  obtained  from  the  Legisla- 
tive Bill  Room  and  after  study  during  the  present  recess  will  be  the  subject  of 
a  special  report. 

One  of  the  Bills  introduced  was  A.  B.  100,  Lindsay,  which  appropriated 
$25 » 190, 000  for  the  relocation  of  the  railroad  and  state  highway  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Oroville  Dam,  the  initial  unit  of  the  Feather  River  Project.  This 
appropriation  was  an  emergency  measure  and  was  the  subject  of  much  debate.  It 
was  finally  passed  on  the  last  day  of  the  sessions  and  caused  a  separation  of 
the  Legislature  into  factions;  namely,  the  Southern  California  delegation  and 
the  Northern  California  delegation  with  the  Tehachapi  as  the  dividing  line. 
The  Southern  California  delegation  proclaims  that  it  will  not  vote  to  appropriate 
any  more  money  for  the  units  recommended  under  the  California  Water  Plan  until 
the  "areas  of  origin'"  problem  is  worked  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 

A  constitutional  amendment  attempting  to  solve  this  problem  was 
introduced.    It  was  the  culmination  of  the  efforts  of  the  Sub-committee  to  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Water  Problems.    It  was  a  compromise  between  the  proposed 
forms  of  amendment  submitted  by  the  California  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Attorney 


General  of  California  and  the  Department  of  Water  Resources. 

The  record  obtained  during  the  first  session  of  the  Legislature  also 
includes  news  clippings  from  Sacramento  and  two  local  daily  papers.    This  work 
is  done  in  collaboration  with  Mr,  Bernard  J.  Ward  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
and  Mr,  Don  Cleary,  the  City's  lobbyist  at  Sacramento. 

Water  Conditions 

Seasonal  precipitation  and  water  storage  in  our  principal  reservoirs 
as  of  January  25,  compared  with  last  year  on  the  same  date,  are  as  follows:

Although  the  precipitation  to  date  is  considerably  below  normal,  the 
storage  conditions  in  our  principal  reservoirs  are  satisfactory  due  to  the  hold- 
over from  last  winter's  heavy  runoff. 

It  is  too  early  in  the  season  to  make  accurate  predictions  but  data 
obtained  from  the  season's  first  snow  survey  now  under  way  "by  the  Department, 
will  give  some  indication  of  the  runoff  that  can  be  expected  on  the  Tuolumne 
River  watershed.    Indications  are,  however,  that  with  normal  precipitation  for 
the  remainder  of  the  season  we  would  have  about  a  70%  year. 

Maintenance  of  Roads  and  Trails.  Yosemite  National  Park 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  under  final  judgment  entered  against 
the  City  by  the  U.  S.  Court  of  Appeals,  9th  District  (Appeal  denied  November  21, 
1955),  the  City  is  required  to  reimburse  Yosemite  National  Park  for  maintenance 
costs  on  Raker  Act  roads  and  trails.    The  department  has  now  received  bills 
from  the  United  States  Government  for  this  work  covering  the  following  periods: 
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July  1,  1941  to  June  30,  1956  $62,198 

July  1,  1956  to  Dec.  25,  1956  25,415 
The  latter  item  is  large  compared  to  the  average  for  previous  years 
as  it  reflects  most  of  the  repair  of  last  winter's  flood  damage.    The  above 
costs,  including  $7,500  estimated  for  the  balance  of  this  fiscal  year,  will  be 
covered  by  a  supplemental  appropriation  authorized  under  P.U.C.  Resolution  No. 
16,969*    $25,000  has  been  included  in  budget  requests  for  this  purpose  for  the 
fiscal  year  1957-58. 

Back  Packers  Carlo.  Yosemite  National  Park 

The  National  Park  Service  is  planning  on  developing  overnight  accommoda- 
tions for  back  packers  in  Yosemite  National  Park  in  the  vicinity  of  O'Shaughnessy 
Dam,  and  an  area  in  the  meadow  opposite  the  City's  Reservoir  Keeper's  Cottages 
has  been  tentatively  designated  for  this  purpose.    The  department  will  cooperate 
with  Park  officials  in  this  activity  so  far  as  possible,, 

Review  of  Water  and  Power  Rates 

By  Resolution  No.  16,734  the  Commission  approved  the  Wehe  Report  for 
the  separation  of  capital  costs  for  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project.    The  Department 
is  now  negotiating,  for  Commission  approval,  a  new  agreement  with  Mr.  Roy  A.  Weh?, 
Rate  Consultant,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  review  the  present  rates  charged  by 
Hetch  Hetchy  for  power  and  by  the  Water  Department  for  water  and  recommend  such 
adjustments  in  each  as  are  dependent  on  costs  established  during  the  last  fiscal 
year  of  record. 

At  the  Commission's  next  meeting  I  will  request  an  appropriation 
sufficient  to  pay  for  the  water  phase  of  the  report. 
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Renegotiation  of  Contract  for  Sale  of  Power  to 
Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  

Under  the  present  contract  for  the  sale  and  purchase  of  electric 
energy  between  the  City  and  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts, 
provision  is  made  for  renegotiating  said  contract  when  it  should  develop  that 
the  Districts'  requirements  exceed  the  power  and  energy  available  from  City's 
plants  after  deduction  of  City's  requirements  for  municipal  purposes. 

Preliminary  meetings  have  been  held  with  officials  of  the  two  Districts 
to  discuss  this  matter, 

I  pointed  out  that  the  City  would  soon  be  in  a  position  to  renegotiate 
the  contract  since  it  is  proposed  to  re-employ  Mr.  Wehe  to  extend  and  bring  up 
to  date  his  report  of  August  1,  1955  on  allocation  of  water  and  power  costs. 

Operations 

All  operating  phases  of  the  Hetch  Ketchy  Project  were  normal  during 
the  past  month  except  that  tests  revealed  an  internal  fault  in  one  of  the 
115,000-volt  metering  transformers  at  the  recently  constructed  Oakdale  Substation 
which  provides  a  connection  to  the  electrical  system  of  the  Turlock  Irrigation 
District.    The  manufacturer,  Allis  Chalmers  Company,  has  agreed  to  repair  or 
replace  it  at  no  charge  to  the  City,    Temporary  outage  of  this  transformer  will 
not  prevent  supplying  power  to  the  District.

CANYON-CHERRY  POWER  DEVELOPMENT 

Engineering;  Contract 

Under  Resolution  No.  16884,  the  Commission  has  approved  the  employ- 
ment of  Sverdrup  and  Parcel,  Inc.  at  a  fee  of  $850,000  for  the  preparation  of 
preliminary  design  reports,  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of 
Cherry  Power  Plant,  Canyon  Power  Plant,  transmission  lines  and  tunnels.  In 
order  to  comply  with  the  procedure  prescribed  by  the  Controller  prior  to  certifi 
cation,  a  supplemental  appropriation  in  the  above  amount  was  requested  under 
authority  of  Resolution  No.  16924«    On  January  30,  1957,  this  request  was 
considered  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  received 
its  approval. 

The  above  procedure  will  require  the  resigning  of  this  contract  by 
both  the  Commission  and  the  Engineering  Contractor. 
Preliininary  Studies 

Pending  certification  of  the  Sverdrup  and  Parcel  contract,  studies 
are  continuing  on  the  following: 

1.  Location,  layout  and  alternate  routes  for  the  transmission  line 
between  Moccasin  and  the  Canyon  Power  Plant. 

2.  Layout  studies  for  various  arrangements  of  machinery  and  appurtenant 
equipment  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse. 

3«      Review  of  run-off  records  to  determine  the  maximum  flood  flow  that 
can  be  expected  at  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  site. 

4.  Review  of  various  designs  for  the  Cherry  penstock  to  determine  the 
most  economical  arrangement. 

5.  Detailed  topography  for  the  Cherry  penstock,  powerhouse  site,  and 


access  road,  is  being  obtained  by  the  field  forces. 
Core  Drilling,  Cherry  Power  Tunnel 

On  December  13,  1956,  bids  were  received  for  Contract  HH-288, 
Exploratory  Core  Drilling,  along  the  proposed  line  of  the  Cherry  Pwer  Tunnel. 
Low  bidder  was  Boyle s  Brothers  Drilling  Company ,  Salt  Lake  City,  in  the  amount 
of  $25,460.    (Engineer's  estimate,  $23,000).    Contract  was  awarded  under 
Resolution  No.  16910  on  December  24,  1956,  and  was  certified  by  Controller  on 
January  24,  1956.    Ninety  days  have  been  allowed  for  completion. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Current  Construction 

The  largest  current  construction  project  at  the  Airport  is  approximately 
20  per  cent  complete.    This  project  is  for  additional  extensions  to  the  aircraft 
parking  aprons  both  north  and  south  of  the  Terminal  Building.    Since  my  last 
report  the  Contractor  has  installed  the  sewer  line  and  has  erected  fences. 
Delivery  of  steel  water  pipe  for  this  project  has  been  delayed,  but  delivery  is 
expected  during  the  third  week  in  February.    The  placing  of  rock  base  and  asphalt 
pavement  is  dependent  upon  a  continuing  period  of  good  weather,  and  for  this 
reason  work  on  this  phase  is  being  withheld. 

Early  in  January  work  was  completed  on  sealing  of  certain  joints  in 
the  porcelain  enamel  wall  panels  of  the  concourses,  airmail  and  cargo  building 
and  the  service  building. 

Trash  racks  have  been  installed  at  the  north  and  south  airport  drain- 
age canals,  and  a  small  contract  for  silt  removal  from  various  canals  has  been 
completed. 

Work  is  nearing  completion  on  certain  Terminal  Building  modifications, 
including  the  installation  of  doors  at  passageways  on  the  ground  floor  level 
and  the  installation  of  electric  hand -dryers. 
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Warm-up  Pads  and  Taxi-ways 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  completed  for  construction  of  air- 
craft warm-up  pads  and  taxiways,  reconstruction  of  taxiways,  and  for  the  in- 
stallation of  taxiway  guidance  signs.    The  plans  and  specifications  are  in  the 
process  of  being  submitted  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  for  their 
review.    If  approved,  a  grant  offer  will  be  forthcoming  for  approximately  half 
the  cost  of  the  work. 

"Pease"  Statue 

Drawings  for  the  erection  of  the  statue  "Peace"  at  the  Airport,  have 
been  completed,  and  it  is  expected  that  plans  and  specifications  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Art  Commission  for  their  approval  during  this  month. 
1956  Airport  Bond  Construction 

Professional  contracts  have  been  prepared  and  signed  by  Robert 
Horonjeff,  Airport  Consultant,  (authorized  under  Resolution  No.  16913)  and 
by  Arthur  C.  Jenkins,  Traffic  Consultant,  (authorized  aider  Resolution  No. 
16976),    Certification  of  these  contracts  and  the  start  of  design  work  on 
the  circulation  roads  and  west  field  taxiways  is  awaiting  approval  of  sup- 
plemental appropriation  of  $1,608,000,  authorized  under  Resolution  No.  16868. 
Construction  work  on  these  items  is  planned  to  start  this  spring. 

A  number  of  architectural  firms  have  presented  their  qualifications 
and  experience  to  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  and  a  final  selection  will 
be  made  this  month.    It  is  proposed  to  limit  the  scope  of  the  work  on  this 
first  contract  to  the  design  of  the  first  half  of  Concourse  E  and  its  con- 
necting concourse  to  the  Terminal  Building,  and  also  to  prepare  the  plans 
and  specifications  for  enclosing  both  patios  on  the  first  floor  to  allow  an 
expansion  of  the  restroom  facilities  and  to  provide  additional  space  for 
tenants  and  the  public.

1956  Airport  Bond  Construction,  Cont*d 

On  January  23,  1957,  the  City  of  San  Bruno  passed  Ordinance  No,  703 
amending  Ordinance  No,  641,  relative  to  truck  traffic  on  its  streets,  including 
San  Bruno  Avenue,  the  main  east-west  thoroughfare  between  Junipero  Serra  Boule- 
vard and  the  Bayshore  Freeway,  The  ordinance  requires  operators  of  vehicles 
having  a  gross  weight  of  27,000  lbs,  or  over  to  file  an  application  for  permit 
to  haul,  paying  a  minimum  filing  fee  of  $35*00  together  with  an  additional  amount 
at  the  rate  of  one  cent  per  ton  over  20,000  tons  estimated  to  be  hauled.  The 
City  of  San  Bruno  may  deny  a  permit  or  may  revoke  it  once  granted,  if  it  is 
found  that  the  hauling  does  too  much  harm.    The  ordinance  requires  the  hauler 
to  indemnify  the  City  of  San  Bruno  for  damage  to  City  streets  or  other  City 
property  and  must  post  a  surety  bond  in  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  City  Manager. 
In  addition,  a  payment  of  5/  will  be  exacted  from  the  applicant  for  each  ton 
hauledo  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  5,000$000  tons  of  dirt  will  be  re- 
quired in  connection  with  the  proposed  Airport  expansion  program,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  route  of  hauling  will  be  along  San  Bruno  Avenue.    At  the  5ft 
per  ton  fee  mentioned  above,  this  would  cost  the  Contractor,  and  hence  the  City, 
an  additional  $250,000  more  than  was  originally  contemplated  before  the  enact- 
ment of  this  ordinance. 

In  order  to  provide  additional  space  for  the  Airport  Engineering 
Division  it  is  planned  to  move  this  group  from  Mason  St,  to  45  Hyde  St  at  least 
by  next  month.

Bids  for  the  sale  of 
the  surplus  mechanical  and  elecfrical  equipment  from  the  Washington  &  Mason 
Carbarn  and  the  California  &  Hyde  Powerhouse  were  received  on  January  29, 
1957*  and  a  total  of  $53400o00  was  bid  for  the  various  items.

H.  E«  Lloyd  reviewed  steps  taken  in  developing    plan  of  con- 
struction .    The  Commission  through  previous  actions  has 
approved  necessary  appropriation  of  funds  for  the  balance  of 
the  present  fiscal  year  and  for  the  year  1957-58.    In  this 
letter  appropriation  or  budget,  Mr.  Lloyd  recommended  an  in- 
crease of  $482,000.00,  to  set  up  a  higher  priority  for  con- 
struction of  one-half  of  Concourse  "E"  and  connection,  ad- 
ditions to  Concourse  B  and  additions    to  Air  Cargo  Building; 
this  latter  construction  is  made  necessary  because  of  requests 
of  Airline  Companies  to  provide  additional  facilities,  which 
will  be  reflected  in  additional  revenues.  The  Commission  will 
formally  consider  approval,  when  supplemental  budget  is  sub- 
mitted.

Commissioner  Greenberg  advised  that  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board 
had  assigned  Docket  No.  460,  to  hear  the  matter  of  unilateral 
air  transportation  from  the  United  States  to  Mexico;  (west  coast 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  in  the  matter  of  a  limit  of  50  years 
of  age  for  operating  personnel  of  the  Railway,  stated  that  he 
thought  such  a  limit  was  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Railway 
and  will  confer  with  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  ascertain 
their  thinking  in  the  matter. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  called  attention    to  the  adverse 
publicity  arising  from  observance  of  trie  Rule  Book  by  Municipal 
Railway  operating  personnel, in  accidents.    He  suggested  that 
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the  matter  be  restudied  in  the  light  of  better  relations  with 
the  police  and  the  press,  as  well  as  the  morale  of  employees 
involved  in  accidents.

It  developed  in  the  discussion, 
that  under  a  proposed  schedule  of  rates,  the  Airport  could 
expect  a  return  of  2-1/2$  on  capital  outlay,  leaving  a 
reasonable  margin  to  provide  for  construction  of  normal  items, 
without  the  necessity  of  a  bond  issue. 

Voting  in  favor  of  the  self-supporting  theory-Commissioners 
Martin,  Del  Carlo  and  Baron;  voting  in  the  negative,  Com- 
missioners Greenberg  and  Fazackerley.    A  resolution  to  properly 
ralfect  the  above  will  be  presented  for  formal  consideration 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  prepared  a  report  for  submission  to  Mayor 
Greorge  Christopher,  in  the  matter  of  whether  the  present  or- 
ganization of  the  Commission  is  adequate  for  present  day  con- 
ditions.   The  report  reviews  the  history  of  the  Commission 
from  the  effective  date  of  the  Charter  in  1932  to  the  present 
time.    The  report  developes  the  great  growth  of  the  Commission 
since  1932,  particular  attention  being  directed  on  Airport 
development.    In  reflection  of  this  latter  growth,  the  report 
states  that  the  people  would  be  better  served  through  Airport 
activities  being  placed  under  a  separate  Airport  Commission, 
the  airport  Commission  being  responsible  to  the  Mayor,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  as  contemplated  under  the  present 
charter.    In  conclusion,  the  report  recommended  creation  of  a 
new  Aviation  Commission;  the  remaining  departments  being  re- 
tained under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Cora- 
mission;  that  the  work  of  the  Commission  to  be  as  effectively 
organized  as  possible,  that  a  topflight  proven  business  ad- 
ministrator be  employed  as  Manager  of  Utilities  as  of  July 
1,  1957. 

The  Report  was  signed  by  Commissioners  Martin,  Baron  and 
Fazackerley.  Under  discussion,  President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr. 
stated  that  the  matter  was  not  closed  for  all  times,  it  will 
be  considered  again,  but  at  the  present  time,  the  Commission 
should  exert  efforts  to  secure  a  qualified  Manager  of  Utili- 
ties. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  that  under  the  report,  there 
ere  many  factors  to  be  considered,  that  a  study  be  made  by 
all  members  of  the  Commission    and  be  reviewed  in  the  near 
future;  to  this  end,  the  Commission  postponed  fora  two  week 
period,  the  transmittal  of  the  report  to  the  Mayor, 
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Commissioner  Del  Carlo  stated  that  over  a  period  of  time  he 
had  studied  the  matter  objectively  and  urged  further  study, 
being  prepared  at  a  later  time  to  state  his  policy  in  writing. 

Commissioner  Gr^enberg  stated  that  under  a  new  Airport  Manager 
and  a  new  Manager  of  Utilities,  matters  of  the  Commission, 
without  division,  could  be  handled  as  effectively  as  in  the 
past. 

Departmental  Report:  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  F.B. 
Eutler  reporting. 

Despite  February  being  a  normally  slow  month,  activities  at 
the  Airport  showed  a  remarkable  increase  over  last  year;  prog- 
ress was  reported  in  development  of  plans  for  Concourse  E. 
Mr0  Butler  called  the  Commission's  attention  to  the  matter  of 
arrearage  by  the  Golf  Driving  Range  operator  and  upon  his 
recommendation,  the  matter  was  referred  tc  the  City  Attorney, 
Steps  are  being  taken  to  secure  the  services  of  an  architect 
for  Concourse  E.

The  Commission  at  this  meeting  considered  the  issuance  of 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  Space  or  Use  Permit,  in 
favor  of  Mayfair  Bus  Lines,  to  operate  as  a  licensed  public 
interurban  bus  carrier,  operating  from  San  Jose  to  the  Airport. 

Norman  Holmes,  the  applicant,  outlined  to  the  Commission  the 
service  to  be  performed;  he  proposed  to  initially  operate  on 
a  schedule  of  3  round  trips  a  day,  augmenting  the  service  as 
business  deve lopes. 

James  Farraher,  Attorney  for  Barrett  Garages,  Inc.,  present 
concessionaire  of  Ground  Transportation  Services  at  the 
Airport,  stated  that  his  Company  had  made  application  to  the 
State  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  a  certificate  to  perform 
this  service.    He  questioned  the  legality  of  the  issuance 
of  a  permit  to  N.  Holmes  in  the  light  of  the  language  of  CityTs 
Contract  with  Barrett  Garages,  Inc.    He  requested  the  Com- 
mission to  give  consideration  to  the  issuance  of  the  permit 
to  Barrett  Garages,  Inc.,  claiming  that  it  would  be  a  better 
service  rendered  in  the  interest  of  the  traveling  public. 

Mr.  Robert  Raymer  and  Ray  Costello  of  Southwest  Airlines 
objected  to  the  issuance  of  any  ground  permit,  claiming  that 
Southwest  Airlines  already  furnishes  air  service  between  San 
Jose  and  the  Airport,  and  the  issuance  of  a  permit  for  ground 
service  was  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Company,  par- 
ticularly in  the  light  of  Southwest  Airways  being  an  airline 
tenant  of  the  Airport. 

The  Commission  will  give  further  consideration  to  the  matter 
at  its  next  meeting. 

The  Commission,  on  recommendation  of  Commissioner  Baron,  will 
consider  issuance  of  Airport  Permits  for  Mobile  Food  Operators 
at  its  next  meeting. 

Thomas  Gray,  Manager  of  the  Downtown  Association,  appeared  be- 
fore the  Commission  in  the  matter  of  new  lighting  system  in 
the  "Path  of  Gold"  area  of  San  Francisco.    Present  system  is 
difficult  of  maintenance  because  of  obsolescence  and  difficulty 
of  procuring  replacement  parts.  He  urged  that  the  Commission 
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to  give  serious  study  to  the  problem,  particularly  in  the 
light  of  proper  standards,  as  this  point  seems  to  be  in  con- 
troversy; (the  department's  budget  has  a  sum  of  ^30,000.00  to 
initially  undertake  the  replacement).  The  matter  was  referred 
to  Commissioner  Greenberg. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  questioned  a  press  report  in  the 
matter  of  club  dues  and  green  fees  at  the  Crystal  Springs 
Golf  Course.    John  Brucato  stated  that  the  report  was  in  error, 
the  Water  Department  being  credited  with  all  green  fees,  though 
not  club  dues.    He  stated  that  arrangements  are  under  way  for 
an  audit  of  the  operation  and  a  report  will  be  furnished  the 
Commission.

factor  of  jet  operations. 

Shuttle  Bus  Service;  Fringe  Parking:  -  Commissioner  Fazackerley 
reporting:    In  December,  1956,  the  Commission,  through  Com- 
missioner Fazackerley  reviewed  the  proposal  of  the  Parking 
Authority  of  a  fringe  parking  facility  at  7th  and  Harrison 
Streets,  the  Municipal  Railway  to  furnish  a  special  shuttle  bus 
operation.    Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated,  that  after  a 
comprehensive  study  of  all  the  factors  involved  and  particularly 
the  heavy  loss  to  the  Municipal  Railway,  the  Parking  Authority 
has  sought  an  alternate  method    of  securing  an  adequate  service 
for  this  facility.  It  appears  that  the  Jitney  Drivers  Associa- 
tion is  prepared  to  furnish  the  service,  but  the  service  to  be 
conditioned  upon  the  following:  (1)  that  no  additional  jitney 
permits  be  gtanted;  (2)  details  of  operation  and  routing  to  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  Ma.nager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  Chief  of 
Police  and  the  Parking  Authority.    The  Commission  approved  the 
report. 

Following  a  conference  with  the  Mayor,  President  Joseph  Martin, 
Jr0,  submitted  a  draft  of  a  resolution,  to  be  considered  by 
the  Commission  during  the  current  week,  in  the  matter  of  an

by  operators  for  a  refund  of  landing  fees    paid  to  City;  a  dis- 
missal of  action  brought  by  airlines  for  refund  of  field  use 
services  fees  paid  to  City;  that  rates  and  charges  agreed  upon 
between  operators  and  City  will  be  in  force  and  paid  with 
respect  to  field  use  services,  such  rates  and  charges  in  no 
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event  to  be  less  than  the  schedule  as  prepared  by  staff;  that 
rates  and  charges  with  respect  to  field  use  services  for  any 
airline  not  a  party  to  agreements,  to  be  net  less  than  the 
rates  and  charges  as  prepared  by  staff.

In  the  matter  of  equipment  of  Water  Department  cars  and  trucks, 
with  a  complete  radio  system,  the  Commission  directed  that 
a  study  be  made  to  ascertain  the  feasibility    of  intergrating 
the  proposed  system  with  of  the  Municipal  Railway;  the  matter 
will  be  considered  by  the  Commission  when  a  supplemental  bud- 
get is  presented. 

The  Commission  approved  for  transmittal  to  the  Art  Com- 
mission, proposed  plan  for  the  cable  car  waiting  station  at 
Aquatic  Park, 


Mr0  Joseph  Aliotto  on  behalf  of  Barrett  Garages,  Inc.,  present 
operator  under  the  Ground  Transportation  Contract,  which 
includes  cab  operation  at  the  Airport,  appeared  before  the 
Commission  and  suggested    that  in  the  interest  of  better  cab 
service  tc  the  Airport,  that  (1)  Board  of  Supervisors  amend 
present  Police  Code  to  permit  the  issuance  of  limited  taxi 
permits  for  operation  to  and  from  the  Airport;  (2)  That  the 
Commission  issue  limited  taxi  permits  for  operation  to  and 
from  the  Airport,  following  amending  of  said  Police  Code;  with 
a  two  way  operation,  he  stated  that  the  rate  of  a  round  trip 
could  be  reduced  by  :>1#00»    He  stated  that  the  Company  will 
shortly  present  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  proper 
amendment  to  reflect  issuance  of  proper  permits. 

The  Commission  requested  the  City  Attorney  to  take  steps  to 
effectuate  the  Pan  American  lease;  the  length  of  the  lease  to 
be  on  a  term  of  20  years  with  negotiated  additional  periods  of 
ten  and  ten  yea.rs;  though  the  rental  could  not  be  stipulated 
at  this  time,  the  City  Attorney  was  directed  to  get  the  best 
possible  rental  and  report  to  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  also  requested  the  City  attorney  to  advance  the 
lease  for  "In  Flight  Meals",  San  Francisco  International 
Airport. 

Following  the  suggestion  ri  Commissioner  Greenberg,  the  matter 
of  securing  for  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
terminal  by  the  ScandanaoVian  Air  Lines,  will  be  referred  to  the 
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Mayor  for  his  attention. 


Mr,  Geo.  Pracy  reviewed  the  activities  of  the  Water  Department; 
new  method  of  collecting  bills  started  February  1,  1957  and 
during  the  month  26,583  bills  were  collected,  and  more  stations 
will  be  r.dded  until  approximately  60  are  reached;  the  co- 
agulating plant  at  the  northern  end  of  Crystal  Springs 
Reservoir  was  put  to  test  during  recent  rains  and  performed 
excellently;  Lowrie  Paving  Co.,  is  preparing  to  leave  the 
quarry  premises  and  should  be  out  by  the  end  of  the  summer 
months;  Millbrae  meetings  are  being  held  and  progress  made. 
In  response  to  question,  Mr.  Pracy  stated  that  reservoirs 
constructed  in  recent  years  and  reservoirs  now  under  con- 
struction have  roofs  of  such  strength,  that  they  could  be 
utilized  for  light  recreational  purposes,  such  as  tennis, 
basketball  and  where  there  is  no  concentrated  load;  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Commission  has  been  advised  of  these  roofs 
:nd  of  their  potential  uses.

was  reviewed  and  reported.

Public  Utilities  Commission  Meeting 
 March  26.  1957  

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 

Water  Legislation 

Between  January  26  and  March  k,  195?  the  California  State  Legislature 
was  in  recess  during  which  this  department  reviewed  all  bills  pertaining  to  water. 
A  report  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Commission  listing  the  measures  direct- 
ly affecting  the  City's  water  supply,  and  including  a  recommendation  for  action  to 
be  taken  by  the  City  on  each  measure. 

The  Legislature  reconvened  on  March  k9  1957  and  began  the  task  of  acting 
on  over  seven  thousand  measures  introduced  in  January.    In  the  interest  of  protect- 
ing the  City's  water  rights,  this  department  is  once  again  engaged  in  keeping  a 
complete  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  current  session  with  respect  to  bills, 
amendments  and  resolutions  relating  to  the  water  problems  of  the  State.  Action 
on  the  proposed  constitutional  amendments  attempting  to  solve  the  "county  of 
origin"  problem  will  also  be  closely  followed  to  prevent  interference  with  the 
City's  water  rights. 

Assembly  Bills  No.  1700  and  1701  which  in  effect  are  "County  of  Origin" 
legislation  for  power  would  adversely  affect  the  City  in  any  future  power  develop- 
ments and  in  its  distribution  of  power.    These  bills,  which  should  be  vigorously 
opposed  by  the  City's  legislative  representatives,  were  called  for  hearing  on 
March  18,  and  I  attended  the  meeting.      The  bills  were  not  called,  however,  and 
hearing  was  postponed  indefinitely. 
Attendance  at  Water  Meetings  (Sacramento) 

On  Tuesday,  March  12,  1957,  Messrs.  Pracy,  Lloyd  and  Burr,  attended 
two  meetings  in  Sacramento  in  connection  with  water.    One  with  Mr.  Don  Cleary

and  Senator  Thompson  in  connection  with  water  problems  in  the  San  Jose  area,  and 
the  other  with  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Water  Resources  and  representatives 
of  the  Alameda  County  Water  District.    A  copy  of  the  memorandum  of  the  meetings 
is  attached. 

Congressional  Action  Relative  to  Water 

Congressman  Clair  Engle  has  introduced  Bill  H.R.  4649  in  the  House  of 
Representatives,  85th  Congress,  First  Session,  authorizing  a  series  of  hydro- 
electric projects  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  designated  as  the 
:;New  Melones  Unit  of  the  Central  Valley  Project".    The  bill  has  been  reviewed  by 
this  department  relative  to  its  effect  on  the  City's  water  supply  and  a  report 
thereon  is  attached.

The  forecasts 
indicate,  however,  that  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  will  probably  fill  and  spill 
by  July  1. 
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Maintenance  of  Roads  and  Trails.  Yosemite  National  Park 

Supplemental  appropriation  authorized  by  P.U.C.  Resolution  No.  16,969 
in  the  amount  of  $95 » 113  covering  actual  and  estimated  costs  for  maintenance  of 
Raker  Act  roads  and  trails  in  Yosemite  National  Park  from  July  1,  19^1  to  June  30, 
1957 »  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  March  11,  1957 •    This  will  enable 
the  City  under  Court  judgment  to  reimburse  Yosemite  National  Park  for  the  work 
performed  by  Park  forces. 

Water  and  Power  Rates  (Wehe  Report) 

Negotiations  have  been  underway  with  Mr.  Roy  A.  Wehe,  Rate  Consultant, 
to  bring  up  to  date  Wehe  Report  No.  1,  and  to  amplify  and  extend  it  to  cover 
Water  Department  costs  and  rates  and  to  coordinate  therewith  and  bring  up  to  date 
the  Butler  Report  of  1950.    Supplemental  appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $18,000 
authorized  by  P.U.C.  Resolution  No.  16,993  to  provide  sufficient  funds  to  perform 
this  work  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  March  18,  1957 •    A  new  agree- 
ment with  Mr.  Wehe  is  being  drafted  for  the  Commission's  approval. 

Disaster  Plan 

The  Disaster  Control  Plan  covering  information  and  operating  procedures 
for  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  System  during  a  state  of  emergency  has  been 
revised  and  brought  up  to  date.    Copies  of  the  Manual  of  Procedure  have  been 
issued  to  supervisory  personnel  and  to  officials  and  agencies  concerned. 

The  California  National  Guard,  which  is  charged  with  the  initial  guard- 
ing of  critical  locations  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  during  a  state  of  emergency 
is  reviewing  and  revising  their  procedures  in  connection  with  this  assignment. 
Conferences  are  being  held  between  members  of  my  staff  and  commanding  officers. 
Any  changes  affecting  the  Disaster  Control  Plan  will  be  covered  by  supplements 
to  the  Manual  of  Procedure. 
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Operation 

All  operating  phases  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  were  normal  during 
the  past  month.

HH-284     New  Machine  and  Automotive  Shop  Building  and  Equipment  Storage 
Building,  Moccasin  (Final  Cost,  $144,803).    All  work  has  been 
completed  three  months  ahead  of  schedule. 
CANYON- CHERRY  POWER  DEVELOPMENT 
Engineering  Services 

The  contract  with  Sverdrup  and  Parcel,  Inc.,  approved  under  Public 
Utilities  Commission  Resolution  No.  16,884,  for  the  preparation  of  preliminary 
design  reports  and  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  Canyon  and 
Cherry  Power  Plants  and  the  appurtenant  tunnels  and  transmission  lines  was 
certified  by  the  Controller  on  February  28,  1957. 

Conferences  were  held  with  Sverdrup  and  Parcel  on  February  28  and 
March  5  to  discuss  the  design  of  the  Canyon  to  Moccasin  Transmission  Line  and  the 
related  switchyards.    Agreement  was  reached  on  the  general  features  of  these  and 
considerable  information  and  data  have  been  transmitted  to  Sverdrup  and  Parcel 
for  their  use. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  the  Board  of  Engineering  Consultants  on 
February  18,  at  which  time  it  was  requested  that  the  Board  review  the  advisability 
of  paving  the  invert  of  the  proposed  unlined  Cherry  and  Canyon  Power  Tunnels. 
Studies  by  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau 

The  staff  of  the  Bureau  are  working  on  the  following: 
1.      Flood  flows  and  channel  improvement  at  Cherry  Powerhouses 

It  has  been  developed  that  channel  improvement  for  flood  flows  is 
worth  while  since  it  will  allow  the  development  of  additional  head 
at  the  power  plant.    Each  foot  of  additional  head  will  produce  an 
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annual  income  of  approximately  $1,500.  Studies  to  date  indicate 
that  probably  5  feet  of  additional  head  can  be  developed  at  this 
site. 

2.      Transmission  Line,  Canyon  to  Moccasin:    A  tentative  route  has  been 
selected  for  this  line.    Sverdrup  and  Parcel  are  proceeding  with 
the  detail  design  following  the  selected  route. 

3«      Cherry  Power  Tunnel: 

Based  on  results  of  the  core  drilling  performed  to  date  a  tenta- 
tive realignment  of  this  tunnel  has  been  laid  out.    This  change 
in  alignment  will  shorten  the  tunnel  by  about  1,000  feet. 

4.  Canyon  Power  Plant: 

A  study  is  underway  to  determine  if  greater  generating  capacity 
should  be  provided  at  this  plant  to  develop  available  seasonal 
power . 

5.  Generators  and  Turbines,  Cherry  Power  Plant: 

Specifications  for  the  purchase  of  the  generators  have  been  prepared 
and  are  being  reviewed.    Specifications  for  the  turbines  are  being 
prepared • 

6.  Rights  of  Way: 

Negotiations  are  presently  under  way  with  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  for  the  revision  of  existing  City  rights  of  way  over 
public  lands  necessary  for  the  Canyon  Power  Project  and  the  Canyon- 
Moccasin  Transmission  Line.    Negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of 
rights  of  way  over  private  lands  have  also  been  started. 

Core  Drilling.  Cherry  Power  Tunnel 

Under  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  288,  Core  Drilling  for  Cherry  Power 
Tunnel  (Bid  Price,  $25, 460) ,  seven  holes  of  the  15  originally  proposed  have 


been  drilled,  with  the  work  ^5$  complete.    Four  holes  drilled  by  the  Contractor 
at  the  upper  end  of  the  tunnel  confirm  the  results  of  the  seismic  exploration 
performed  last  October  in  that  bedrock  at  this  location  is  closer  to  the  surface 
than  indicated  by  surface  conditions.    This  will  allow  a  change  in  tunnel  align- 
ment with  a  consequent  reduction  in  length. 

Field  Operations 

Field  crews  have  performed  the  following: 

1.  Completed  a  detailed  topographic  survey  at  the  proposed  Cherry 
Powerhouse  site. 

2.  Obtained  cross-sections  of  the  Cherry  River  up  and  downstream  from 
the  powerhouse  site. 

3.  Located  and  cross-sectioned  the  access  road  to  the  Cherry  Powerhouse 
site. 

^.      Staked  out  preliminary  location  for  the  Cherry  penstock. 
5«      Located  and  cross-sectioned  proposed  access  road  to  the  Cherry 
Portal  of  the  Eleanor -Cherry  Tunnel. 

Cherry  Valley  Dam 

In  order  that  a  Certificate  of  Approval  may  be  obtained  from  the  State 
of  California  for  the  recently  completed  Cherry  Valley  Dam,  "as- constructed" 
drawings  and  a  statement  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  dam  and  outlet  works  are  being 
prepared.    Upon  completion,  these  will  be  submitted  to  the  State  Department  of 
Water  Resources  for  final  approval. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AMD  CONSTRUCTION 
Current  Construction 

Because  of  inclement  weather  and  delay  in  delivery  of  steel  water  pipe, 
no  work  has  been  done  by  the  contractor  during  the  past  several  weeks  on  the 


additional  extensions  to  the  aircraft  parking  aprons  north  and  south  of  the 
Terminal  Building,    As  soon  as  conditions  permit  the  placing  of  the  rock  base 
and  asphalt  pavement  will  commence. 

Airport  Contract  No.  198  at  a  final  cost  of  $13,69*+  for  minor  improve- 
ments at  the  Terminal  Building  has  been  completed. 

Bids  were  received  on  February  1^,  1957,  for  Airport  Contract  No.  205, 
covering  removal  of  a  deteriorated  timber  bridge  along  the  North  Access  Road,  and 
its  replacement  with  culverts  and  earth  fill.    On  February  26,  under  P.U.C. 
Resolution  No.  17051,  this  contract  was  awarded  to  Associated  Pipeline,  Inc., 
in  the  amount  of  $9,^00,  and  the  contract  was  certified  on  March  15,  1957* 

Warm-up  Pads  and  Taxiwavs 

Plans  and  specifications  previously  reported  completed,  for  construction 
of  aircraft  warm-up  pads  and  taxiways  and  reconstruction  of  taxiways,  have  been 
submitted  to  and  are  now  under  review  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration. 
When  approved,  a  grant  offer  will  be  forthcoming  for  approximately  half  the 
estimated  cost  ($622,000)  of  the  work. 

"Peace*1  Statue 

Final  submission  to  the  Art  Commission  for  their  approval  of  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  erection  of  the  statue  "Peace",  will  be  made  this  week. 
The  San  Francisco  Chronicle  has  submitted  for  consideration  a  proposed  inscrip- 
tion to  be  cut  in  the  base  of  the  statue.

Alterations  to  First  Floor  of  Terminal  Building 

Supplemental  appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $22,000  authorized  under 
Resolution  No.  16,993  for  alterations  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Terminal  Build- 
ing to  provide  additional  area  for  restaurant  use  was  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  March  11,  1957. 


1956  Airport  Bond  Program 

The  supplemental  appropriation  of  $1,608,000,  to  cover  1956  Bond  Fund 
construction  work  through  June  30,  1957,  authorized  under  Public  Utilities 
Commission  Resolution  No.  16,868,  was  amended  on  recommendation  of  the  Finance 
Committee  by  deleting  $10,000  for  protection  costs  and  insurance  premium  and  by- 
reducing  from  $50,000  to  $30,000  the  amount  requested  for  equipment  other  than 
construction.    The  appropriation,  as  amended,  of  $1,578,000  was  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  February  18,  1957 • 

On  February  19th,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  gave  its  tentative 
approval  of  a  revised  schedule  of  work  under  the  Bond  Program  which  included  a 
higher  priority  for  construction  of  the  first  half  of  Pier  E  and  its  connecting 
concourse  to  the  Terminal  Building.    Under  Resolution  No.  17,102  the  Commission 
has  approved  the  employment  of  the  architectural  firm  of  Loubet  and  Glynn  for 
this  work.    The  contract  to  be  drawn  will  require  submission  of  preliminary  plans 
within  30  days  for  approval  of  the  Commission.    During  the  thirty  day  period  it 
is  expected  that  the  conditions of  occupancy  by  the  American  Air  Lines  will  have 
been  resolved,  prior  to  the  authorization  of  the  project  for  construction. 

A  preliminary  conference  was  held  on  March  8,  1957  between  the  Airport 
management,  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  and  United  Airlines,  relative  to 
the  proposed  enlargement  of  Pier  B.    Subsequently,  Mr.  B.  B.  Williamson  was 
informed  that  this  office  had  no  firm  commitment  from  United  Air  Lines  with 
regard  to  their  requirements  or  desires  in  this  connection.    Mr.  Williamson 
expected  to  have  a  representative  here  from  Denver  on  March  21;  however,  this 
meeting  has  been  postponed  until  March  28. 

Plans  and  specifications  are  being  prepared  for  the  circulation  roads 
and  west  field  taxiways  and  advertising  for  bids  for  this  project  is  scheduled 
for  early  next  month. 
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Space  in  the  building  at  ^5  Hyde  St.  to  be  occupied  by  the  expanding 
Airport  Engineering  Division  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  is  being 
renovated  and  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  end  of  this  month,

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EFFECT  OF  BILL  NO.  H.R.4649,  CONGRESSMAN 


EN  OLE ,  ON  HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 


On  February  11,  1957  Congressmen  Clair  Engle  introduced  Bill  No. 
H.R.4649  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  85th  Congress,  First  Session.  The 
bill  authorizes  a  series  of  hydroelectric  projects  designated  as  the  "New 
Melones  unit  of  the  Central  Valley  Project".    The  following  is  quoted  in  part 
from  the  proposed  bill: 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,    That  the  New 
Melones  project,  California,  authorized  as  a  flood  control  pro- 
ject by  the  Act  of  December  22,  1944  (58  Stat.  887),  is  hereby 
reauthorized  as  a  multiple  purpose  project  and  is  an  addition 
to  and  an  integral  part  of  the  Central  Valley  project.    The  New 
Melones  unit  of  the  Central  Valley  project  herein  authorized 
shall  consist  of: 

(1)  The  New  Melones  Dam,  Reservoir,  and  powerplant,  to  be 
constructed  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  of  the  Department  of  the 
Army,  with  a  reservoir  capacity  of  one  million,  one  hundred 
thousand  acre-feet  and  a  powerplant  capacity  of  approximately 
sixty  thousand  kilowatts. 

(2)  Irrigation  works,  to  be  constructed  by  the  Bureau  of 
Reclamation  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  consisting  of 
(a)  such  works  as  are  necessary  for  the  disposal  of  water  made 
available  from  the  New  kelones  Reservoir,  (b)  the  enlarged  Lyons 
Dam  and  Reservoir,  having  a  capacity  of  sixty-three  thousand  acre- 
feet,  on  the  South  Fork  of  the  Stanislaus  River,  and  Browns  Meadow, 
Phoenix,  and  Stent  Reservoirs,  having  an  aggregate  capacity  oi  one 
hundred  thousand  acre-feet,  on  the  North  Fork  Tuolumne  River  and 
its  tributaries  for  serving  irrigation  needs  in  Tuolumne  County, 
and  (c)  the  Ramsey  Dam  and  Reservoir,  having  a  capacity  of  thirty- 
two  thousand  acre-feet,  on  the  North  Fork  of  the  Stanislaus  River, 
and  a  conduit  therefrom  into  the  headwaters  of  the  Calaveras  River, 
for  serving     irrigation  needs  in  Calaveras  Counter. 

(3)  Electric  transmission  facilities,  also  to  be  constructed 
by  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation,  necessary  for  interconnection  with 
the  Central  Valley  project  power  system." 

The  following  existing  facilities  form  a  part  of  the  New  Kelones  unit 
in  the  proposed  bill: 

A.    Melones  Dam  -  completed  in  1927  at  a  cost  of  ^2,200,000  is 

owned  by  the  Oakdale  and  South  San  Joaquin  Irrigation  Districts. 
Power  is  delivered  to  the  P.G.&  E.  under  a  power  generation 
agreement . 


3.    Lyons  Dam  and  Reservoir  (capacity  5500  acre  feet)  is  owned  by 
P.G.&  E. 


C,     Phoenix  Power  House  (capacity  2000  KM)  served  by  Lyons  Reservoir,  is 
owned  by  P.G.&  E. 

The  projects  to  be  constructed  on  the  tributaries  of  the  Tuolumne  River 
enumerated  in  Item  (b)  of  paragraph  (2)  in  the  above  quotation  from  the  proposed 
bill  are  shown  on  sketch  map  attached  hereto. 

The  bill  provides  for  the  construction  of  the  New  He  lone  s  Dam,  Pteservoir 
and  power  plant  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  and  for  the  transfer  of  same  to  the 
Bureau  of  Reclamation  for  operation  and  maintenance  together  with  the  other  features 
of  the  Hew  Melones  unit  mentioned  in  the  bill.      The  bill  provides  that  the  New 
Melones  unit  shall  be  integrated  with  the  Central  Valley  Project.      The  bill  also 
provides  that  the  Mew  Melones  reservoir  shall  be  operated  for  flood  control  in 
accordance  with  criteria  established  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Army  as  provided  for 
in  the  Congressional  Act  of  December  22,  1914;. 

The  proposed  bill  provides  for  the  construction  of  three  reservoirs  on 
tributaries  of  the  Tuolumne  River  namely:    Brown's  Meadow,  Phoenix  and  Stent 
reservoirs  having  an  aggregate  capacity  of  100,000  acre  feet.     Releases  from 
BrownTs  Meadow  Reservoir  amounting  to  110  second  feet  would  be  conveyed  by  aqueduct 
to  Lyons  Reservoir  in  the  Stanislaus  River  Basin.      Lyons  Reservoir  would  thus 
receive  and  reregulate  waters  of  the  Tuolumne  River  Basin  together  with  regulated 
water  of  its  own  watershed  released  upstream  from  Big  Dam.      The  combined  flows 
would  be  discharged  from  Lyons  Reservoir  into  the  existing  Tuolumne  Canal  for  con- 
veyance to  the  Phoenix  Power  Plant  which  would  be  located  on  the  flow  line  on  the 
enlarged  Phoenix  Reservoir.      Irrigable  lands  in  this  general  vicinity  would  re- 
ceive water  from  the  Tuolumne  Canal  and  from  existing  canals  from  Phoenix  Reservoir. 

Under  the  provisions  of    the  Raker  Act,  the  City  shall  release  out  of 
the  natural  daily  flow  of  the  Tuolumne  River  for  the  benefit  of  the  Modesto  and 
Turlock  Irrigation  Districts,  as  much  water  as  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  a  flow 
at  La  Grange  Dam  of  2,350  second  feet  with  the  exception  of  the  period  of  60  days 
immediately  following  and  including  April  l.ybh  of  each  year  during  which  period  the 
minimum  flow  shall  be  it, 000  second  feet.      If  the  diversion  works  proposed  by  Bill 
H.R.  U6I4.9  are  constructed  on  the  tributaries  of  the  Tuolumne  River,  the  flow  of 
the  river  will  be  diminished  to  the  extent    of  said  diversions  and  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  may  be  compelled  to  release  a  greater  portion  of  the  water 
from  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed  to  make  up  the  foregoing  minimum  flows  to  the 
Irrigation  Districts,      Bill  No.  HJl.  h6h?  should  be  amended  to  protect  the  City's 
water  supply  against  such  interference. 

All  of  the  necessary  water  rights  for  the  New  Melones  unit  of  the  Central 
Valley  Project  described  in  the  bill  have  not  yet  been  acquired  from  the  State 
Water  Rights  Board,      This  means  that  under  statutes  now  being  enacted  by  the  State 
Legislature,  water  users  in  Tuolumne  and  Calaveras  Counties  will  be  given  prior 
rights  to  a  portion  of  the  waters  used  by  the  proposed  New  Melones  unit  of  the 
Central  Valley  Project. 

The  proposed  bill  seems  to  be  a  plan  to  secure  Federal  funds  for  the  con- 
struction of  power  projects  which  will  provide  revenue  for  the  development  of  water 
supplies  in  the  counties  and  areas  of  origin.

MEETINGS  IN  SACRAMENTO  ON  CALIFORNIA  WATiffi  PLAN 
Bay  Area  Distribution 


On  March  12,  1957,  Messrs.  H.  E.  Lloyd,  C-.  D.  Burr  and  C.  W.  Pracy  on 
instructions  from  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  went  to  Sacramento  for  a  meeting  be- 
tween the  Department  of  Water  Resources,  State  of  California,  representatives  of 
the  Alameda  County  Water  District,  and  ourselves. 

On  arrival  in  Sacramento  the  San  Francisco  group  called  at  the  office 
of  Don  Cleary  to  advise  him  of  our  program.    It  developed  that  Mr.  Cleary  was 
awaiting  an  appointment  with  Senator  Thompson  of  Santa  Clara  County  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discussing  the  water  problems  in  the  San  Jose  area.    Mr.  Cleary  suggeste 
that  the  group  remain  and  have  lunch  with  the  Senator  and  Mr.  Cleary' s  staff, 
which  we  did. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  Senator  is  interested  in  acquiring  supplementc 
water  for  the  San  Jose  area  including  the  city  itself,  and  in  fact,  all  customer 
of  the  California  Water  Service.    The  extensive  conversation  was  finally  directs 
to  a  thought  that  Senator  Thompson  had  which  resolved  itself  into  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  City's  position  with  regard  to  the  "Gubser"  bill,  introduced  into 
Congress  last  year  by  Congressman  Gubser.    This  bill  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Maker  Act  to  permit  the  sale  of  Hetch  Hetchy  water  to  the  private  corporation 
for  distribution  within  San  Jose. 

I  pointed  out  bo  the  Senator  that  Mr.  Gubser1 s  bill  was  killed  by 
Congressman  Engle  and  would  in  all  probability  be  opposed  by  the  Congressman 
age in.    I  told  him  specifically  that  the  City  of  San  Francisco  would  h< ve  no  part 
of  a  bill  which  sought  to  amend  the  Raker  Act  with  regard  to  water  unless  the 
power  phase  of  the  bill  were  treated  on  the  same  basis.    I  further  tola  him  that 
any  action  in  this  regard  would  have  to  be  initiated  within  the  are^s  wherein 
people  are  suffering  by  reason  of  a  Federal  prohibition  which  keeps  them  from 
acquiring  a  very  real  need  for  supplemental  water  supply,  and  suggested  that  if 
fiere  was  any  serious  thought  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  nr.  Gubser' s  Con- 
gressional District  to  proceed  with  such  a  bill  he  would  be  well  advised  to  confe 
v»ith  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Franciaco  before  proceeding  furthei 
with  the  idea.    The  Senator  and  Mr.  Cleary  felt  that  such  a  meeting  could  be 
arranged  and  the  matter  is  in  their  hands. 

At  2  P. Mi.  we  met  with  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Water  Re-  - 
sources  including  Director  H.O.  Banks  and  his  Chief  Assistant  .  r.  M.  J.  Shelton. 
The  i-ilameda  County  Water  District  was  represented  by  Mr.  Matt  Whitfield,  jmiginee: 
and  Manager  of  the  District,  their  attorney  Mr.  Morris  Hymen  and  Mr.  Sidney  T. 
Harding,,  a  consultant  recently  retained  by  the  District  with  regard  to  their  watt 
problems.    Mr,  Harding  is  a  very  capable  consultant  with  a  broad  field  of  exper- 
ience in  water  problems  throughout  the  State  of  California  and  the  City  should 
take  cognisance  of  this  fact. 

The  meeting  lasted  for  ap proximately  2-1/2  hours  with  the  discussion 
directed  principally  to  v/hether  the  Alameda  Water  District  was  to  seek  its  future 
water  supply  from  the  State  of  California  or  from  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  It

was  evident  that  the  Water  District  is  shopping  for  cheaper  water  and  is  attempt- 
ing to  play  the  State  against  the  City  in  this  regard. 

I  told  the  group  that  as  far  as  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
was  concerned,  that  while  we  would  be  very  happy  to  continue  to  supply  the  urban 
water  requirements  of  the  District  in  the  future  as  we  have  in  the  past,  the  City 
cannot,  and  was  not,  interested  in  making  committments  to  the  District  for  supply- 
ing agricultural  water,  either  now  or  in  the  future.    I  stated  that  the  District 
must  make  up  its  mind  first,  as  to  whether  or  not  it  wants  to  do  business  with 
the  City,  and  secondly/",  if  it  did,  it  must  be  prepared  to  pay  the  rates  and  charge 
for  water  to  be  supplied  under  schedules  determined  and  approved  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Water  District  was  informed  by  the  Strte  that  the  District  would  be 
required  to  make  a  similar  committment  to  the  State  if  they  expected  the  State  to 
provide  capacities  in  the  proposed  South  Bay  Aqueduct  to  provide  for  the  District' 
possible  future  needs,  and  further,  that  they  would  be  expected  prior  to  construc- 
tion of  such  an  Aqueduct  to  enter  into  a  firm  contract  with  the  State  for  the 
purchase  of  water  at  prices  to  be  established. 

The  meeting  terminated  with  the  understanding  that  the  District  through 
Mr.  Harding,  consultant,  would  within  thirty  days  submit  to  the  State  of  Calif- 
ornia the  anticipated  water  needs  of  the  district  both  present  and  ultimate, 
broken  down  into  agricultural  and  urban  water  uses.

new  Powell-Hyde  lines  started  operation  under  the  Cable  Car 
Rehabilitation  Plan,  April  1,  1957;  the  Railway  is  bringing 
pressure  to  bear  on  trucks  parking  in  bus  zones;  signs  out- 
I  Sling  route  of  the  Shopper  Shuttle  have  been  prepared  and 
are  being  distributed  through  out  the  downtown  area. 

The  Commission  was  advised  that  the  Director  of  Property  re- 
ceived no  bids  for  the  sale  of  property  at  Hyde  and  California 
Streets;  Commissioner  Fazackerley  will  confer  with  the  Con- 
troller in  the  matter  of  financing  construction  wort,  the 
cost  of  which,  in  part  was  to  come  from  the  sale  of  the 
property. 
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The  Commission  noted  the  contents  of  a  letter  from  American 
Airlines,  dated  April  2,  1957,    in  which  the  Company  desires 
to  lease  approximately  11,150  sq.  ft,,  in  Concourse  ,!E"  to 
be  constructed  at  the  Airport  and  to  surrender  its  use  in 
Concourse  "D" . 

H,  E.  Lloyd  reviewed  the  esculating  clause  to  be  incorporated 
in  Contract  No*  289-Furnishing  and  Installing  Generators 
for  the  Cherry  Power  Plant;  under  this  clause,  to  safeguard 
the  interests  of  the  City  against  the  Contractor's  long  term 
of  construction  with  anticipated  additional  costs  of  labor 
and  materials,  reflected  in  a  firm  bid,  the  City  will  absorb 
up  to  2%  of  the  original  bid,  it  being  possible  that  the 
additonal  costs  may  not  be  fully  realized  during  the  con- 
struction period  and  result  in  a  reduction  of  the  contract 
price.

of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  (Clay  Bernard  of  Western 
Airlines  stated  that  he  was  in  the  market  for  purchase  of 
surplus  cable  cars,  but  was  advised  that  none  are  available). 

Mr,  J,  H.  Turner,  Acting  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Water  Department  reported  on  the  activities  of  the 
department;  progress  was  reported  on  the  measures  undertaken 
to  carry  through  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  Ernst  and 
Ernst  Report;  25,312  bills  were  collected  by  merchants  in 
March,  1957/  against  29,535  collected  by  the  banks  in  March, 
-•956;  greater  collections  by  merchants  will  result  as  the 
program  of  collections  is  extended;  progress  was  reported  in 
the  development,  through  leases,  of  the  maximum  use  of  real 
property;  capital  improvements,  through  contemplated  con- 
struction work  was  noted. 

President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.  stated  that  the  Commission  was 
impressed  by  the  accomplishments  of  Mr.  Turner,  since 
assuming  the  position  of  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer9 

Federal  Aid-San  Francisco  International  Airport:  Recently 
the  Federal  Government  allocated  funds  for  construction  work 
at  the  Airport,  but  in  a  lesser  amount  than  that  applied  for, 
Mr0  Belford  Brown,  Manager  of  the  Airport  reported  to  the 
Commission  that  the  Government  approved  funds  were  based  on 
a  technical  point,  and  that  Airport  Management  was  prepared 
to  re-submit  a  Project  Application  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
administration  for  additional  funds.    When  the  application  is 
finalized,  Mr.  Brown  urged  that  City  Officials  and  Con- 
gressional Representatives  be  advised  and  that  steps  be  taken 
to  work  more  closely  with  Federal  Authorities,  to  the  end  that 
San  Francisco's  position  be  enhanced. 


The  Commission  on  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager 
of  the  Municipal  Railway,  a  recommendation  concurred  in  by 
other  City  Departments,  denied  the  request  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Downtown-Market  Street  Improvement  Association  to  re- 
locate the  crossover  for  the  California  Street  cable  cars 
west  of  Drumm  Street;  denial  was  based  on  the  premises,  that 
the  suggested  change  would  create  a  serious  traffic  obstacle.

Since  the  retirement  of  George  W.  Pracy  it  has  been 
my  pleasure  to  assume  the  active  management  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department.      The  task  to  date  has  been  pleasant  as  I  have 
found  all  employees  most  cooperative  and  helpful. 

At  the  management  level  I  wish  to  mention  briefly  the 
progress  that  has  been  made  in  following  the  suggestion  contained 
in  the  Ernst  and  Ernst  report. 

1.  Detailed  organization  charts  are  being  prepared 
by  each  of  the  divisions  of  the  department. 

2.  An  appropriation  has  been  requested  for  a  job 
analysis  survey. 

3.  A  preliminary  disaster  plan  has  been  issued  and 
refinements  are  now  being  studied. 

4.  Funds  for  improved  radio  communication  were  in- 
eluded  in  the  budget. 

5.  Analysis  of  the  Ernst  and  Ernst  report  is  being  made 
by  each  division  head. 

6.  A  system  of  control  of  forms  and  reports  has  been 
put  into  effect. 

7»        Preventive  maintenance  procedures  are  under  study 
by  the  staffs. 

Improved  and  standardized  property  signs  are  under 

study. 

These  and  similar  items  have  been  the  subject  of 
staff  conferences  and  are  reported  in  the  minutes  of  these 
conferences. 

Water  Sales;  During  the  past  two  weeks  there  has 
been  a  satisfactory  increase  in  wrter  sales.      The  low  consumption 
in  winter  months  each  year  is  a  seasonal  drop  which  is  followed 
by  an  increase  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  25*312  bills  were 
collected  by  the  stores  in  March,  1957,  against  29,535  collected 
by  the  banks  in  iiarch,  1956.    This  apparent  reduction  will  be 
eliminated  as  more  stores  are  used  for  this  purpose. 
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Millbrae  Planning  Studies;  are  well  advanced « 
However,  the  date  of  April  29,  1957  mentioned  as  the  date 
for  submission  to  you  will  not  be  met  by  the  Committee*  An 
additional  30  days  will  be  required  due  to  the  volume  of  work  on  the 
committee  members*  desks,  particularly  top  management  of  the 
water  department* 

Land  Leases;  Substantial  progress  is  evident  in  the 
program  of  making  the  maximum  use  of  real  property*    You  have 
approved  today  the  award  of  the  Bonita  Park  and  Pleasanton  Trailer 
Court  leases a      Bids  are  being  received  on  the  Jackson  and  Perkins 
property  for  truck  framing  and  another  lease  has  been  negotiated 
for  a  60-acre  strwaberry  farm.      These  four  leases  alone  will  increase 
present  annual  rental  by  from  about  $25,000. 

Capital  Improvements:  Four  major  engineering  con* 
struction  jobs  are  in  progress  as  are  3  smaller  contracts.  Plans 
are  in  preparation  for  the  concrete  lining  and  roofing  of  the 
south  basin  of  the  Sunset  reservoir. 

Tithin  the  City  there  are  four  contracts  for  pipe 
lines  in  progress,  3  pending  certification  and  5  ready  for  adver- 
tising for  bids, 

I  wish  to  commend  the  crews  who  made  the  repairs 
at  the  Haight  Street  break  on  last  Tuesday,      They  returned  the 
street  to  traffic  use  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  breaking 
of  a  12-inch  main.

Airport  Manager's  Report  to  P.U.C.  April  23,  1957: 

1.  RATES  AND  CHARGES  NEGOTIATIONS: 
Conferences  with  the  airline  operators  on  revision  of  runway  use  charges 
have  been  resumed.     This  morning  the  airline  representatives  brought  back 
proposals  from  their  management  whi-ch  are-be^ng-  studied-;

theij^figoposals  intelligfciuLly ,  we  wiH  report--to-you  further . 

2.  PAN  AMERICAN  LEASE: 

As  you  are  aware,  there  were  months  of  negotiations  last  year  with  Pan 
American  World  Airways  concerning  leasing  of  certain  Airport  property  for 
a  new  maintenance  base.     This  area  pertains  to  Plot  1,  just  south  and  west  of 
the  Terminal  Building  and  covers  approximately  39  acres.    We  have  indicated 
to  Pan  American's  attorneys  that  we  will  be  available  for  renegotiation 
discussions  within  the  next  week  or  ten  days,  and  as  this  matter  progresses, 
will  keep  you  informed. 

3.  APPLICATION  TO  CAA  FOR  FEDERAL  AID: 

On  April  18th,  with  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Lloyd  and  the  Engineering  Bureau, 
we  submitted  an  application  for  Federal  Aid  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administra- 
tion.    The  application  project  covered  the  proposed  construction  program  for 
1957/58  and  amounted  to  $7,023,000.     Included  in  the  application  were  those 
projects  disallowed  in  our  August  22,  1956  application.     Contacts  with  CAA 
authorities  at  the  local,  regional,  and  federal  levels  have  been  accomplished, 
and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  apprise  them  of  our  expansion  plans  and 
urgent  need  for  federal  funds.    While  it  is  known  that  most  monies  have 
already  been  allocated  to  communities  over  the  state,  we  feel  that  the  CAA 
officials  will  review  our  request  and  attempt  to  help  us  work  out  our  problems. 
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CAA  TOWER  EXPANSION  REQUEST: 

We  have  received  a  request  from  the  CAA  concerning  additional  space  and 
expansion  of  our  Control  Tower.     Increased  traffic  and  control  activity 
has  been  such  that  the  radar  equipment  and  visual  control  accommodations  are 
wholly  inadequate.      CAA  officials  who  control  the  Airport  traffic  have  presented 
needs  which  double  present  capacity.     The  revenue  obtained  from  the  Government 


for  this  space  is  nominal,  and  the  capital  outlay  oAa^Wp^'OiQ  %o  complete  this 
expansion  will  not/ybring  our  average  return.     In  the  interest  of  continued  expan-

UNITED  AIR  LINES  LEASE  FOR  32  ACRES : 

Last  week  U.A. L.  contacted  your  Manager  and  requested  an  additional  32  acres  of 
Airport  land  for  their  expansion  program.     The  acreage  consists  of  3  parcels: 
(1)  a  strip  of  land  in  Plot  5,  adjacent  to  their  leased  property  in  Plot  4  on 
which  their  new  maintenance  base  is  now  under  construction;   (2)  acreage  directly 
back  of  the  golf  driving  range  and  across  the  road  from  their  major  maintenance 
base,  to  be  filled,  paved,  and  used  as  an  employees  parking  lot;  and  (3)  the 
strip  of  land  at  the  extreme  north  end  of  the  Airport  property  next  to  their 
base;  this  parcel  will  be  used  for  additional  buildings.

8.  RATE  INCREASE  ON  PARKING  LOT: 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved  new  parking  rates  at  the  Airport,  in 
Lot  1.    The  effective  date  of  such  increase  has  been  requested  as     /tyy  ^  ,4f$J 
This  allows  approximately  two  weeks'  notice  to  be  given  the  public  in  the 
form  of  hand  bills;  and  signs  and  letters  to  tenants.    Full  press  coverage 
for  rate  change  has  baan  sent  to  all  media.     It  might  be  well  to  advise 
you  at  this  point  that  a  matter  of  conflict  concerning  the  Barrett  lease  has 
arisen.    It  has  to  do  with  whether  Lot  2  in  its  present  state  is  constituted 
as  "paved",  ax  "eugfaeed*'.     The  attorneys  are  reviewing  the  lease,  and  you  will 
be  informed  of  the  points  of  conflict  when  they  are  determined. 

9.  INTERSTATE  CO.  EXPANSION: 

The  Interstate  Company  is  moving  ahead  on  their  expansion  program.  Their 
first  floor  plans  call  for  extension  of  their  cocktail  lounge,  a  new  restaurant 
adjoining  the  liar  to  supplement  the  food  services  on  the  traffic  floor,  and  a 
snack  bar  similar  in  size  to  their  present  snack  bar.    Construction  of  their 
project  should  commence  some  time  in  June.    With  the  opening  of  these  new  units, 
estimates  indicate  additional  rental  of  forty  to  fifty  thousand  dollars  annually. 
Last  year  the  Interstate  Co.  paid  an  accrued  rental  of  $306,000,  nearly  three 
times  their  basic  guarantee. 

10.  INTERSTATE  REQUEST  FOR  COMMISSARY  BUILDING: 

One  of  Interstate' s  requests  to  the  City  concerns  the  erection  of  a  "Commissary 
Building"  for  the  preparation  of  in-flight  meals.     They  estimate  an  annual 
revenue  to  the  City  of  approximately  $40,000.    You  have  already  taken  action  in 
your  Resolution  #17,140  dated  March  26,  1957,  requesting  the  Mayor  to  recommend 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  supplemental  appropriation  of  Airport  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $100,000  to  provide  such  a  construction. 

11.  STATUS  OF  UAL  MAINTENANCE  BASE: 

progress  on  the  UAL  base  continues.     This  construction  covers  the  40  acres 
of  Plot  4  directly  west  of  the  parking  lots.     The  piling  is  about  to  be 


completed  and  work  on  the  buildings  themselves  begin  about  May  1,  1957. 
Completion  date  of  Sept.  1958      is  anticipated. 

12.  STATUS  OF  TWA  MAINTENANCE  BASE: 

TWA  construction  has  begun  and  piles  are  being  driven,  and  ground  preparation 
is  well  along.    Completion  date  of    December,  1957       is  anticipated.     This  area 
covers  approximately  16  acres  of  Plot  3,  south  and  west  of  the  terminal  area. 

13.  NEW  AIRLINE  BUSINESS: 

It  has  been  indicated  that  Philippine  Airlines  may  resume  service  to  the 

West  Coast;  and  we  continue  our  work  in  conjunction  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 

to  have  such  service  reinstated  at  SFIA. 

We  are  having  a  delegation  from  Geneva,  Switzerland  on  May  10-12  to  study 
the  facilities  at  SFIA  for  Swissair. 

Officials  of  KLM  will  be  in  San  Francisco  April  25,  and  Airport  Management, 
Mr.  Miller,  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Mr.  Needles  of  the 
City  Attorney's  office  will  meet  with  them  at  luncheon  on  that  date. 

14.  STATISTICS: 

Complete  comparative  traffic  reports  for  March,  1957  are  not  yet  fully  prepared. 
However,  passengers  in  and  out  for  March,  1956  totaled  262,091,  as  compared 
with  295,063  for  March,  1957,  for  a  gain  of  12. 6%, two  it  last  y&a». 
Freight  pounds  for  March,  1956  totaled  5,408,654,  as  compared  with  6,270,035 
in  March,  1957,  for  a  gain  of  15.9%. 

Actual  revenues  for  this  fiscal  year  through  March,  1957  amounted  to  $2,448,402 
as  compared  with  an  estimated  revenue  of  $2,324,667.     Expenses  to  March  31,  1957 
(9/12  of  budgeted  appropriations)  were  $1,461,140  as  against  an  actual  and 
estimated  expenditure  of  $1,415,257.    The  Airport  continues  to  operate  within 
its  budget. 

The  staff  is  administering  220  separate  leases  and  permits  on  the  Airport 
property,  and  19  more  are  in  the  process  of  being  executed. 
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15.  STAFF: 

a)  Mr.  Harold  Messersmith,  with  Mr.  Needles  of  the  City  Attorney's  office, 
appeared  last  week  in  Seattle  to  testify  before  the  CAB  Examiner  in 
connection  with  the  Pacific  Northwest  Service  Case.    ,He  Hs  preparing 

to  testify  also  at  the  Dallas  hearings. 

b)  A  few  basic  changes  are  being  studied  at  the  Administration  level;

MEMORANDUM 


Re:     THE  PACIFIC  NORTHWEST  LOCAL  SERVICE  CASE 


This  proceeding  opened  in  Seattle,  Washington  on  April  10,  1957, 
with  sixty  civic  groups  listed  on  the  ORDER  OF  APPEARANCE.  The 
hearings  were  held  in  Seattle !s  new  Federal  Courts  Building  before 
CAB  Examiner  Walter  Bryan. 

Two  applications  to  serve  local  communities  and  to  make  connections 
with  major  airports  were  under  consideration.    The  applicants  were 
Southwest  Airways  Co.  wishing  to  extend  its  present  route  to  Portland, 
Boise  and  Salt  Lake  City;  and  West  Coast  Airways  desiring  to  extend 
its  service  from  Portland  and  Boise  to  San  Francisco  and  add  Salt 
Lake  City/San  Francisco  to  its  present  route  structure. 

Most  of  the  extreme  northern  cities  favored  West  Coast  Airways  as  the 
carrier  to  be  selected,  while  the  majority  of  Oregon  and  California 
communities  preferred  Southwest  as  a  carrier.    My  impression  was  that 
Southwest  seemed  to  have  the  greatest  number  and  the  more  influential 
communities  favoring  its  application. 

One  interesting  bit  of  testimony  was  San  Francisco1 s  position  as  an 
international  gateway  and  the  connecting  trunk  line  service  afforded 
smaller  communities  from  our  Airport.    These  communities,  with 
passengers  desirous  of  traveling  to  Honolulu,  South  America, 
New  York,  etc.,  seemed  to  desire  obtaining  good  connecting  service 
at  San  Francisco. 

Two  of  the  major  features  of  the  case  appear  to  be:     (a)  United 
Air  Lines  suspension  of  service  to  Bend/Redmond,  Klamath  Falls, 
Elko  and  Ely;  and  CAB's  investigation  of  suspension  of  service  to 
Salem,  Oregon.     Also,  in  the  service  from  Klamath  Falls  to  Redding, 
Reno  and  Winnemucca,  and  service  from  Salem  to  Crescent  City  and 
Bend/Redmond,     (b)    Better  service  in  the  future  for  the  various 
communities  to  the  major  air  hubs — such  as  San  Francisco,  Portland, 
Seattle,  Boise  and  Salt  Lake  City. 

Regarding  San  Francisco *s  testimony,  I  wish  to  commend  Mr.  Messer- 
smith  and  Charles  Miller  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  their  aid 
and  assistance  in  presenting  our  Statement  and  Exhibits.    Mr.  Messer- 
smith's  testimony  was  confined  to  our  first  eleven  exhibits.  These 
pertained  strictly  to  traffic  between  the  various  cities  involved 
on  the  proposed  routes  of  the  two  applicants,  connecting  with  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport.     He  outlined  the  great  invest- 
ment San  Francisco  has  made  in  aviation  and  detailed  the  future 
program  of  expansion  of  our  Airport  facilities  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  Jet  Age. 


Mr.  Miller  sponsored  Exhibits  12  through  19  inclusive,  pertain- 
ing to  the  community  of  interest  features  of  the  case. 

I  might  add  that  after  direct  examination  and  explanation  of 
San  Francisco's  exhibits  by  Mr.  Messersmith  and  Mr.  Miller 
counsel  for  the  applicants  and  intervenor  carriers  did  not 
indulge  in  cross-examination.     San  Francisco's  Statement  and 
Exhibits  were  admitted  in  evidence  as  part  of  the  record  of 
the  proceeding  and  went  in  unchallenged. 

San  Francisco's  testimony  strictly  adhered  to  the  policy  of 
this  Commission.    We  did  not  sponsor  either  carrier  but  pointed 
out  to  the  Examiner  we  favored  local  feeder  service  and  its 
expansion  Jfras  warranted  by  the  needs  of  the  communities  involved. 

It  appeared  that  all  the  civic  testimony  would  be  concluded  by 
April  19th.    The  hearing  then  would  continue  in  Washington,  D.C. 
where  the  carrier  applicants  and  intervenors  will  testify. 
Thereafter,  written  briefs  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Examiner, 
followed  by  exceptions  to  his  recommendations,  briefs  and 
oral  argument  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.

Water  j^gislation 

Analysis  of  all  bills  pertaining  to  water  legislation  has  been  completed 
and  the  Department's  representative  at  Sacramento  has  been  returned  to  San 
Francisco.     Suitable  arrangements  have  been  made  to  keep  this  office  informed  as 
to  Committee  hearings  on  those  matters  of  interest  to  the  Department 

The  three  principal  bills  concerning  which  opposition  was  recommended  by 
the  City's  Legislative  Committee  so  far  have  been  successfully  opposed.  These 
bills  are: 

AB  -  1700    concerning  sale  of  electric  power  from  existing  plants; 

AB  -  1701    concerning  sale  of  electric  power  from  future  plants; 

AB  -    39h    taxation  of  public  utilities  for  school  purposes. 
The  above  bills  may  be  considered  dormant  at  this  time. 
Western  Snow  Cjonf er ence 

Under  authority  of  Resolution  No.  17,5>17  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
the  Senior  Engineer  heading  the  department's  Water  Resources  Section  and  its  hydro- 
grapher  both  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Western  Snow  Conference  comprising 
the  western  states  and  Canada,  held  in  Santa  Barbara,  California,  April  17-19,  19^7. 
Snow  survey  procedures,  run-off  forecasting,  climatological  data  and  other  hydrologic 
subjects    were  included  in  the  convention  program. 

Use  of  helicopters  for  access  to  isolated  mountainous  areas  for  both 
snow  surveys  and  stream  gauging  procedures  was  fully  discussed.      It  appears  that 
this  application  has  considerable  merit,  evidence  being  introduced  that  work  which 
normally  consumes  a  ten-day  period  could  be  accomplished  in  about  one  day.

Operations 

On  March  20,  1957,  one  of  the  3^5,000  C.II.  hemp  core  copper  conductors  in 
the  nine-mile  section  at  the  westerly  end  of  the  City»s  Moccasin-Newark  transmission 
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line  parted  and  fell,  causing  some  damage  including  interruption  of  an  adjacent 
Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company  distribution  circuit.     The  break  was  repaired  and 
an  investigation  is  being  made  to  determine  if  a  replacement  program  should  be 
instituted  by  reason  of  progressive  fatigue  of  the  conductors  since  installation  in 
1925.     So  far  as  is  known  this  is  one  of  the  last  remaining  installations  in  the 
country  of  this  type  of  obsolete  copper  conductor,  selected  at  the  time  of  con- 
struction for  the  reason  that  this  section  of  the  line  was  exposed  to  coastal  fog.

At  a  meeting  held  April  2k,  1957  between  the  staff  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  representatives  of  the  Santa  Clara-Alameda-San  Benito  Water  Authority, 
the  matter  of  mutual  water  problems  was  discussed.      It  was  determined  that  both 
agencies  would  exchange  data  to  enable  the  continued  studies  of  the  possibility  of 
San  Francisco  supplying  urban  use  water  to  the  Authority »s  area.       It  was  agreed 
that  both  agencies  would  cooperate  in  the  advancement  of  a  water  plan  to  the  end 
that  the  area  of  the  Authority  might  be  served  with  the  most  feasible  and  most 
economical  sources  for  its  ultimate  needs,  and  that  conversations  will  continue  as 
the  studies  are  made.

On  March  22,  19^7,  engineers  of  the  Department  held  a  meeting  with  the 
Board  of  Consultants  at  which  time  the  following  were  discussed: 

1.  Proposed  Cherry  Powerhouse  generator  and  turbine  procurement  specifica- 
tions, including  provision  for  escalation  which  was  approved  by  the  Board. 

2.  Paved  invert  vs.  unpaved  invert  for  the  proposed  unlined  power  tunnels 
with  a  tentative  decision  to  call  for  alternate  bids  on  both  propositions 
subject  to  further  study. 

3.  A  review  of  costs  and  considerations  for  providing  sufficient  generating 
capacity  in  the  Canyon  Powerhouse  for  development  of  seasonal  power. 
The  Board  recommended  further  study. 

The  agreement  for  the  re-cmployment  of  Mr.  Elmer  F.  Maryatt  as  Consulting 
Electrical  Engineer  under  authority  of  Resolution  No.  17,139,  was  certified  by  the 
Controller  on  April  5,  1957. 

Several  conferences  have  been  held  with  Sverdrup  &  Parcel,  Inc.,  engineer- 
ing firm  employed  by  the  City  to  prepare  preliminary  design  reports  and  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  Canyon-Cherry  Power  Development.     The  preliminary  Cherry 
Powerhouse  layouts  developed  by  Sverdrup  and  Parcel  were  discussed. 

Field  trips  by  engineers  of  Sverdrup  and  Parcel  were  made  on  April  2-3, 
and  on  April  9-11,  to  loo!:  over  the  general  aspects  of  the  power  development.  Also, 
Mr.  Frank  A.  Nichols,  who  has  been  retained  by  the  firm  as  their  geologic  consultant 
has  made  one  field  trip.

During  this  report  period,  work  performed  on  the  Canyon-Cherry  Power 
Development  by  the  Engineering  Division  of  the  Department  includes  the  following: 

1.  Completed  an  economic  study  which  has  led  to  a  decision  to  design  the 
new  transmission  system  for  230,000  volts  in  lieu  of  161,000  indicated 
in  preliminary  studies.     This  will  result  in  an  estimated  saving  of 
approximately  #90,000  per  year  including  interest  on  investment,  amortiza- 
tion and  line  losses,  in  addition  to  greater  reliability  of  service  to 
two  of  the  City  is  large  power  customers,  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irriga- 
tion Districts. 

2.  Specifications  for  the  furnishing  and  installing  of  the  synchronous 
generators  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  have  been  completed  and  under  Resolu- 
tion No.  17,195  bids  have  been  advertised  and  will  be  opened  on  June  6, 
1957.      (Estimated  maximum  cost  including  escalation  -  $3,500,000.) 

3.  Specifications  for  the  procurement  of  the  hydraulic  turbines  for  the 
Cherry  Poxierhouse  are  being  reviewed.      The  Commission  will  be  informed 
on  the  details  of  this  purchase  prior  to  sending  requisition  with  speci- 
fications to  the  Purchasing  Department.

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 

1956  Airport  Bond  Program 

Contract  for  the  employment  of  the  architectural  firm  of  Loubet  & 
Glynn  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  Pier  E  and  its  connecting  con- 
course to  the  Terminal  Building  was  certified  by  the  Controller  on  April  5, 
1957.    Meetings  have  been  held  between  the  Architects,  American  Airlines  and 
the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  and  preliminary  drawings  for  this  structure 
are  scheduled  for  submission  to  the  Commission  for  approval  in  three  weeks. 

Weekly  conferences  have  been  held  with  Mr.  Robert  Horonjeff,  Airport 
Consultant,  on  various  phases  of  the  Airport  Development  Program.    Also,  sever- 
al meetings  have  been  held  between  United  Air  Lines  and  the  Utilities  Engineer- 
ing Bureau  relative  to  the  addition  to  Pier  B,  and  a  formal  request  from 
United  Air  Lines  for  additional  space  in  Pier  B  is  expected  shortly. 

On  March  28,  1957  a  meeting  of  the  Technical  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Airport  Advisory  Committee  met  at  the  Airport.    Representatives  of  twelve  air- 
lines, the  Airport  Department,  the  Architects,  Loubet  &  Glynn,  and  the  Util- 
ities Engineering  Bureau  were  present.    Included  in  the  discussion  was  the 
proposed  extension  to  the  Air  Cargo  Building.    In  order  to  aid  the  City  in  its 
planning  it  was  agreed  that  the  various  airlines  would  submit  their  future  re- 
quirements for  gate  room  space  and  loading  positions  to  the  Airport  Department. 

On  April  3,  1957  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  informed  the 
City  that  4766,246  had  been  allocated  as  the  Federal  share  of  allowable  pro- 
ject costs  for  development  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  the 
fiscal  year  1957-58.    On  April  18,  1957  a  revised  Request  for  Federal  Aid  was 
submitted  by  the  Airport  Department  for  eight  items  of  work  totalling 
*7,023,000  scheduled  for  construction  during  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  circulation  roads  were  to  be  adver- 
tised during  April,  but  due  to  delays  occasioned  by  the  resubmission  of  appli- 
cations to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  it  is  now  expected  that  the 
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roadway  fill  contract  will  be  advertised  in  May.    On  April  4,  1957,  the  Airport 
Engineering  Section  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  was  moved  from  425  Mason 
Street  to  45  Hyde  Street  where  additional  space  and  facilities  are  available  for  the 
expanding  activities. 
Warm-up  Pads  and  Taxiways 

A  revised  Project  Application  has  been  submitted  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration  for  construction  of  warm-up  pads  and  taxiways,  reconstruction  of  taxi- 
ways,  and  for  taxiway  guidance  signs,  in  order  that  the  amount  of  taxi way  reconstruc- 
tion may  be  considerably  increased  over  that  originally  contemplated.    It  is  expected 
that  a  formal  grant  offer  will  be  forthcoming  from  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administra- 
tion for  approximately  half  the  estimated  cost  (^700,000),  and  immediately  thereafter 
the  work  will  be  advertised  for  bids, 
"Peace"  Statue 

On  April  16,  1957  the  Commission  authorized  the  advertising  for  bids  for 
the  erection  of  the  statue  "Peace"  at  the  Airport.    Bids  will  be  received  on  May  9, 
1957.    Funds  for  this  work  have  been  provided  by  the  Art  Commission. 
Current  Construction 

Since  my  last  report  considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the  contract  for 
extension  of  the  aircraft  parking  aprons,  both  north  and  south  of  the  Terminal  Build- 
ing.   The  much  delayed  water  pipe  has  been  installed,  and  all  rock  base  and  asphalt 
pavement  have  been  placed.    The  entire  work  under  the  contract  has  been  completed

Hearing  re  foregoing  resolution: 

In  opposition,  Warren  Burke  of  United  Air  Lines  stated  that 
a  year  and  half  has  passed  since  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in 
the  Denver  Service  Case,  failed  to  find  a  need  for  a  third 
non-stop  carrier  on  the  San  Francisco-Hew  York  run,  and  since 
that  time,  results  have  proved  conclusively  that  the  service 
now  being  operated  by  T.  ¥.  A.  and  United  Air  Lines  is  ad- 
quately  serving  this  particular  market.  To  add  a  third  crrrier 
on  the  present  San  Francisco-New  York  run  would  only  be  waste- 
ful and  would  create  extensive  diversion  from  said  T.  W.  A. 
and  United  Air  Lines.    He  contended  that  the  Company  has  ordere< 
and  during  the  period  of  1957-5&,  will  take  delivery  of  11 
DC-6B  Mainliners  and  26  DC-7  Mainliners,  and  will  provide  by 
July  13,  1957,  on  a  non-stop  flight  basis  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  New  York,  a  daily  total  of  470  seats,  an  increase 
from  March  31,  1957  of  284  seats  or  153$  increase;  this 
coupled  with  additional  service  to  be  provided  by  T,  to.  A, 
would  adequately  protect  the  interests  of  San  Francisco. 

Also  in  opposition,  William  J.  Hanley  of  T.  W.  A.,  stated 
that  his  Company  is  adding  additional  service  on  the  San 
Francisco-New  York  run  in  July,  1957;  he  also  supported  the 
statement  of  Mr.  Warren  Burke, that  in  the  Denver  Service  Case, 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  denied  the  application  of  American 
Airlines  for  a  third  carrier. 

Mr.  Strickler    of  American  Airlines  in  defense  of  the  applica- 
tion stated,  that  under  the  Denver  Service  Case,  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  did  not  pass  on  the  merits  of  the  additional 
non-flight  carrier  between  San  Francisco  and  New  York,  simply 
not  ruling  on  the  issue,  the  Examiner  and  Counsel  for  the 
Board  favoring  the  certification.    He  insisted  that  crrrier 
service  at  present' is  unfavorable  to  Sm  Francisco,  and  lagging 
behind  Los  Angeles.  He  contended  thatSan  Francisco  is  too 
large  to  remain    as  a  one  or  two  carrier  City  and  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  City  would  be  served  through  an  additional 
carrier. 

In  support  of  the  resolution,  Frank  J.  Needles  of  the  City 
Attorney's  Office  stated  that  San  Francisco  is  one  of  ten  of 
the  leading  air  markets  of  the  United  States,  having  only  two 
non-stop  flight  carriers,  whereas  others,  smaller  in  cape  city 
of  generating  business,  have  three  or  more. 
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Mr.  Miller  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  stated 
that  the  application  of  American  Airlines  was  not  before  the 
Commission.

MARKET  STREET  LIGHTING 

The  Planning  Committee  of  the  Downtown  Association  was  shown  the 
four  demonstrations  of  modern  lighting  that  have  been  installed  as  part  of  the 
educational  program  connected  with  this  project, 

A  luncheon  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  that  organiza- 
tion was  addressed  by  the  Manager,  and  a  phamplet  distributed  outlining  the 
merits  and  shortcomings  of  the  two  light  sources  under  consideration.  Com- 
parative operating  and  installation  costs  were  presented,  along  with  the  cal- 
culated levels  of  illumination  produced.    Included  also  was  the  pertinent  data 
on  twenty  so-called  "White  Way"  lighting  jobs  installed  in  various  cities  in 
this  country  since  1946, 

The  local  chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  has  appoint- 
ed a  committee  to  work  with  us  on  the  aesthetic  treatment  of  the  poles,  bases, 
and  luminaires. 


STREET  LIGHTING  MAINTENANCE  CONTRACT 

The  figures  for  eight  months  indicate  an  actual  saving  of  §14,065 
under  the  private  contract.    Our  contract  No.  153*  continuing  this  operation 
for  the  1957-58  fiscal  year,  will  be  before  the  Commission  at  the  meeting  of  May 
14  for  advertising. 


CONTRACTS 

Lake  Street,  (79  luminaires)  from  Park -Presidio  to  30th  Avenue  was 
lighted  on  April  11,  and  the  section  to  Arguello  Blvd.  is  scheduled  for  com- 
pletion next  week. 

Chestnut  Street,  Van  Ness  Avenue  to  Lyon  Street  (64  luminaires)  should 
be  finished  during  the  week  of  May  26.    We  are  particularly  interested  in  this 
job,  as  it  includes  twenty-five  mercury  units  in  the  business  section  of  the 
street. 


BUILDING  LIGHTING  AND  POWER 

Nine  months1  actual  experience  indicates  a  shortage  in  sixteen  ac- 
counts, involving  038,000.    This  is  a  decided  improvement  over  the  corresponding 
figures  for  last  year,  when  some  twenty-eight  accounts  showed  a  shortage  of 
$80,000. 


Memorandum  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  relative  to  Chicago-Washington  Trip 
April  28-May  4,  1957 

Gentlemen: 

Commissioner  Baron  and  I  attended  the  Airport  Operators  Council  annual 
seating  in  Chicago,  and  1  had  the  opportunity  to  sae-at  and  talk  with  many  of  the 
airport  managers  who  operate  the  larger  facilities  in  the  country*    These  men 
have  many  problems  similar  to  our  own,  and  the  exchange  of  information  is 
essential  to  keeping  abreast  on  what  is  going  on  in  airport  management  over 
the  nation*    The  AOC  is  composed  of  41  members  who  own  and  operate  the  principal 
airports  of  the  nation*    The  member  airports  serve  nearly  757*  of  the  total  enplane? 
passengers  and  over  95%  of  the  overseas  and  international  enplaned  passengers* 
San  Francisco's  participation  in  this  organization  is,  to  my  mind,  important, 
and  with  your  continued  support  we  shall  accept  whatever  assignments  are  delegated 
in  their  research  or  subcommittee  vork. 

My  trip  to  Washington  to  meet  with  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration 
official  and  Congressional  Representatives  of  our  area  was  accomplished,  and  I 
hope  will  be  fruitful*    I  met  Mr*  James  T»  Pyie,  CAA  Administrator,  in  Chicago 
at  the  AOC  meeting,  and  he  assured  me  of  full  cooperation  and  assistance*  In 
the  future  we  intend  to  work  more  closely  with  our  local  and  regional  represen- 
tatives, Mr*  Carl  Hand  and  Mr*  Charles  linger*    I  have  an  appointment  for  May  20th 
with  these  two  gentlemen,  at  which  time  details  of  our  application  for  Federal  Aid 
will  be  further  discussed* 

While  in  Washington  I  had  conferences  with  the  following  officials  of 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  in  charge  of  airport  matters:    Mr,  Herb 
Howell,  Director  of  Airports;  Mr*  Paul  Morris,  Deputy  Administrator;  Phil  tlahn, 
Airports  Engineer;  and  George  Borsari,  the  head  of  the  Compliance  Division* 
I  was  most  cordially  received  by  ail  of  these  gentlemen,  and  they  gave  freely 


of  their  tine  to  discuss  San  Francisco* s  airport  problems « 

The  technicality  which  resulted  in  the  disallowance  of  our  August 
application  for  Federal  Aid  concerning  the  fill  for  the  extension  of  our 
eaat-west  runway,  28 -L,  was  occasioned,  as  I  have  explained  to  the  Commission 
at  an  earlier  meeting,  by  not  coming  within  the  criteria  of  the  CAA  Federal  Aid 
program. 

I  explained  to  the  officials  that  our  threshhold  on  the  west  end  did 
not  have  a  50  to  1  glide  ratio  due  to  obstructions  near  the  Bayshore  Highway, 
and  that  all  the  Master  Plans  showed  diagrammed  near  the  endcb^Rzfche  old  terminal 
building,  that  in  effect  the  threshhold  was  actually  about  a  thousand  feet 
short  of  that  point,  which  would  materially  shorten  our  runway,  thereby  coming 
within  their  criteria.    X  we*  informed  that  if  the  Master  Plan  drawings  which 
accompany  all  applications  for  CAA  Federal  Aid  were  marked  accordingly,  that 
the  matter  would  be  reconsiUoced  by  the  CAA  if  our  application  in  next  year's 
allocation  for  funds  Included  this  project.    This  means  that  the  door  is  not  shut, 
and  that  we  may  have  another  chance  to  submit  our  project.    There  may  be  some 
engineering  problems,  however,  and  1  want  to  confer  with  Harry  Lloyd  on  the  subject 
before  making  any  recommendations. 

As  to  the  application  of  April  17,  1957  which  is  now  before  the  CAA, 
officials  discussed  the  application  fully  with  me,  and  there  are  a  number  of  itetas 
in  our  proposed  construction  program  for  the  ficcal  year  1957-58  which  qualify 
for  Federal  Aid,    However,  the  fill  items  in  the  maintenance  base  areas  will 
probably  be  eliminated.    The  reconstruction  of  runway  pavements  and  our  proposed 
additions  to  Pier  B,  Construction  of  Pier  K,  and  extension  of  the  Cargo  Building 
seem  to  come  within  the  criteria. 

The  status  of  this  application  is  as  follows: 

All  major  Federal  Aid  funds  for  this  year  have  already  been  allocated. 
However,  Mr.  Howell  anticipates  that  in  July  they  will  recover  a  substantial  turn 


from  those  areas  throughout  the  nation  which  were  allocated  Federal  Aid  but  Which 
now  cannot  provide  for  the  matching  funds*    These  recovered  monies  will,  I 
understand,  be  Immediately  reallocated  to  areas  which  have  applied  but  did  not 
receive  full  Federal  Aid*    I  am  sure  that  San  Francisco's  application  will  receive 
a  full  and  fair  consideration  from  the  CAA,  and  I  am  hopeful  that  an  allocation 
of  some  sort  will  be  forthcoming*    I  have  been  assured  that  some  of  our  projects 
qualify,  and  also  that  we  will  have  the  right  to  resubmit  any  of  these  items  in 
our  formal  application  for  next  year's  Federal  Aid* 

In  addition  to  the  conferences  with  the  CM  officials,  X  called  upon 
each  of  our  Congressmen,  and  was  well  received*    They  have  been  given  information 
regarding  our  airport  problem  and  will  do  everything  possible  to  protect  San 
Francisco's  interests*    Senator  Kuchel's  office,  Bill  Halliard,  Jack  Shelley, 
and  Arthur  Younger  wars  most  anxious  to  be  kept  informed  of  our  progress,  and  It 
is  important  that  wo  continue  to  keep  close  touch  with  their  offices.  Another 
visit  in  July  prior  to  Che  reapportionment  of  recovered  funds  would  certainly 
not  be  untimely* 

I  am  great ly  Impressed  by  the  thinking  in  Washington  regarding  the 
Jet  Air  Age*    Forecasts  of  domestic  air  carrier  revenue  passengers  in  1956 
Indicated  45,000,000  passengers.    In  1970  the  CAA  forecasts  118,000,000  passengers* 
3an  Francisco  now  has  3.47.  of  all  of  the  traffic  in  1956,  which  resulted  In 
3,200,000  passengers  passing  through  our  terminal  facilities*    If  the  same  ratio 
obtains  through  1970,  we  can  anticipate  having  to  serve  8 , 500Q0OG  passengers* 
This  most  emphatically  points  up  our  continued  need  for  expansion  and  development 
if  we  are  to  keep  up  with  the  market  potential  which  is  at  our  door.    It  is 
gratifying  to  report  that  an  analysis  of  the  airport  development  plans  in  1957 
reveal  that  San  Francisco,  with  its  $25,000,000  available  in  bond  funds,  stands 
5th  in  the  nation*    New  York's  anticipated  future  expenditures  amount  to 
$146,000,000;  Los  Angeles $45, 600, 000;  Chicago  $35,000,000;  Minneapolis -St.  Paul 
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190,290.000}  oat  So*  Vroaeiooo,  5th,  with  $25,000,000*    «nl«i«  is  6th  with 
123,500,000.

The  Commission  put  over  to  next  week's  meeting  tho 
matter  of  rejection  cf  all  bids  received  under  date  of  May 
9,  1957,  for  the  work  of  SFWD  Contract  No,  736-Electrical 
Alterations,  Crystal  Springs  Pump  Station, 

The  County,  State  and  National  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  will  consider  on  May  22,  1957,  the  removal  of 
the  tracks  from  the  San  Francisco -Oak land  Bay  Bridge,  and  the 
Streets  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  May  23,  1957,

The  Commission  at  its  meeting  of  May  Ik,  1957,  considered  the 
request  of  Philip  F,  Landis,  Chairman,  San  Francisco  Parking- 
aid  Transit  Council,  urging  the  Commission  to  consider  every 
possible  means  of  maintaining  interurban  rail  commuting  with 
Alameda  County, 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  reported  on  the  matter,  calling  the 
Commission's  attention  to  the  concern  expressed  by  Transit 
and  Traffic  Officials  over  removal  of  rails  from  the  Bay 
Bridge,    Commissioner  Fazackerley  reviewed  the  success  cf 
Eastern  Cities  in  development  of  the  Park  and  Ride  Program, 
wherein  riders  reach  a  central  terminal,  with  low  cost 
parking,  and  then  boarding  public  transit  to  their  ultimate 
destination. 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  Fazackerley,  C,  D,  Miller, 
Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  prepared  a  report  on  the 
matter,  report  dated  May  16,  1957. 

At  this  meeting  Commissioner  Fazackerley  reviewed  the  report 
as  prepared  by  Mr.  Miller, 

To  clarify  misunderstood  reports,  Commissioner  Fazackerley 
stated,  that  the  premises  of  the  Park  and  Ride  Program,  did 
not  envision  a  riding  service  within  the  cities  cf  the  East 
Bay,  on  the  contrary,  the  terminal  to  be  located  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  present  Bay  Bridge  Toll  Plaza,  where  ample 
areas  of  operation  are  available. 
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Published  reports  questioned  the  eperatioa  of  such  a  program 
agf  the  Park  and  Ride  from  the  east  bay  terminal  to  points  in 
San  Francisco;  Commissioner  Fazackerley  pointed  out,  that  the 
alleged  losses  in  operation  by  the  Key  System,  did  not 
necessarily  negate  the  merits  of  the  Municipal  Railway  opera- 
ting on  the  Bay  Bridge,  since  the  losses  of  the  Key  System  were 
at  the  level  of  operation  through  the  various  cities  of  the 
East  Bay  and  not  confined  to  operation  on  the  3ridge. 

In  the  matter  of  operation  on  the  Bay  Eridge,  Commissioner 
Fazackerley  further  pointed  out,  that  the  prime  function  of 
the  Bay  Bridge  Toll  Authority  lies  in  the  movement  of  people, 
and  inasmuch  as  the  Authority  is  the  owner  of  a  large  segment 
of  the  equipment  operating  on  the  Bay  Bridge,  the  Authority 
could  well  and  in  a  substantial  manner  subsidize  the  operation 
thereon. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  suggested  that  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  oppose  all  moves  looking  toward  removal  of 
the  rails  from  the  bridge  and  that  tra.ffic  and  transit  depart- 
ments cooperate  in  tht  formation  of  this  policy  before  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.    Operation  by  the  Railway  on  the  Bay 
Bridge  would  serve  the  useful  purpose  of  reducing  necessity 
of  extensive  highway  construction  and  its  resulting  congestion 
of  traffic.    Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  that  Alameda  - 
Contra  Costa  Transit  District  has  retained  the  services  of  the 
DeLeuw-Cather  Co.,  Engineering  Consultants  and  suggested  that 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  cooperate  with  the 
Alameda-Contra  Costa  District  in    its  study  of  the  matter. 

Following  general  discussion,  President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr. 
stated  that  the  position  to  be  taken  by  the  Commission  and 
as  suggested  by  Commissioner  Fazackerley,  was  that  of  exploring 
the  many  ramifications  of  the  complex  problem  with  no  fixed 
policy  at  this  time,  and  to  cooperate  with  ether  City  Depart- 
ments.

Dear  Mr.  Bland: 

In  accordance  with  your  request  relative  to  Commissioner 
Fazackerley 1 s  suggestion  that  a  study  be  made  as  to  the  possibility 
of  running  Municipal  Railway  cars  on  the  bay  bridge. 

While  this  would  take  an  extensive  engineering  study  as  to 
the  physical  connections  and  costs  between  the  Municipal  Railway 
tracks  and  bridge  tracks,   there  is  nothing  to  prevent  Municipal 
Railv/ay  cars  from  operating  on  the  bridge  tracks,  as  both  sets 
of  tracks  are  standard  ij.1^"  gauge.     Also  the  power  for  Municipal 
Railway  and  the  power  that  is  now  being  used  by  the  Key  System  on 
the  bridge  trains  Is  600  volts. 

While  it  is  not  possible  at  this  time  to  make  any 
definite  recommendations,  following  are  my  comments  as  to 
Commissioner  Fazackerley » s  suggestions: 

I  beliove  everything  possible  should  be  done  to  support 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  opposing  rail  removal  from 
the  bay  bridge.     With  the  removal  of  the  rails  the  badly  con- 
gested area  around  the  eastbay  terminal  and  eastbay  bridge  ramps  would 
be  greatly  aggravated  due  to  the  additional  Key  System  buses 
entering  San  Francisco  °.nd  also  becauso  many  of  the  people  who 
formerly  rode  trains  would  go  to  car  pools. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  at  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  meeting  that  many  of  the  eastern  cities  have  made 
a  success  of  the  "Park  and  Ride"  plan,   and  this  would  be  an 
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Cars  on  Bridge 

excellent  opportunity  to  try  it  out  with  the  extensive  acreage 
around  the  toll  bridge  parking  area  permitting  the  passengers 
to  park  and  ride  trains  to  San  Francisco  if  the  property  in  this 
area  is  available. 

I  have  been  reliably  informed  that  the  bridge  rails  are 
in  very  bad  condition  and  this  is  one  of  the  contributing 
factors  that  the  Key  System  desires  to  discontinue  operation, 
as  it  does  not  have  tho  necessary  funds  for  rehabilitating  them. 

Some  of  the  trains  operating  on  the  bridge  and  the 

brack  are  property  of  the  California  Toll  Bridge  Authority, 
but  they  were  turned  over  to  the  Key  System  to  operate  and 
maintain  the  equipment* 
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Recently  In  the  press  I  noted  the  Key  System,  who  had 
elaborate  shops  and  equipment  for  maintaining  bridge  cars,  had  sold 
their  shop  property  and  equipment  and  if  these  present  bridge  trains 
would  continue  to  operate,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  a  shop 
equivalent  to  that  formerly  owned  by  the  Key  System  or  to  contract 
the  work  to  some  outside  agency.     If  the  Key  System  discontinues 
operation  of  the  trains,  and  until  such  time  as  a  complete  engineer- 
ing study  could  be  made  of  connecting  the  Municipal  Railway  tracks 
to  the  Key  System  tracks,  it  will  be  necessary  to  operate  the  bridge 
trains  to  provide  service,  and  if  this  is  to  be  done  it  may  be 
possible  that  the  Toll  Bridge  Authority  will  assume  the  costs. 

In  addition  to  a  large  parking  area  for  "Park  and  Ride" 
in  the  eastbay  for  automobiles,  a  terminal  could  be  set  up  so  that 
Key  System  buses  could  pull  in  and  passengers  transfer  to  the  trains 
or  have  a  free  transfer  interchange  and  returning  to  Oakland, 
arrangements  could  be  made  to  pay  the  necessary  fare  on  the  trains 
to  a  parking  lot  or  if  they  wish  to  continue  on  the  Key  System 
local  service,  a  transfer  could  be  used.     There  are  various  ways 
the  fares  could  be  handled  between  Oakland  and  San  Francisco  which 
would  be  a  detailed  matter. 

If  the  physical  connection  were  made  at  the  bay  bridge 
terminal  there  would  be  nothing  to  prevent  Key  System  trains  from 
running  up  Market  Street  as  far  as  Duboce  Avenue  and  then  switching 
back  for  their  return  trip,  as  they  are  all  equipped  for  double-end 
operation.     Key  System  trains  presently  operate  on  city  streets  in 
Oakland  and  Berkeley. 
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While  the  Key  System  is  using  a  third  rail  shoe  type  of 
current  collector  on  the  bridge,  a  trolley  pole  similar  to  the 
ones  used  by  the  Municipal  Railway  equipment  could  be  installed. 
The  trolley  wire  formerly  used  when  the  Southern  Pacific  operated 
the  big  red  cars  has  been  removed  so  a  new  installation  of  trolley 
wire  would  be  necessary. 

If  a  final  decision  was  made  that  Key  System  trains  were 
to  operate  into  San  Francisco,  it  would  be  better  that  the  shop 
and  storage  yard  be  in  the  eastbay  area,  as  land  in  that  section 
would  be  much  cheaper  than  acquiring  land  in  San  Francisco  for 
shops  and  storage  facilities, 

A  proper  study  and  survey  by  an  engineering  firm  such 
as  DeLeuw-Cat her  and  Company  could  determine  the  passenger  load 
factor  and  fares  necessary  for  efficient  operation  and  if  Municipal 
Railway  cars  were  to  be  used,  they  would  probably  have  to  be 
equipped  with  automatic  couplers  so  they  could  travel  in  tandem 
fnstead  of  singly. 

Also,  if  the  present  Municipal  Railway  one-man  cars  were 
to  be  operated,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  loop  arrangements 
in  the  eastbay  area. 

As  previously  stated,  no  attempt  has  been  made  in  this 
report  to  cover  actual  cost  or  operating  conditions. 

These  facts  could  only  be  obtained  by  a  competent  engineer 
ing  study  by  a  firm  familiar  with  this  type  of  work.

Reports:  H.  S.  Messersmith,  Superindent  of  Airport  Operations 
reviewed  his  attendance  at  the  American  Association 
of  Airport  Executives  Conference  in  Houston,  Texas,  May  5- 
S,  1957.    Principal  discussion  items  were-Airport  Site 
Selection  and  Airport  Planning;  Current  Terminal  Planning 
Problems;  Rate  Making  for  Self-Sustaining  Airport;  New  Con- 
cepts in  paving  wherein  a  welded  wire  fabric  is  used  for 
reinforcement  of  asphaltic  concrete;  Baggage  Handling  Problems; 
Legal  Matters  Affecting  Airports;  Federal  Aid  Program;  Air- 
port Lighting  and  thb  Jet  Age. 


Water  Department  property  for  use  as  a  Junior  College  Site. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  introduced  the  subject  by 
stating  that  a  Citizens'  Advisory  Committee  of  the  College 
of  Ssn  Mateo    had  proposed  the  construction  of  a  College 
on  Water  Department  Property,  east  of  Skyline  Boulevard  and 
between  the  highway  and  Black  Mountain  Road,  a  short  distance 
north  of  the  Crystal  Springs  Dam  (watershed  property);  he 
further  stated  that  he  had  discussed  the  matter  with  James  H. 
Turner,  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Water  Department*    Mr.  Turner  at  this  meeting  reviewed 
a  report  on  the  matter.    The  watershed  properties  were  re- 
quired for  a  two-fold  purpose — (1)  for  production  of  a 
supply  of mter;  (2)  protection  of  the  impounded  water  in  the 
Crystal  Springs  Lakes.    The  chain  of  lakes  has  become  the 
terminal  storage  reservoirs  of  Ketch  Hetchy  water,  a  water 
low  in  chemicals  and  bacterial ly  pure  as  it  enters  the  lakes. 
Its  quality  should  be  preserved    and  would  be  greatly  adverse- 
ly affected  if  construction  of  any  kind  were  permitted  on 
the  watershed.    No  case  of  water  borne  disease  has  ever  been 
traced  to  San  Francisco1 s  water  supply.  Recent  experiences 
particularly  in  the  heavy  runoff  season  of  1955-56,  demon- 
strated the  unquestionable  necessity    of  a  more  stringent 
policy  of  watershed  control  and  prevention  of  encroachments. 
Any  move  toward  occupancy  of  watershed  lands  would  lead  to 
trie  necessity  of  providing  for  filtering  of  water,  the  con- 
struction of  necessary  facilities  amounting  to  $15,000,000.00 
to  ip20, 000, 000.00  and  an  annual  operation  of  $1,000,000.00. 
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Cost  of  construction  of  facilities  and  operation  of  sites 
would  have  to  be  necessarily  reflected  in  increased  rates. 

In  view  of  policy  and  existing  conditions,  it  was  the  recommen- 
dation of  Mr.  Turner  that  the  San  Mateo  County  authorities 
interested    in  the  proposed  school  site  be  informed  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  oould  not  release  property 
for  the  school  purposes  as  it  is  vitally  needed  for  present 
watershed  usage. 

The  Commission  approved  the  report  and  directed  that  the 
Mayor  be  informed  of  the  Commission's  policy. 


Departmental  Report-Airport,  Mr.  Eelford  Brown  reported. 

Rates  and  charges  negotiations  between  City  and  Carriers 
awaiting  policy  clarif cation;  Pan  American  a.nd  United  Air 
Lines  leases,  awaiting  report  of  the  Director  of  Property  in 
the  matter  of  valuation;  plans  have  been  drawn  and  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  in  the 
matter  of  tower  expansion;  Traffic,  re  passengers,  mail  and 
freight  continues  to  grow;  the  status  of  arrearage  in  the 
matter  of  operation  of  the  Airport  Golf  Driving  Range  was 
reviewed,  the  Commission  to  hear  from  the  operator  at  its 
next  regular  meeting. 

Rails  on  the  Bay  Bridge:    Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated 
that  he  had  attended  a  meeting  in  Sacramento,  before  a 
Senate  Committee,  and  indicated    that  when  the  matter  reaches 
the  floor  of  the  Senate,  amendments  to  reflect  the  position 
of  San  Francisco  would  be  introduced. 

George  S.  Hill,  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Central 
Council  of  Civic  Clubs  submitted  to  the  Commission  a  copy  of 
statement  to  the  Supervisors1  County,  State  and  National 
Affairs  Committee,  re  removal  of  rails  from  the  Bay  Bridge. 
In  the  statement  he  contended  that  San  Francisco  should  en- 
dorse before  the  Legislature,  the  "formation  of  a  district 
type  of  organization,  to  own  and  operate  the  Bay  Area  System 
and  secure  coordination  with  local  and  other  transportation 
agencies;  with  the  creation  of  such  legislation,  various 
proposals  for  operation  could  be  considered  by  San  Francisco 
and  district  officials  and  their  technical  staffs;  his  state- 
ment quoted  remark  by  the  State       Director  of  Public  Works, 
in  January  1955*  "that  evgry  effort  should  be  exerted  by  all 
affected  communities  and  governmental  agencies,  including  the 
State,  to  utilize  the  Bridge  railway  until  some  acceptable 
substitute  service  coji  be  arranged".  /

Dear  Sir: 

A  request  has  been  made  by  San  Mateo  school  authorities 
for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  Junior  College  on  Crystal 
Springs  Reservoir  Watershed  lands  in  the  area  east  of  the 
present  Skyline  Boulevard,  and  south  of  the  Black  Mountain  Road. 
The  matter  has  been  carefully  reviewed  and  the  following  are  my 
comments  and  recommendations: 


1.    The  site  is  an  integral  part  of  our  peninsula  water- 
sheds which  were  purchased  in  fee;  first  for  the 
production  of  a  supply  of  water,  and  second,  for  the 
protection  of  the  impounded  water  in  our  Crystal 
Springs  Lakes.    The  average  production  of  the 
peninsula  watersheds  is  15  million  gallons  of  water 
per  day.    This  is  a  valuable  asset,  not  only  to  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  but  also  for  the  County  of 
San  Matec.     This  water  supply  has  filled  a  vital  need 
of  this  area  in  the  past  and  will  continue  to  do  so 
in  the  future.    Hence,  nothing  should  be  done  to 
adversely  affect  it. 


2.     With  the  advent  of  Hetch  Hetchy  water  the  Crystal 

Springs  Lakes  have  become  terminal  storage  reservoirs 
for  this  mountain  supply  which  is  low  in  chemicals 
and  bacterially  pure  as  it  enters  the  lakes.  Such 
quality  should  be  preserved,  and  the  hazard  to  its 
purity  created  by  a  large  school  and  its  attending 
enrollment,  plus  the  pollution  hazards  during 
construction  resulting  from  grading  operations,  would 
certainly  degrade  the  quality  of  water  now  available 
to  consumers  in  San  Francisco,  as  well  as  the 
peninsula . 


3.     San  Francisco  has  had  a  long  standing  policy  of  local 
watershed  purchase  and  control,  and  considerable  funds 


were  expended  to  develop  such  a  position.     No  case  of 
water  borne  disease  has  ever  been  traced  to  our  supply. 
To  maintain  this  policy  and  prevent  encroachments  by 
subdivisions  or  public  habitations,  we  are  now  in  the 
process  of  condemning  an  additional  600  acres  of 
private  land  on  the  northern  end  of  the  San  Andreas 
watershed.    This  sale  of  land  for  a  school  on  the 
watershed  at  the  proposed  site  would  be  in  direct 
violation  of  our  watershed  policy,  and  in  effect 
would  be  permitting  and  approving  the  same  hazards 
that  our  current  condemnation  for  land  purchase  is 
intended  to  prevent. 

4.     Our  recent  experiences  during  the  heavy  runoff  season 
of  1955-56  have  demonstrated  to  us  the  need  of  a  more 
stringent  policy  of  watershed  control  and  prevention 
of  encroachments;  and  a  requirement  of  remedial  action 
on  existing  encroachments,  plus  a  planting  and  erosion 
control  program.     An  existing  quarry  operation  was 
recently  stopped  by  termination  of  the  lease  through 
court  action.    We  are  at  a  saturation  point  in  water- 
shed conditions  wherein  we  can  continue  to  supply 
our  waters  in  their  natural  state  for  domestic  purpose 
with  chlorination  only  for  disinfection  treatment. 
Further  encroachments  permitting  habitations,  concen- 
trations of  people  for  daily  operations,  commercial 
establishments,  recreational  activities  and  operations 
requiring  appreciable  grading,  will   require  the  con- 
struction and  continuous  operation  of  filtration  plants 
in  order  to  supply  a  safe  potable  water  to  our  con- 
sumers.    Filter  plant  sites,  while  still  available, 
were  purchased  by  the  water  department  as  a  hedge 
against  such  a  condition,  but  a  reversal  of  our  policy 
now  would  require  a  capital  outlay  of  15  million 
dollars  at  today's  prices,  and  probably  20  million 
dollars  before  the  plants  may  reasonably  be  expected 
to  be  constructed.     In  addition,  the  increased 
operating  costs  due  to  filtration  will  be  approximately 
one  million  dollars  per  year.     Such  increased  costs 
must  certainly  be  reflected  in  increased  rates.  Further 
more,  such  a  change  in  policy,  if  and  when  made,  should 
be  on  a  planned  basis  wherein  the  plants  would  be 
constructed  and  in  operation  before  changes  in  water- 
shed management  are  made. 


In  view  of  our  current  policy  and  existing  conditions,  I 
recommend  that  the  San  Mateo  County  authorities  interested  in 
the  school  site  be  informed  that  San  Francisco  cannot  release 
this  property  as  it  is  vitally  needed  for  present  watershed 
usage .

Report  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  Re:  H.  S.  Messersmith,  Superintendent  of  Airport 
Operations  Participation  in  the  American  Association  of  Airport  Executives  Annual  Convention 
in  Houston,  Texas,  May  £  -  8. 


1.  Leigh  Fisher  &  Associates,  Airport  Consultants,  Airport  Site  Selection  and  Airport 
Planning  -  Presented  a  comprehensive  analysis  of  factors  pertaining  to  the  development 
of  airport  facilities.    Explained  importance  of  an  integrated  plan  of  terminal  and 
other  facilities  subject  to  expansion  to  meet  future  requirements* 

2.  James  C.  Buckley,  James  C.  Buckley,  Inc.,  Consultant  -  "Current  Terminal  Planning 
Problems"  -  Evaluated  the  requirements  for  different  types  of  airports  dependent  upon  the 
volume  and  type  of  operations  to  be  accommodated.    Indicated  that  one  level  terminal 
buildings  are  more  economical  to  construct  and  operate  for  cities  having  a  volume  of 
passenger  traffic  under  a  million  passengers  per  year,  and  that  for  major  hubs  (such  as 
San  Francisco),  two  level  operational  structures  are  preferred.    Escalators  properly 
located  improve  the  flow  of  traffic.    Also  indicated  that  serious  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  replacement  of  some  mobile  vehicles  used  for  baggage  handling  possibly  by 
mechanical  conveyors.    Location  of  various  concessions  to  produce  maximum  revenue  dis- 
cussed. 

3.  John  Brown  -  Rate  Making  for  Self -Sustaining  Airport  -  Spoke  about  the  need  for  adequate 
cost  accounting  to  properly  allocate  costs.    Elaborated  on  various  phases  including  the 
development  of  a  rate  structure  for  aircraft  operation  charges  predicated  on  landing 
area  costs  and  costs  incidental  thereto.    Emphasis  was  placed  on  the  fact  that  cost 
accounting  procedures  should  be  established  on  a  uniform  basis  among  airports  so  that 
proper  evaluation  could  be  made  as  a  basis  for  charges  and  the  assembly  of  comparative 
data  for  comparison  purposes. 

Recognized  that  a  limited  number  of  the  major  airports  had  been  successful  in  achieving 
financial  self-sufficiency  in  all  phases  of  airport  activity.    General  pattern  at  major 
airports  indicated  that  terminal  areas,  including  the  terminal  building,  parking  lots, 
etc.,  were  the  most  lucrative  parts  of  the  airport  facility.    A  major  problem  as  yet 
unresolved  at  most  airports  was  the  ability  to  make  the  flying  field  financially  self- 
sufficient.    In  connection  with  the  flying  field,  the  objective  set  forth  was  to  develop, 
from  aircraft  operation  charges,  revenue  sufficient  to  defray  current  fiscal  expenses 
for  maintenance  and  operation,  depreciation  and  bond  redemption  costs,  including  interest. 
At  many  locations,  he  pointed  out  the  objective  has  not  been  to  recapture  the  investment 
but  to  fully  sustain  the  facility.    The  various  policies  make  for  a  wide  range  in  rates 
and  charges  at  various  airports. 

Each  of  the  aforementioned  consultants  stressed  the  difficulty  in  achieving  this  goal 
and  offered  services  on  a  contractual  basis  that  would  assist  in  developing  basic  data 
that  could  be  used  to  help  in  achieving  this  objective. 

Existing  lease  agreements  were  recognized  as  the  primary  obstacle  to  the  development  of 
adequate  flying  field  revenues  at  major  hubs  of  air  transportation.    In  addition, 
stress  was  placed  on  the  necessity  of  both  air  carriers,  the  principal  users  of  the 
landing  area,  and  those  responsible  for  the  establishment  of  rates  and  charges,  to  have 
a  common  understanding  as  to  their  respective  obligations  and  objectives.    The  con- 
sultants generally  indicated  that  recently  the  air  carriers  had  recognized,  in  some 
instances,  that  airport  charges,  as  incorporated  in  lease  agreements,  were  not 
necessarily  equitable  and  had  consented  to  a  higher  charge  provided  the  new  charge  was 
definitely  related  to  the  fundamental  costs. 

The  general  objective  of  the  cost  accounting  systems  are  to  afford  a  method  by  which 
expenses  can  be  reconciled  to  cost  factors. 


k*  Lecture  regarding  New  Concepts  in  Paving  "Wherein  a  Yielded  Wire  Fabric  is  Used  for 
Reinforcement  of  Asphaltic  Concrete*  Requested  that  material  be  forwarded  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  for  evaluation. 


f>«    A  panel  discussion  on  Hangar  Financing  was  moderated  by  Francis  T.  Fox.  Representatives 
of  one  airline  advocated  the  Airports  undertake  the  financing  of  hangars;  however,  it 
was  indicated  that  airlines  should  not  generally  have  difficulty  acquiring  financing 
of  hangars  if  they  have  an  equitable  lease,  made  proper  plans  for  their  operation,  and 
take  into  consideration  their  facility  requirements  at  the  time  they  made  commitments 
for  the  purchase  of  aircraft. 

6.  Baggage  Handling  Problems  Solved  by  Mechanical  Methods  -  They  included: 

a.  Aircraft  to  vehicle. 

b.  Distribution  of  baggage,  claiming  areas. 

c.  Complete  conveyor  system. 

These  are  under  evaluation  by  various  air  carriers  and  airports.    Admitting ly  do  not 
completely  fit  into  every  type  of  structure  no  IT  do  they  resolve  all  of  the  problems. 
It  was  borne  out  that  much  of  the  baggage  handling  problem  was  fundamentally  caused 
by  the  aircraft  design  and  at  the  claiming  counter  area  itself. 

7.  Sidney  Goldstein,  General  Counsel.    The  Port  of  New  York  Authority  discussed  " Current 
Legal  Matters  Affecting  Airports".    Included  was  the  Cedarhurst  Case  and  the  Denver 
courts  decision  re:  ground  transportation  concession  agreements. 

8.  Herbert  H.  Howell,  Office  of  Airports,  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  spoke  on  the 
"Federal  Aid  Program".    Covered  allocation  of  appropriations,  Technical  Standard  Order  18, 
eligibilitj'-  and  preparation  of  applications  for  Federal  Airport  Aid.    Indicated  that  some 
airports  may  not  be  prepared  to  accept  grant  offers. 

9.  The  "Handling  of  Turbine  Engine  Fuels  at  Airports",  by  Aubry  Keif,  Chairman,  Aviation 
Technical  Service  Committee,  Ame r i c an~Pe tr o leum  Company,  New  York,    The  procedures 
indicated  the  need  at  major  airports  for  adequate  storage  capacities  and  facilities  to 
cope  with  the  increased  volume  of  the  new  type  of  aviation  fuel. 

Both  the  Standard  Oil  and  Shell  Oil  Companies  have  recognized  this  problem  and  have 
completed  or  arranged  for  this  type  of  installation  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport. 

10.  Airport  Lighting  and  the  Jet  Age  -  Development  of  a  center  line  flush  type  runway  light. 

Other  discussions  were  held  with  Ivan  L.  Shogram,  Chief  Project  Engineer,  Douglas  Aircraft 
Company  re:  Douglas  DC-8  and  Mr.  D.  A.  Buck,  Manager,  Planning  Division,  Boeing  Aircraft 
Company  re:  Boeing  707  (and  others  from  Convair  and  General  Electric).    They  pertained  to: 

a.  Operating  characteristics. 

b.  Noise  -  suppression 

c.  Heat 

d.  Odor,  residual  from  exhaust 

e.  Velocities  of  slipstream. 

Was  required  to  return  to  San  Francisco  prematurely  on  Wednesday,  May  8th  so  that  I  could 
appear  before  the  Manager  of  Utilities  in  the  matter  of  dismissal  charges  against  an  employee 
of  the  Airport  Department.    Consequently,  had  to  forego  other  important  discussions  and 
lectures  re:  Jet  Ground  Handling,  Helicopters,  etc. 

In  conclusion,  my  attendance  afforded  me  the  opportunity  to  evaluate  our  progress  in  safety 
and  efficiency  with  that  of  other  major  airport  installations.    In  addition,  much  of  the  in- 
formation that  I  achieved  will  assist  in  planning,  maintenance,  operation  and  in  the  business 
administration  of  the  Airport  Department.

Airport  Manager's  Report  to  Public  Utilities  Commission  May  28,  1957; 

L.     RATES  AND  CHARGES  NEGOTIATIONS: 

As  reported  last  month,  conferences  with  the  airline  operators  were  resumed. 
These  conferences  continued  through  last  Friday,  at  which  time  the  airlines' 
representatives  returned  to  their  managements  for  further  policy  clarification. 
I  regret  that  there  is  nothing  further  to  report  to  you  at  this  time  except 
that  negotiation  talks  will  continue. 

2.  PAN  AMERICAN  and  UNITED  AIR  LINES  LEASES: 

This  matter  awaits  the  report  of  Mr.  Leslie  R.  Cupples  who  was  assigned  by 
the  Director  of  Property  to  make  an  independent  appraisal  of  the  proposed 
areas.    Until  Mr.  Cupples  submits  his  evaluations,  Airport  Management  cannot 
determine  a  rate  recommendation.    We  have  informed  the  Director  of  Property 
of  our  interest  in  having  Mr.  Cupples'  report  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

3.  AMERICAN  AIRLINES  LEASE  FOR  PIER  E: 

On  Friday,  May  24,  we  received  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  through 
the  Bureau  of  Engineering  from  Loubet  &  Glynn,  the  architects  for  this  project. 
Certain  adjustments  to  the  cost  estimates  are  being  discussed  with  Mr.  Lloyd's 
department,  and  as  soon  as  they  are  completed,  a  rate  and  lease  will  be  recom- 
mended to  you. 

4.  CIVIL  AERONAUTICS  ADMINISTRATION  TOWER  EXPANSION: 

We  reported  to  you  last  month  that  we  were  proceeding  to  make  space  available  on 
the  6th  floor  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.    We  are  now  in  possession  of 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  constructing  the  additional  space  that  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Administration  requires.     The  revised  estimate  of  cost  is  $95,000. 
This  relatively  high  estimate  is  due  to  the  inaccessibility  of  the  work  and 
the  fact  that  the  5th  floor  will  have  to  be  strengthened  to  accommodate  the 
proposed  addition.     It  is  also  the  Engineering  Bureau's  estimate  that  120  days 
would  be  required  for  construction  of  the  proposed  facility.     As  soon  as  the 
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4.  (cont'd) 

Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  submits  a  proposal  as  to  the  payment  for 
*  these  facilities  your  management  will  proceed  further  on  the  matter. 

5.  STATISTICS: 

Comparative  traffic  reports  for  April,  1957  indicate  a  continuing  increase 
in  passenger  traffic  as  compared  with  April,  1956.     Passengers  in  and  out  for 
April,  1957  totaled  297,473,  as  compared  with  269,753  in  April,  1956,  a  gain 
of  10.37o.     Similarly,  passengers  on  and  off  for  April,  1957  totaled  261,145, 
as  compared  to  230,089  in  April,  1956,  a  gain  of  13.5%. 

Freight  pounds  for  April,  1957  totaled  5,974,797,  as  compared  to  4,659,380 
in  April,  1956,  a  gain  of  28.270.    Airmail  and  express  are  up  also  in  1957  as 
compared  with  1956,  but  not  as  significantly  as  freight. 

Actual  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  through  April,  1957  amounted  to  $2,736,345, 
as  compared  to  an  estimated  revenue  of  $2,585,598.    Of  the  net  increase  which 
amounts  to  $150,747,  approximately  $82,000  is  derived  from  parking  lots  and 
U-Drive  activities. 

Estimated  expenses  to  April  30,  1957  (10/12  of  budgeted  appropriations)  were 
$1,620,192,  as  against  an  actual  and  estimated  expenditure  of  $1,581,053. 
The  Airport  continues  to  operate  within  its  budget. 

A  sizeable  increase  in  parking  lot  revenue  is  expected  as  a  result  of  the 
change  of  rates,  effective  May  16,  1957,  but  we  have  no  figures  evidencing  the 
result  of  the  increased  rates  as  yet.     Probably  the  first  significant  figures 
showing  the  results  of  the  rate  change  will  be  those  reflecting  June  business 
available  late  in  July. 

6.  BUDGET: 

Results  of  final  budget  action  left  the  Airport  with  30  authorized  Airport 
Attendants  instead  of  31,  which  is  the  number  of  permanent  employees  in  this 
classification  presently  on  the  payroll.     It  is  believed  this  occurred  inadver- 
tently, and  a  supplemental  appropriation  is  being  prepared  to  reinstate  the 
Airport  Attendant  position  which  was  budgeted  out  of  existence. 
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6.  BUDGET  (cont'd) 

The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  deleted  a  number  of  equipment  items 
that  were  requested,  the  largest  of  which  was  the  street  sweeper  ($10,000) 
needed  to  replace  a  worn-out,  outmoded  sweeper  presently  in  use.    Request  will 
be  made  in  the  near  future  to  purchase  many  of  the  deleted  items  out  of  any 
available  funds  from  which  such  items  may  be  purchased. 

7.  GOLF  DRIVING  RANGE: 

The  status  of  the  lease  with  Mr.  Milt  Richardson  for  the  Airport  Golf  Driving 
Range  is  called  to  your  attention.     This  lease  was  entered  into  in  October,  1955, 
and  from  the  very  beginning  a  delinquency  occurred.    In  April,  1956  arrangements 
were  made  with  Mr.  Richardson  to  pay  $300.00  per  month  until  his  business  permitted 
him  to  make  up  the  arrears.     In  December,  1956,  one  year  and  two  months  after 
the  lease  was  entered  into,  the  bonding  company  was  notified  of  the  delinquency. 
This  matter  was  first  brought  to  your  attention  in  February,  1957,  at  which 
time  the  Range  was  in  arrears  $1800,  and  Airport  Management  was  informed  at 
that  time  by  Mr.  Richardson  that  he  hoped  to  sell  by  June  1,  1957.     In  March 
the  City  Attorney  gave  30  day  notice  to  the  lessee,  beginning  March  5,  1957  and 
ending  April  5,  1957.     In  April  I  discussed  the  matter  with  Mr.  Richardson  and 
gave  him  an  additional  extension  to  May  15,  1957.    Current  indebtedness  to  this 
date  amounts  to  $3,154.68.     The  surety  bond  is  for  a  $5,000  coverage  and  expires 
October  1,  1957.    I  discussed  the  matter  with  Mr.  Richardson  again  last  week,  and 
he  informs  me  that  he  has  been  unable  to  accomplish  the  sale,  and  asked  if  the 
Commission  would  entertain  his  appearance  before  you  at  next  week's  meeting  so  that 
he  can  further  explain  his  position. 

8.  STAFF: 

Mr.  Harold  Messersmith  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Association 
of  Airport  Executives  in  Houston,  Texas,  on  May  6  to  May  8.     I  would  like  to 
have  Mr.  Messersmith  report  on  that  meeting.

The  items  summarized  herein  are  l?eing  .-resented  on  request  at  the 
June  4th  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City 
and  County  of  Jan  Francisco. 

The  Regional  Meeting  of  the  American  Transit  Association  was  held 
at  Portland,  Oregon  —  Hay  13  -  15,  1957-  and  was  attended  by 
four  members  of  the  staff  -- 

Mr.  Donald  Mazzoni,  General  Claims  ..gent 

Mr.  Bress  Corley,  Superintendent  of  Power  &  Plant 

Mr.  Harry  Cooley,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Transportation 

Mr.  Vernon  W.  Anderson,  Superintendent  of  Traffic 

The  various  sections  met  simultaneously  and  each  of  the  represent- 
atives attended  a  maximum  number  of  meetings  pertaining  directly 
or  indirectly  to  his  'work. 

Representatives  of  the  Municipal  Railway  of  San  Francisco  took  a 
very  active  part  in  this  conference.     Three  served  as  Chairmen  of 
sessions  in  their  respective  sections  —  and  one  attended  a 
management  session. 

Some  of  the  highlights  are  summarized  herein.     Additional  details 
are  covered  in  individual  reports  to  you.'    "  ' •" 

CLAIMS: 

In  addition  to  an  open  discussion  of  general  claims  and  safety 
problems,  two  major  subjects  considered  were  -- 

1)  Means  of  combating  the  N.A.C.C.A.   (i\iational  Association 
of  Claimants'  Compensation  Attorneys ) 

2)  Means  of  preventing  increased  litigation. 

It  is  Mr.  Mazzoni's  opinion  that  the  frank  discussion  of  these 
two  subjects  alone  will  make  it  possible  to  show  a  savings  in  the 
cost  of  accident  settlements.

POWER   &    P  L  A  N T  : 

Included  in  this  agenda  were  such  items  as  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion of  current  collection  equipment,  dewirements  and  control  of 
swinging  trolley  poles,  as  well  as  the  cost  and  method  of 
relocating  line  poles. 

Vancouver  and  Seattle  now  have  100^  automatic  substations  which 
function  very  well.     In  some  instances  the  substation  installations 
.re  relocated  to  overcome  a  problem  of  drop  Xn  voltage,  which 
previously  occurred  on  some  lines. 


T  RAFPIC  : 

The  subject  of  one-way  streets  was  thoroughly  considered.  Certain 
transit  systems  which  had  i^reviously  opposed  one-way  str3ets  now 
concede  that  their  adoption  has  improved  the  movement  of  traffic. 

In  some  instances,  operating  problems  developed  by  combining 
routes  along  one  right-hand  curb  which  previously  followed  two 
right-hand  curbs.     The  result  was  rather  serious  delay  by  reason 
of  insufficient  capacity  at  passenger  loading  zones        causing  a 
back-log  of  bus  and  other  traffic,     'where  warranted,  it  was  neces- 
sary tc  establish  loading  islands  similar  to  street  car  zones  -- 
and  also  to  have  coaches  on  different  lines  use  a  staggered  stop 
plan . 

One  of  the  principal  items  of  cost  in  effecting:  a  plan  of  one-way 
streets  is  that  of  moving  trolley  wires.     In  two  cities  of  the 
northwest  area  it  has  been  recognized  that    as  the  nature  of  the 
change  constituted  an  improvement  for  general  traffic,  this  item 
of  cost  should  not  be  assessed  "to  transit  patrons.     In  Seattle 
one-third  of  the  cost  of  moving  wires  came  from  transit  funds, 
while  in  Vancouver,  none  of  the  cost  came  from  transit  funds. 


ECONOMICS-     PATRONAGE    -  SERVICE  : 

The  trend  in  patronage  is  still  downward,  but  appears  to  be 

approaching  a  leveling-off  stage.     The  experience  in  San  Francisco 
is  less  severe  in  this  respect  than  the  general  average.  Costs, 
however,  continue  to  rise  and  many  properties  have  been  forced  tc 
effect  fare  and/or  service  adjustments. 

One  major  western  property  now  operates  all  its  lines  on  a  straight 

30-minute  headway  after  7:00  p.m.  and  has  also  adopted  a  straight 

20^  adult  fare.     Seattle  will  effect  a  12§^  student  rate  in 
September . 
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UPGRADING      TRANSIT  : 

Mr.  Ditmar,  President  of  the  American  Transit  Association,  referred 
to  improvements  made  in  goods  and  services  in  other  fields  which 
appeal  to  the  customer.     He  said  that  some  individuals  consider 
riding  a  transit  bus  practically  on  a  par  with  slumming,  as  it  re- 
lates to  transportation.     He  therefore  urged  upgrading  of  transit 
where  practicable  to  encourage  patronage.     Some  examples  of  this 
include  the  effort  of  the  industry  to  develop  a  motor  coach  much 
su  erior  to  today's  transit  bus     --  also  the  use  of  pleasant  color 
schemes  in  bus  interiors.     This  is  an  important  factor  when  it  is 
recognized  that  women  especially  are  color-conscious  and  they  con- 
stitute the  majority  of  our  riders. 

Other  means  of  upgrading  transit  include  certain  types  of  express 
service  --  and  some  progress  in  this  respect  has  been  made  in  San 
Francisco,  where,  for  example,  the  Parkmerced  Express  line  is  well 
regarded  by  that  community. 


CONCLUSION : 

Attending  conferences  of  this  kind  provides  an  opportunity  to  com- 
pare methods  and.  results  with  other  transit  executives  and  fopkeep 
abreast  of  developments  in  the  industry.     It  is  a  significant;  fact 
that  discussions  of  these  subjects  are  not  confined  to  the  formal 
sessions,  tut  continue  wherever  individuals  in  related  transit 
fields  meet  for  lunch,  in  the  lobby,  or  on  the  street,  while  mak- 
ing observation  of  operating  conditions  in  the  conference  city. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  each  member  of  the  staff  left  the  conference 
at  x;ortland  with  increased  enthusiasm  toward  carrying  out  the 
functions  of  his  department.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  even  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
has  a  water  problem  not  entirely  different  from  California's,  in  that 
the  northern  portion  of  the  State  is  an  area  with  surplus  water  and  the 
southern  portion  is  an  area  of  deficiency  where  the  ground  water  is 
overdrawn  resulting  in  salt  water  intrusion*    A  statewide  water  plan 
is  being  drawn  up  for  redistribution  of  the  available  supplies,  to  be 
financed  by  general  obligation  bonds  of  the  State* 

The  question  of  highway  financing  paying  for  water  utility 
relocation  necessitated  by  freeway  construction  under  the  Federal  high- 
ways program  is  not  a  closed  issue,  even  though  present  legislation 
permits  such  reimbursement*      Mr.  Jones  of  Alabama  has  introduced 
House  Bill  6937  under  the  terms  of  which  no  Federal  funds  could  be  used 
for  Federal  highways  or  for  Federally  assisted  State  highways*  Passage 
of  such  a  bill  would  cause  great  expense  to  our  water  utility* 

The  national  water  policy  is  still  very  unsettled*  and  can  have 
a  profound  effect  on  our  water  supply  situation  in  California. 

Water  service  in  Great  Britain  is  paid  for  by  a  tax  on  property 
served,  rather  than  on  the  basis  of  the  amount  of  water  consumed;  on  the 
theory  that  water  works  should  be  paid  for  by  those  who  have  the  most 
wealth  rather  than  by  those  who  use  the  most  water*

Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey  -  Hay  12-17,  1957 


The  77th  annual  conference  of  the  American  water  Works 
Association  was  held  in  Atlantic  City  May  12-17,  1957.  Twelve 
papers  were  presented  in  general  and  joint  sessions,  22  papers 
were  presented  in  individual  division  sessions,  13  progress 
reports  were  presented  by  the  Water  Works  Practice  and  Water  Work- 
Administration  committees  and  2h  reports  were  presented  by 
committees  sponsored  by  the  various  divisions.     In  addition  a 
number  of  working  committees  held  open  meetings  for  discussion. 

This  was  the  largest  meeting  held  to  date  with  total 
registration  being  j.037. 

Following    are  brief  comments  on  some  of  the  papers  of 
interest : 

Land  Acquisition  Policy  for  Impounding  Reservoirs : 
by  Francis  S.  Priel 

Briefly  this  paper  set  up  a  classification  of  land  areas 
for  acquisition,  listed  the  different  purposes  for  impounding 
reservoirs,  recited  the  policy  on  land  acquisition  adopted  by 
various  public  and  private  water  works  organizations  and  set  up 
what  the  author  considered  to  be  a  reasonable  land  acquisition 
policy.    However,  the  background  data  and  experience  used  in  the 
preparation  of  this  paper  was  based  on  eastern  and  midwestern 
conditions  and  practices  and  this  important  point  should  be  kept 
in  mind  when  making  any  comparison  with  practices  in  the  Pacific 
Coast  states. 

The  reasonable  polity  was  as  follows: 

1.  Sufficient  land  for  reservoir  area,  dam  and 
appurtt nances  must  be  purchased. 

2.  Sufficient  marginal  land  should  be  acquired 
to  control  access  for  preservation  of  quality 
giving  due  consideration  to  the  treatment  the 
supply  will  receive.. 

3.  Sufficient  land  should  be  acquired  for 
operation  and  maintenance  and  access  by 
employees. 

h.     Sufficient  land  should  be  acquired  for 

protection  against  legal  liabilities  (flood 
and  wave  erosion). 


5.  Additional  land  should  be  acquired  when 
economical  for  erosion  control. 

6.  A  minimum  "take  line"  approximately  100 
feet  or  more  back  from  maximum  flood  level 
is  desirable. 

7.  Based  on  experience  it  appears  that  total 
land  which  has  been  acquired  is  about  300$ 
of  high  water  lake  area  for  cases  where 
the  water  supply  is  filtered. 

Public  Access  to  Lands  Surrounding  Impounding  Reservoirs; 
by  D.  P.  Morse 

The  paper  d? scribes  the  two  reservoirs  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Indianapolis  vater  Company,  a  private  corporation.  The 
reservoirs  form  the  only  two  lakes  in  the  area  which  is  starved 
for  water  recreation  activities.    Water  is  released  from  both 
reservoirs  and  flows  16  and  2h  miles  down  their  respective  stream 
beds  to  diversion  points  near  Indianapolis  to  the  filter  plants. 
One  reservoir  permits  bank  fishing,  boat  fishing  through  conces- 
sionaire, sail  boat.-'ng  through  a  club,  and  picnicking  at 
designated  places  a.r  ound  the  shore  (outboards  up  to  5i  h.p. 
permitted  on  boats)  0 

The  second  reservoir  permits  bank  fishing,  boat  fishing 
through  a  concessionaire,  power  boating  through  concessionaire 
which  included  water  skiing  and  aquaplaning.    This  reservoir 
area  is  zoned  for  slow  boats  no  skiing,  fast  boats  no  skiing  and 
speed  and  ski. 

The  concessionaire  on  the  first  reservoir  was  required 
to  take  out  Public  Liability  and  Property  Damage  insurance  of 
#200,000,  $500,000  and  ^10,000.    The  power  boat  concessionaire 
on  the  second  reservoir  was  required  to  take  out  Public  Liability 
and  Property  Damage  insurance  of  $200,000,  $1,000,000  and  $50,000, 

The  Water  Company  requires  that  permits  be  issued  to  all 
participants  although  they  are  issued  at  many  places  and  are 
reasonably  easy  to  obtain.    The  whole  operation  is  operated  by 
the  company  as  a  public  relations  project. 

The  paper  was  discussed  by  a  Mr.  Allen  of  the  Seattle 
Water  Department  who  emphasized  the  dissimilarity  in  their  water 
system  operations,  availability  of  recreational  facilities  and 
land  values.     Seattle  owns  71%  of  their  watershed  lands  and 
permits  no  recreation,  but  their  water  supply  requires  and  receive 
only  chlorination  for  treatment.    Mr.  McFarland  of  East  Bay 
Municipal  Utility  District  discussed  California  pending 
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legislation  and  the  situation  with  regard  to  permitted  recreation 
on  their  facilities. 

Application  of  Automation : 

Mr.  Appleyard  of  Philadelphia  described  their  present 
system  of  telemetering  to  a  central  station  and  their  proposed 
new  system  of  telemetering  to  a  central  station  to  permit  remote 
control  of  pumping. 

Mr.  S.  C.  Mc Lend on  described  the  remote  control  system 
used  by  the  Long  Island  Water  Company. 

Solution  Effects  of  Water  Upon  Cement  and  Concrete 
Linings  of  Water  Mains  % 

The  joint  paper  was  presented  by  Mr.  Sweitzer  of  Lock 
Joint  Pipe  Company  which  gave  analytical  data  to  prove  that  the 
solution  effect  on  concrete  linings  took  place  only  in  the 
1/32  to  3/32  depth  below  the  surface,  and  that  the  re  act  ion 
stabilized  itself  with  the  first  18  months  after  the  pipe  is  put 
into  service.    The  reaction  seems  to  be  stopped  by  the  formation 
of  a  Mg  Si  02  or  Ca  CO^  film.     Paints  are  not  particularly 
effective  is  stopping  such  surface  reactions  as  they  will  not 
hold  up  for  very  long  periods  of  time.     Actually  the  solution 
effects  on  the  concrete  surfaces  cause  no  particular  harm. 

Water  Hammer  Allowances  in  Pipe  Design j 

This  was  in  reality  a  committee  report  which  concentrated 
their  study  on  distribution  pipe  18"  and  under. 

Their  findings  seemed  to  be  that  failures  took  place  in 
the  system  immediately  after  long  time  operating  pressures  were 
increased  and  that  following  such  initial  failures  of  weak  points 
the  system  settled  down  and  little  trouble  was  experienced.  They 
did  considerable  research  in  their  studies  and  found  it  very 
difficult  to  correlate  data  with  exact  type  of  pipe  as  specifi- 
cations have  varied  so  much,  particularly  prior  to  1910.  They 
believe  the  factor  of  safety  in  the  pipe  itself  now  will  cover 
necessary  water  hammer  allowance. 

A  second  study  of  water  hammer  on  premises  showed  many 
industries  to  be  creating  many  water  hammer  conditions  affecting 
the  piping  system  as  certain  breweries  were  operating  13  changes 
a  minute  with  100  gpm  flows  on  and  off  and  that  some  laundries 
were  operating  some  80-100  interruptions  a  day  of  flows  as  high 
as  600  gpm. 
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The  Jar  Test ; 

Professor  Black  of  Florida  University  gave  the  history  of 
flocculation  in  water  treatment  and  discussed  the  importance  of 
the  laboratory  test  in  determination  of  correct  method  and  dosaget 
for  various  type  waters. 

The  Coagulant  Aids : 

The  author  discussed  the  new  polyelectrolytes  which  are 
being  introduced  as  coagulent  aids,  the  amounts  necessary,  their 
toxicity,  and  their  effects.    There  is  an  optimum  dosage  for  each 
water  and  coagulant  and  an  increase  or  decrease  will  reduce 
effects. 

Results  have  been  obtained  with  doses  as  low  as  .05  ppm 
and  0.5  ppm  is  in  the  upper  range  of  required  dosages  for  most 
waters  tested. 

R ad ip  t  Ac tive  _Cu  1 t ur  e  Me d i a : 
by  G.  V.  Levin" 

This  type  media  is  being  used  in  an  attempt  to  develop  a 
a  rapid  test  for  coliform  organisms  which  in  principal  require  the 
filtering  of  enough  water  through  a  small  microfilter  to  collect 
five  or  more  organisms.    The  filter  is  placed  in  a  plastic  chimney 
and  media  made  up  with  radioactive  carbon  added.     (Strength  up  to 
5%  O.K.).    Air  is  circulated  to  create  aerobic  conditions  and  the 
COp  given  off  by  the  metabolism  of  coliforms  is  absorbed  in  a  pad 
and  the  radioactivity  of  the  pad  tested  at  the  end  of  a  specified 
period.    Not  enough         is  used  to  be  hazardous  and  the  test  is 
still  in  the  experimental  phases. 

Automation  and  Remote  Control  of  Chemical  Feeders ; 

This  author  described  various  type  of  controls  used,  the 
principle  involved  and  some  of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages 
of  each.    Discussion  was  given  with  the  aid  of  slides. 

Organic  Components  in  Water  Causing  Taste  and  Odor °. 

Components  in  water  which  may  cause  tastes  and  odors  are 
organic  acids,  amines,  aldehydes,  keytones,  etc.    Tests  require 
that  several  thousand  gallons  of  water  be  passed  through  carbon, 
the  carbon  to  be  dried  and  adsorbents  extracted  using  chlorophorm 
and  then  alcohol.    Tests  can  then  be  made  on  the  extraction  to 
determine  type  of  component.    Concentrations  ranged  from  25  to 
930  ppb  in  waters  tested.    Components  are  detectable  as  follows; 

Phenols  -  250  to  *+000  ppb 

Chlorinated  Phenols  -  1  to  100  ppb 

Refinery  Hydrocarbons  -  25  to  *+0  ppb 

Petrochemical  Wastes  -  15  to  100  ppb 
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The  Oregon  Water  Law : 


Professor  Merryfield  discussed  Oregon's  water  resources 
and  requirements,  and  discussed  the  Oregon  Water  Law.     The  law, 
in  brief,  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  State  Water  Resource 
Board  which  Board  is  required  to  study  existing  water  resources, 
conservation  of  such  sources  and  present  and  future  uses  in  the 
various  categories.    The  Board  shall  formulate  programs  for  the 
use  and  control  of  water;  hold  hearings  and  render  decisions.  The 
Board  has  broad  permissive  powers  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  the 
act  including  authority  to: 

1.  Withdraw  water  from  appropriation. 

2.  Represent  the  state  in  formation  and  execution  of 
compacts  concerning  water  use. 

3.  Promote  coordination  between  local,  state  and 
federal  projects. 

h.     Accept  and  expend  monies  from  any  public  or 
private  source. 

5.  Have  access  to  all  records,  public  or  private, 
relative  to  water  resources  of  state. 

6.  Receive  mandatory  cooperation  from  all  state 
agenices  and  public  corporations. 

7.  Devise  plans  and  programs  for  the  development 
of  t he  water  resources  of  the  state. 

New  Jersey  Water  Supply  Development : 

This  subject  was  introduced  by  Governor  Meynor  with 
principal  technical  contribution  by  succeeding  speakers. 

New  Jersey  also  has  the  problem  of  poor  distribution  of 
water  with  major  needs  in  the  northern  part  of  the  state  and 
available  water  in  the  south.     Although  considerable  work  has 
been  done  in  the  solution  of  their  problems  a  recent  bond  issue 
failed  because  of  inadequate  public  education  and  a  fresh  start 
must  be  made  if  needed  results  are  to  be  attained. 

Planning;  Key  to  Greater  Utilization  of  Water  Resources; 

This  paper  presented  by  the  Deputy  Director  of  the  State 
Water  Department  gave  the  history  of  water  planning  atfc  the  state 
level  in  California.  The  history  of  the  state  water  plan  was 
discussed,  the  reason  for  construction  of  Central  Valley  project 
by  the  Buareu  of  Reclamation  explained  and  the  current  water  plan 
discussed  with  particular  emphasis  in  the  need  of  a  strong  State 
Water  Department. 
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The  current  recommendations  of  the  State  Water  Department 
now  include; 

1.  That  the  state  adopt  a  policy  accepting  respon- 
sibility for  financing,  constructing  and 
operation  of  large  international  transfer 
projects  and  for  smaller  projects  having 
definite  statewide  interest. 

2.  That  the  state  assist  local  agencies  in  development 
of  their  own  resources  through  long  term 

low  interest  loans.    This  is  based  on  the  concept 
that  the  state  should  participate  to  the  extent  of 
statewide  interest  in  such  projects  and  such  interest 
may  be  to  make  the  local  project  conform  with  the 
interests  of  the  California  Water  Plan. 

3.  That  legislation  be  enacted  confirming  and 
expanding  the  protection  of  areas  of  water  origin 
for  the  reservation  of  water  needed  for  their 
reasonable  future  full  development. 

h.    That  legislation  should  include  amendments  to 
assure  firm  contracts  for  water  from  state  con- 
structed projects  to  areas  of  water  deficiency. 

The  State  Water  Department  realizes  that  the  above  basic 
policies  will  require  that  a  host  of  other  standards  in  operating 
criteria  be  resolved  within  a  short  period  of  time  much  of  which 
must  be  done  through  the  elected  representatives  of  the  state 
acting  on  the  recommendations  provided  by  the  Department  of 
Water  Resources. 

The  Water  Department  believes  that  a  part  of  their  job 
of  leadership  is  to  keep  the  larger  projects  moving  during  the 
period  of  resolving  the  political  policy  questions. 

National  Water  Policy  % 
by  Abel  Wolman 

Professor  Wolman  discussed  national  water  policy  in 
general  covering  the  data  as  printed  in  the  April  1957  "Willing 
Water1'  pamphlet  as  sent  out  from  American  J&ter  Works  Association 
headquarters. 

Water  Works  Plan  in  Great  Britain i 
by  G.  N.  Binne 

The  majority  of  water  supply  systems  are  publicly  owned 
in  Great  Britain  with  a  relatively  few  under  private  ownership. 
Mr.  Binne  briefly  discussed  the  conditions  under  which  water 
districts  are  controlled  and  stated  that  there  is  a  strong  move 
by  the  labor  party  to  have  all  utilities  grouped  under  large 
authorities,  requiring  some  50  of  such  authorities  throughout 
England  under  such  a  plan. 
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Handling  Liquid  Alum s 

There  was  a  panel  discussion  on  this  subject  in  which  the 
various  participants  described  their  methods  of  operation  and  the 
experiences  and  difficulties  in  handling  liquid  alum  throughout 
their  respective  plants.     One  of  the  principal  points  brought  out 
was  that  many  of  their  difficulties  stem  from  the  dilution  of 
the  material  which  was  necessary  because  of  their  inability  to 
move  the  liquid  alum  in  cold  weather. 

Experiences  in  Handling  Fluorides  % 

This  was  a  panel  discussion  in  which  a  representative  of 
San  Francisco  participated.    Each  participant  in  general  briefly 
discussed  difficulties  in  operation,  the  accuracy  of  their  feedii 
devices,  persistence  of  material  in  solution  throughout  their 
distribution  systems  and  commented  on  whether  or  not  any  deleters 
effects  were  noted  on  their  employees.    The  conclusions  resulting 
from  the  panel  discussion  as  summed  up  by  the  moderator  were  as 
follows  s 

1.  In  a  water  system,  where  the  rate  of  flow  of  water  is 
known  at  some  given  point,  fluorides  can  be  added  to 
the  water  in  the  exact  amount  desired. 

2.  The  fluoride  added  will  extend  to  the  extremities  of 
the  distribution  system  -  with  no  measurable  lessening 
of  the  concentration  in  the  water  flowing  in  the  mains. 

3.  Fluoride  ions  may  concentrate  in  tubercles  in  small 
amounts,  together  with  other  negative  ions  in  the 
water  such  as  SO*    and  CI.    This  separation  of  negative 
and  positive  ions  is  electro-chemical  in  nature  and 

is  necessary  for  the  promotion  of  tubercles. 

h.    The  rate  of  concentration  of  these  materials  is  so 
slow  that  the  amount  of  F  removed  from  the  water 
cannot  be  measured  by  the  usual  test  methods. 

5.  There  is  no  way  in  which  the  fluoride  concentrated 
in  the  tubercles  can  be  remixed  with  the  water  so  as 
to  bring  about  a  measurable  increase  in  fluoride 
content  of  the  water  flowing  in  the  pipe. 

6.  Iron  rust  loosely  deposited  in  water  pipes  outside 
of  the  tubercles  v/ill  not  absorb  a  measurable  amount 
of  fluoride  within  the  rust  particles,  and  thus, 
when  brought  into  suspension  as  a  result  of  high 
flow  rate,  will  not  measurably  increase  the  con- 
centration of  fluoride  in  the  flowing  water. 

7.  There  is  no  way  in  which  part  of  a  water  system,  such 
as  home  services,  can  be  operated  so  as  to  bring 
undue  amounts  of  fluoride  to  a  consumer  or  group  of 
consumers. 
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8.  Tubercles  cling  tightly  to  iron  pipe  and 
flushing,  regardless  of  how  violent,  cannot 
dislodge  an  appreciable  amount  of  tubercles. 
(It  would  be  quite  helpful  to  operators  of 
systems  handling  corrosive  water  if  tubercles 
could  be  removed  by  flushing). 

9.  In  a  water  system,  fully  99  per  cent  of  the 
consumers  will  receive  water  containing  the 
full  amount  of  fluoride  added.    The  remaining 
one  per  cent  may  receive  water  with  a  slightly 
lesser  amount  than  that  added. 

10.    No  water  system  should  consider  discontinuing 
fluoridation  because  of  fear  that  abnormal 
concentration  of  fluorides  will  occur  in  any 
part  of  the  system. 

Problems  in  Personnel  Recruiting ; 
by  Milton  Rosen 

Recruitment  of  engineer  and  water  works  personnel  seems 
to  be  a  universal  problem.    The  speaker  was  very  emphatic  in 
his  statement  that  Water  Departments  would  have  to  increase 
salaries  comparable  to  those  in  private  industry  if  they  are  to 
attract  qualified  water  works  personnel.    Discussions  from  the 
floor  seemed  to  primarily  cover  the  engineering  classifications 
where  again  the  matter  of  salaries  was  reemphasized.  Philadelphia 
is  hiring,  or  at  least  attempting  to  hire,  engineering  students 
after  their  sophomore  or  junior  year  for  summer  work  in  the  hope 
of  interesting  them  in  utility  work  in  order  to  attract  them  after- 
graduation. 

Another  point  brought  out  in  the  discussion  was  the 
lack  of  opportunity  towards  attaining  a  reasonably  good  salary 
after  a  number  of  years  of  service,  even  though  beginning  salaries 
had  been  raised  the  salaries  of  experienced  engineers  has  not  kepJ 
pace. 

Committee  Reports s 

A  number  of  committee  reports  were  submitted  during  the 
half  day  of  business  session  for  each  division,  copies  of  the 
more  detailed  being  obtained  for  our  files.    No  comment  is  being 
made  on  them  here. 

Exhibits; 

An  excellent  exhibit  of  water  works  equipment  and 
materials  was  available  which  compared  favorably  with  those  of 
preceding  years.     The  principal  developments  seemed  to  be  in 
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methods  of  remote  control,  metering  and  water  treatment 
appurtenances.     Probably  the  device  which  attracted  the  most 
interest  at  the  conference  was  the  magnetic  drive  water  meter 
exhibited  by  the  Rockwell  Manufacturing  Company  for  the  first 
time.    This  magnetic  drive  principle  seemed  to  be  more  in  evidence 
in  the  water  recording  and  control  equipment  exhibited  at  this 
convention  than  at  any  previous  time. 

Inspection  Trip i 

Friday  an  inspection  trip  was  made  to  the  Lock  Joint  plant 
near  Aberdeen,  Maryland,  where  the  8V  prestressed  concrete  pipe 
was  made  for  the  City  of  Baltimore.    Two  joints  were  set  up  for 
prestressed  wire  wrapping  for  our  visit.    Cores  for  this  pipe  were, 
approximately  6"  thick,  vertically  cast  with  a  16  gauge  membrane 
located  2"  from  the   inner  surface.    The  cores  are  set  up  on  a  turj 
table  and  supported  top  and  bottom.    The  high  tensile  No.  6  steel 
wire  used  for  wrapping  comes  in  rolls  and  the  wire  first  runs  to 
a  bull  wheel  where  several  turns  are  taken  to  give  a  friction 
connection.    This  wheel  is  directly  connected  to  a  DC  motor  with  , 
controlled  drag  to  govern  the  wire  stress  for  wrapping.    The  wire 
leaving  this  -wheel  passes  through  a  series  of  pulleys  to  a  contrc. 
pulley  located  some  30  feet  in  the  air  at  the  top  of  the  equipment 
At  this  point  the  top  pulley  is  connected  to  a  load  cell  which  is 
the  heart  of  the  control  equipment.    The  pulley  load  is  transferre 
to  the  load  cell  and  this  load  cell  in  turn  actuates  control 
equipment  which  varies  the  field  of  the  DC  motor  to  maintain  the 
necessary  drag  to  give  the  proper  stress  in  the  wire  during  the 
wrapping  period.    The  sensitivity  of  the  controls  is  reported  to 
be  plus  or  minus  100  pounds  total  load  on  the  wire.    The  wrapping 
operation  appears  to  hold  a  uniform  stress  in  the  wire  throughout 
the  operation  and  the  wire  is  connected  on  either  end  of  the 
cylinder  through  a  special  connection  using  a  driven  wedge. 
Following  the  wrapping  operation  the  wrapped  core  is  placed  in  a 
second  mold  and  the  covering  2"  of  concrete  is  poured.     All  forms 
are  vibrated. 

Following  the  Lock  Joint  pipe  inspection  a  visit  was  then 
made  to  the  Philadelphia  Water  Department.     One  of  the  principal 
pieces  of  equipment  of  interest  was  their  Mcllroy  Network 
Analyzer,  which  this  Water  Department  has  purchased  az  a  cost  of 
some  ^0,000.     As  yet,  Philadelphia  has  not  had  opportunity  to 
work  out  many  problems.    They  have  an  annual  contract  with  the 
Pitometer  Company  for  leakage  surveys  throughout  their  system  and 
these  leak  surveys  provide  data  on  flow  and  friction  factors  in 
their  pipelines  throughout  sections  of  the  city  being  tested.  I 
noted  that  the  friction  factors  of  their  cast  iron  pipes  ranged 
down  to  *+8  for  the  value  of  "C"  in  the  Hazen  and  Williams  formula. 
The  analyzer  in  brief  sets  up  an  electrical  system  as  a  prototype 
of  a  water  system  in  which  voltage  corresponds  to  pressure, 
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amperage  to  flow  and  resistence  to  friction.    Current  equaling 
flow  input  can  be  placed  in  the  system  at  any  point  and  with- 
drawals can  be  taken  out  as  desired.    Normally  a  section  for  stud: 
is  set  up  at  one  time  with  the  input  and  withdrawals  comparable 
to  inflow  and  usage  put  into  the  system,  and  the  resultant  flows 
and  pressures  checked  at  various  points  as  desired.    To  date  they 
seem  to  be  enthusiastic  about  the  equipment  and  feel  that  they  ar< 
economically  justified  in  its  use.'    They  have  found  it  particular, 
helpful  in  studying  situations  where  a  line  must  be  taken  out  of 
service  as    it  permits  them  to  try  a  number  of  methods  of  reinfor 
ing  the  system  to  provide  for  consumption  during  such  shutodwn 
period.    However,  it  was  pointed  out  to  me  that  Philadelphia 
carries  a  relatively  low  pressure  throughout    their  water  system 
and  therefore  the  removal  of  any  feeder  line  may  be  very  critical 
particularly  during  the  summer  season.    The  pitometer  survey  is 
giving  them  considerable  data  on  the  usage  of  water  in  various 
sections  of  the  city,  and  this  data  combined  with  the  Planning 
Commission's  forecast  of  the  type  of  development  in  a  given  area 
is  used  in  their  estimate  of  future  area  needs  end  such  informa- 
tion is  used  in  current  water  system  development. 

A  short  visit  was  made  in  the  evening  to  their  meter  shop 
where  they  are  now  putting  through  some  50*000  meters  a  year. 
They  are  setting  up  a  program  of  bringing  in  a  meter  for  inspect ic 
and  repair  once  every  10  years.    Their  flow  line  of  work  in  meter 
repair  seems  to  be  fairly  well  worked  out  and  their  program  of 
operations  is  carried  along  by  the  use  of  a  conveyor.  Their 
department  has  an  I.B.M.  system  set  up  in  the  office  at  their 
Corporation  Yard  and  all  meter  data  is  maintained  on  I.B.M.  cards. 

It  was  noted  that  this  department  maintains  two  emergency 
crews  in  readiness  at  the  yard  throughout  the  office  hours,  which 
crews  seem  to  have  no  apparent  work  other  than  emergency  calls. 
However,  such  type  work  appears  to  be  a  reward  for  older,  well 
qualified  employees. 

This  department  employes  approximately  1500  men,  has  an 
operating  budget  of  about  ^10,000,000.00  exclusive  of  bond  intere 
and  depreciation,  and  has  a  total  revenue  of  about  17i  million 
dollars.

Water  Legislation 

To  date  there  has  been  no  concurrence  by  all  interested  parties  in 
a  proposed  State  constitutional  amendment  to  resolve  the  "County  of  Origin" 
water  problem.    Several  different  versions  are  now  in  committees  of  both  house? 
of  the  Legislature  and  it  appears  doubtful  whether  any  agreement  will  be  reach- 
ed before  the  Legislature  adjourns  on  June  12. 

This  department  was  represented  at  a  meeting  of  the  Statewide  Water 
Resources  Committee  of  the  California  State  Chamber  of  Commerce  held  in 
San  Francisco  on  Thursday,  May  23,  1957.    The  agenda  included  a  report  on  the 
proposed  constitutional  amendment  relative  to  the  "County  of  Origin'-'  problem 
which  the  Governor's  Water  Lawyers  Committee  recommended,  the  San  Luis  Project, 
the  Colorado  River  water  controversy  and  the  California  Water  Plan.

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Cherry  Valley  Dam 

A  Certificate  of  Approval  signed  by  the  State  Director  of  Water 
Resources  on  May  17,  1957,  has  been  received  for  the  Cherry  Valley  Dam.  This 
certifies  that  the  dam  as  completed  has  been  inspected  and  that  it  is  safe  for 
use    to  the  full  extent  contemplated. 

A  voucher  in    the  sum  of  $63,619.23  has  been  received  from  the 
Federal  Government  which  will  make  a  total  amount  received  of  $8,986,^30.00, 
This  amount  together  with  $13,570.00  withheld  by  reason  of  certain  work  perfcr: 
ed  for  the  City  by  the  South  Pacific  Division  Laboratorr/  of  the  U.  S.  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers,  represents  the  $9,000,000  flood  control  value  of  steps 
(l)  and  (2)  of  our  contrp.^t  with  the  Corps.    All  funds  received  were  used  fvr 
the  construction  of  the  Cherry  Valley  Dam  and  appurtenr.nies. 

Failure  of  Transmission  Line  Conduct or 

A  report  received  from  Abbot  A.  Hanks,  Inc.  after  examination  and 
study  concludes  that  the  recent  failure  of  a  copper  conductor  on  the  City's 
115,000-volt  transmission  line  was  due  to  corrosion-fatigue  and  that  for  this 
reason,  it  is  advisable  to  replace  the  conductors  on  the  entire  westerly  nine 
miles  of  the  6-conductor  copper  section  of  the  line.    Plans  and  cok'c  estimates 
are  new  being  prepared  for  this  replacement  work. 

Retirement  System  Eligibility  for  Construction  Employees 

At  its  meeting  on  May  27,  1957,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  for 
second  reading  an  amendment  to  the  Municipal  Code  initiated  by  this  department 
which  will  permit  employees  on  Hetch  Hetchy  construction  work  after  two  years 
of  service  to  become  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Retirement  System  and  the 
Health  Service  System.

Work  Performed  by  Sverdruo  &  Parcel.  Inc • 

Design  criteria  for  various  phases  of  the  project  including  penstock 
and  structural  work  have  been  prepared  and  submitted  by  ^'verdrup  &  Parcel  fox 
the  department's  review  and  approval. 

Arrangement  plans  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  have  been  submitted  and 
are  now  being  reviewed  by  the  department  and  Mr.  Maryatt,  consulting  electrical 
engineer. 

Several  alternate  plans  for  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  and  Penstocks 
have  been  studied  by  Sverdrup  &  Parcel  to  determine  if  any  material  savings 
could  be  effected  over  the  original  plan  of  a  high  level  tunnel  and  a  surface 
penstock.    Conferences  to  discuss  these  plans  were  held  on  May  8,  1?  and  28, 
with  the  Board  of  Consultants  in  attendance  at  the  latter  two.    It  was  finally 
decided  that  the  original  plan  would  be  most  feasible. 

The  general  requirement  drawings  for  the  double- circuit,  230, 000- volt 
transmission  line  towers  east  of  Moccasin,  have  been  completed  and  submitted 
to  the  department  for  approval.    The  technical  specifications  for  purchase 
of  the  towers  are  being  reviewed. 

Work  Performed  by  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared  for  the  access  road  to 
the  Cherry  Powerhouse  site.      The  road  will  be  approximately  3/^  mile  in 


length,  running  from  the  present  Cherry  Valley  road  and  crossing  the  Cherry 
River  on  a  reinforced  concrete  bridge  135  feet  in  length. 

Plans  for  revision  of  rights  of  way  originally  acquired  from  the 
Federal  Government  are  nearing  completion  and  negotiations  will  be  started 
soon  with  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  U.  S.  Department  of  the  Interior,  to 
expedite  the  acquisition  of  right  of  way  over  public  lands.    Plans  for  the 
acquisition  of  rights  of  way  over  private  .Lands  are  also  nearing  completion 
and  the  Director  of  Property  will  be  requested  to  begr.n  negotiations  for  the 
acquisition. 

Several  private  engineering  firms  have  been  contacted  relative  to 
extending  to  the  various  construction  sites  the  triangulation  survey  ne^ivc"* 
which  was  established  in  the  vicinity  last  year  by  the  United  States  Coast 
and  Geodetic  Survey  under  a  contract  with  the  City.    It  is  proposed  to  award 
a  contract  immediately  for  engineering  services  relative  to  this  work  to  be 
completed  prior  to  the  commencement  of  tunnel  construction  work  this  fall. 

The  specifications  for  the  procurement  of  the  hydraulic  turbines 
for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  have  been  completed  and  upon  approval  of  the  Commis- 
sion will  be  forwarded  to  the  Purchasing  Department.  (Estimated  maximum  cost 
including  escalation- $2, 500, 000. ) 

Bids  for  the  furnishing  and  installing  of  the  generating  equipment 
for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  will  be  opened  on  June  6,  1957*    (Estimated  maximum 
cost  including  escalation  -  $3,500,000.) 

Preliminary  studies  of  the  power  transformer  requirements  for  the 
Cherry  Powerhouse  are  in  progress. 

Supplemental  appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $9»3509  000  for  equipment 
and  construction  for  the  Canyon-Cherry  Power  Development  was  approved  for 
second  reading  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  May  27. 


AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 


1956  Airport  Bond  Program 

Preliminary  drawings  for  Pier  E  and  its  connecting  concourse  were 
submitted  by  the  Architects,  Loubet  and  Glynn,  to  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  on  May  17,  1957 »  and  discussions  have  been  held  with  the  Airport  Depart- 
ment and  with  American  Airlines,  the  prospective  tenant,  on  the  proposed  lr.youto 
Subsequently,  American  Airlines  revised  their  space  requirements  in  Pier  E  and 
the  Architects  have  modified  the  drawings  to  reflect  the  requested  changes. 
A  preliminary  cost  estimate  has  been  prepared  by  the  Architects,  and  this 
estimate  will  form  the  basis  for  discussions  between  the  Airport  Department 
and  the  tenant  relative  to  the  rental  of  space.    When  this  phase  of  the 
problem  is  resolved  by  the  Airport  Department,  the  drawings  of  the  proposed 
structure  will  be  submitted  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  Art 
Commission  for  approval,  before  final  plans  and  specifications  are  authorized 
to  be  undertaken  by  the  Architects. 

Following  action  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors in  disapproving  request  of  $5 » 3^7 » 000  for  construction  in  the  1957-58 
Budget,  a  supplemental    appropriation  was  requested  in  the  amount  of  $1,200,000 
from  the  1956  Airport  Bond  Fund  for  construction  of  first  half  of  Pier  E  and 
connecting  concourse  and  for  the  reconstruction  of  portion  of  runway  pavements. 

Weekly  conferences  have  been  held  with  Mr.  Robert  Horonjeff,  Airport 
Consultant,  on  various  problems  relating  to  the  expansion  of  the  landing  field 
facilities.    The  Bureau  has  requested  Mr.  Arthur  C.  Jenkins,  Traffic  Consultant, 
to  investigate  several  matters  pertaining  to  the  movement  of  passengers  and 
baggage  in  the  Terminal  Building. 

Investigations  have  been  made  of  various  sources  of  fill  material 
required  for  the  Airport  expansion  program.

State  Director  of  Water  Resources  has  issued  a  Certificate  of 
Approval,  certifying  that  the  Cherry  Valley  Dam  as  completed 
has  been  inspected  and  safe  for  use  to  the  full  extent  con- 
templated; following  study,  it  has  been  determined  that  por- 
tion of  the  transmission  line,  western  end,  will  have  to  be 
replaced;  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved  an  amendment 
to  the  Municipal  Code,  under  which,  employees  on  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  construction  work  after  two  years  will  be  eligible 
for  member shipment  in  the  Retirement  and  the  Health  Service 
Systems.

noted  that  some  properties  have  100$  automatic  substations; 
one-way  streets  were  thoroughly  considered,  some  companies 
previously  on  record  in  opposition  thereto,  new  concede  that 
adoption  has  improved  the  movement  of  traffic.    Trend  in 
riding  habit  continues  to  be  downward,  but  approaching  a 
leveling-off  stage.

"New  Jersey  Water  Supply  Development";  "Planning-Key  to 
Greater  Utilization  of  Water  Resources";  "National  Water 
Supply";  "Water  Planning  in  Great  Britain";  "Highway  Reloca- 
tion Problems";  "Experiences  in  Applying  Fluorides";  "Water 
Utility  Earnings".

Junipero  Serra  Freeway:  -  James  H.  Turner,  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  submitted  a 
report,  reviewing  construction  of  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway 
along  two  alternate  routes  between  San  Francisco  and  San  Jose0 
The  foater  Department  is  vitally  interested  in  the  proposed 
projects,  particularly  in  proposed  Route  B,  traversing  in 
large  part,  watershed  lands  and  subjecting  the  water  supply  of 
San  Francisco  and  Peninsula  Areas  to  pollution  or  contamina- 
tion of  the  water  in  the  reservoirs.    Following  discussion, 
the  Commission  directed  that  the  whole  matter  be  re-studied  in 
the  light  of  possible  filtration  requirements  and  estimated 
costs  thereof  and  to  resubmit  the  whole  matter  to  the  Com- 
mission at  its  next  regular  meeting.

Dear  Sir: 

At  the  meeting  of  June  4,  1957  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  considered  a  letter  dated  June  3,  1957  in  which  it 
was  recommended  that  the  Commission  approve  a  resolution 
establishing  a  policy  with  reference  to  the  construction  of 
Route  "B"  of  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  on  the  watershed  lands 
of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department.    During  the  discussion 
of  this  letter  the  Commission  indicated  a  desire  for  additional 
information  and  a  revised  form  of  resolution  in  this  connection. 
The  following  is  submitted  in  answer  to  those  desires. 

On  the  assumption  that  the  proposed  Route  "A"  is  not 
feasible  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  maintains  a 
position  adverse  to  Route  "B"  the  question  arose  as  to  whether 
there  was  a  feasible  route  satisfying  the  requirements  of  the 
Water  Department  that  could  be  supported  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission . 

The  Water  Department  staff  has  studied,  and  advances  for 
consideration,  a  route  which  may  be  termed  the  "Crest  Route" 
which  in  general  would  follow  the  watershed  line  or  crest  of 
the  hills  on  the  easterly  edge  of  the  peninsula  watersheds. 
This  route  has  been  discussed  with  the  Highway  Department  so 
they  are  fully  informed  of  the  proposal.  Attached  is  a  map 
on  which  the  location  of  this  "Crest  Route"  is  roughly  indicated. 

Construction  of  the  freeway  on  this  route  would  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  the  Water  Department  in  the  following 
respects : 

1.  Permit  the  least  practicable  use  of  watershed 
lands  for  freeway  purposes. 

2.  Allow  construction  of  considerable  portions  of  the 
freeway  on  Water  Department  lands  in  a  manner  to 
permit  removal  of  objectionable  drainage  from  the 
watershed . 


3.  Reduce  to  a  minimum  the  loss  of  water  production  by 
limiting  the  watershed  areas  above  the  freeway  from 
which  objectionable  drainage  would  necessarily  be 
diverted. 

4.  Provide  a  barrier  on  about  the  easterly  edge  of  our 
watershed  lands  which  would  be  an  effective  deterrent 
against  future  encroachments. 

The  construction  of  filtration  plants  to  treat  all  of  the 
water  impounded  in  the  peninsula  reservoirs  has  been  suggested 
as  a  possible  solution  to  permitting  construction  of  the 
freeway  along  Route  "B" .    There  are  several  important  objections 
to  this  proposal  which  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  The  capital  outlay  for  construction  of  these  plants 
at  this  time  is  estimated  at  about  $20,000,000. 

2.  Construction  of  filtration  plants  permitting  location 
of  the  freeway  along  Route  "B"  would  be  the  opening 
wedge  for  encroachments  which  could  well  lead  to 

all  manner  of  watershed  usage  with  their  attendant 
pollution  and  contamination  hazards  to  our  water 
supply.    The  city  would  no  longer  have  the  clean 
water  supply  for  which  they  have  long  been  proud. 
Although    the  treated  supply  would  be  both  safe  and 
palatable  there  would  be  a  continuing  degradation 
of  the  raw  supply  from  encroachments  which  would  be 
very  difficult  to  prevent  once  filtration  is 
instituted . 

3.  There  would  probably  be  a  gradual  loss  of  productive 
capacity  with  the  conversion  of  watershed  lands  to 
other  uses. 

4.  The  increased  operating  costs  due  to  treatment  plants 
including  interest  and  depreciation  would  be  in 
excess  of  one  million  dollars  per  year. 

If  the  State  of  California  insists  on  the  Route  "B" 
location  for  the  freeway,  the  city  should  require  that  the 
plants  be  constructed  at  state  cost  and  placed  in  operation 
before  any  construction  takes  place  on  the  watershed.  The 
state  should  also  compensate  San  Francisco  for  the  annual 
operating  costs  of  these  plants.     If  either  of  these  expendi- 
tures are  not  borne  by  the  state,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
transfer  these  costs  to  the  consumer  in  the  form  of  higher  rates.

Mr.  Frank  Needles,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  introduced 
the  Mayor's  Statement  into  evidence  and  was  subjected  to  cross- 
examination  by  representatives  of  those  carriers  objecting  to 
additional  air  carrier  service  between  Dallas  and  San  Francisco. 
The  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  Examiner  sustained  the  Mayor's 
Statement. 

Mr.  Charles  Miller,  Manager  of  Transportation  Division 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  presented  an  exhibit  and 
was  subjected  to  cross-examination,  at  the  conclusion  of  which 
all  of  the  data  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce's  exhibit  was  accepted 
into  evidence. 

Mr.  Messersmith  took  the  stand  and  was  subjected  to 
cross-examination  pertaining  to  the  64-page  exhibit  which  had 
been  submitted  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  as  evidence  in  support  of  additional 
air  carrier  service  between  Dallas  and  San  Francisco  and 
San  Francisco  and  intermediate  points.     The  data  also  sup- 
ported the  provision  for  additional  service  between  Los 
Angeles  and  San  Francisco  en  route  to  Dallas.     Mr.  Messersmith' s 
testimony  was  such  that  the  exhibit  was  accepted  into  evidence. 
In  addition  thereto  he  testified  to  the  fact  that  San  Francisco's 
service  with  a  stop  at  Oakland  is  actually  a  disservice  to  San 
Francisco  passengers.     He  related  that  upon  traveling  to  Dallas 
from  San  Francisco  on  a  300  mile  per  hour  plus  scheduled  airplane 
at  the  end  of  one  hour  he  was  only  11  miles  closer  to  Dallas 
than  when  he  had  left  San  Francisco  one  hour  previously.  In 


effect  that  meant  a  substantial  major  proportion  of  the 
passengers  en  route  to  Dallas  lost  an  hour  each  while  a 
very  minor  number  of  passengers  from  Oakland  may  have  benefit- 
ed by  saving  thirty  minutes  by  going  to  the  Oakland  Airport 
instead  of  San  Francisco. 

Subsequently  California  Eastern  Airlines  revised 
their  application  showing  San  Francisco  as  their  tentative  point 
for  air  carrier  service.     The  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  Examiner 
received  into  evidence  all  of  our  exhibits  and  oral  testimony 
of  the  San  Francisco  representatives  despite  various  motions 
and  legal  obstacles  by  air  carrier  representatives  to  exclude 
San  Francisco1 s  exhibits  and  testimony.     The  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board  Examiner  ruled  in  favor  of  both  the  exhibits  prepared  by 
Mr.  Miller  and  Mr.  Needles. 

Your  representatives  also  conferred  with  various 
air  carriers  and  other  airport  officials  to  discussthe  potential 
advantages  of  additional  service  between  cities  in  the  south  and 
southwest  part  of  the  United  States.     From  these  conferences 
it  can  be  anticipated  that  various  applications  for  service 
will  be  forthcoming  by  carriers  to  such  cities  as  Miami  and 
Houston.     National  and  £astern  airlines  and  other  carriers 
can  be  expected  to  take  the  initiative  through  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  in  this  matter. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  Mr.  Needles  and  Mr.  Miller 
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did  an  outstanding  service  for  the  City  by  their  presentation 
and  representation  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  Examiner. 
It  is  my  considered  opinion  that  as  an  outcome  of  these  pro- 
ceedings at  least  one  additional  air  carrier  will  be 
certificated  to  render  service  between  San  Francisco  and 
Dallas  and  way  points.     In  addition  there  is  a  good  possibility 
that  the  restriction    now  imposed  upon  American  Airlines  service 
from  San  Francisco  to  the  East  via  Los  Angeles  will  be  lifted.

Municipal  Railway  Bond  Proposal:      Commissioner  Fazackerley 
stated  that  the  Commission  in  approving  the  issue  was  hopeful 
ofa  place  on  the  ballot  to  be  submitted  to  the  electorate, 
but  because  of  the  forthcoming  Bay  Area  rapid  transit  studies, 
which  could  affect  and  tie  in  with  the  Railway  system,  that 
it  was  logical  and  desirable  that  the  proposed  Municipal  Rail- 
way bond  issue  in  amount       475/000. 00  be  deferred  until  the 
spring  election  of  195&;  the  Parking  Authority  had  withdrawn 
its  off-street  parking  bond  measure,  and  inasmuch  as  parking 
and  transit  are  closely  related,  it  would  better  serve  the 
public  interest  to  submit  the  two  bond  issues  together  in  the 
election  of  1958. 
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Rates  and  Charges-San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Mr.  Belford  Brown,  Manager,  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
reviewed  the  negotiations  with  Airline  Operators  on  Airport 
Flight  Operations  Charges,  the  report  covering  the  period  of 
October  23,  1956  to  July  2,  1957. 

The  basic  objective  of  the  City  and  County  of  Sen  Francisco 
under  these  studies  has  been  to  negotiate  rates  which  will 
enable  the  Airport  to  operate  under  a  balanced  budget  and  be 
financially  self-sustaining  within  a  reasonable  period  of 
time  and  this  to  accord  with  the  statements  made  to  taxpayers 
prior  to  the  passage  of  the  $25, 000, 000 „ 00  bond  issue  of  last 
November. 

Following  the  report  by  Mr.  Brown,  Airline  Operators  present 
were  invited  to  state  their  views: 

festern  Air  Lines  stated  that  the  company  was  willing  to 
e fluctuate  proper  rates  with  the  City,  provided  that  the  City 
dismiss  its  lawsuit  and  refunds  to  Western  Air  Lines  all 
nonies  paid  under  protests    At  this  point,,  President  Joseph 

-  v'cin,  Jr.  stated  that  the  City  could  not  accede  to  this 
provision, 

American  Airlines  stated  that  they  recognized  the  need  of  fche 
j.Lty  for  higher  revenues  to  fulfill  declarations  made  to  the 
electorate  in  the  bond  issue  and  in  an  "honest  endeavor  to  seek 
uniformity,  we  are  now  prepared  to  recommend  to  company 
nonagement  that  the  formula  recommended  by  United  Air  Lines 
be  approved" 

iJnited  Air  Lines  representatives  stated  that  their  management 
was  agreeable  to  participate  in  a  contract  for  a  set  rate 
and  fixed  term  which  would  produce  the  dollar  amount  required 
by  the  City  to  remove  the  Airport  out  of  the  picture  of  tax 
support;  however  their  proposal  was  conditioned    that  charges 
be  rated  on  a  landing  weight  basis  as  against  the  City's 
proposal  of  take-off  weight;  further  that  field  uses  be  charged 
on  revenue  flights  only. 

The  Commission  in  review  of  the  hearing,  stated  that  the 
points  of  difference  were  of  a  nature,  not  necessarily  un- 
surmountable  and  urged  that  the  Airline  Operators  resume  ne- 
gotiations, submitting  written  proposals,  under  proper  signa- 
tures, outlining  what  they  are  willing  to  go  along  with  and 
the  ar.ount  of  money  involved. 


At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  the  following  statements 
were  made  by  the  Commissioners: 

Fazackerley:     There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  difference  of 

opinion  between  the  city  and  the  airlines; 
not  about  how  much  money  it  will  take  and  developing  the 
funds.     The  difficulty  causing  the  deadlock  seems  to  be 
in  connection  with  relatively  unimportant  details,  such 
as   Vestern  Air  Lines*  law  case.     Further,  if  Western's 
claim  makes  sense  then  the  other  airlines  claims  make  sense, 
but  if  Western's  claim  is  not  a  proper  one,  then  it  should 
be  dismissed  along  with  the  claims  of  the  other  airlines. 
It  is  hard  to  believe  that  a  group  of  responsible  business 
men  can  not  seem  to  come  to  some  satisfactory  solution. 
So  the  best  thing  to  do  would  be  to  begin  negotiations  again. 

Baron:      Agreed  with  Fazackerley,  and  stated  that  until  such 

time  that  renegotiations  have  b;  en  made,  he  would 
prefer  to  withhold  his  comments, 

Del  Carlos     Feels  that  the  City  of  San  Francisco  should 
renegotiate . 

Martin:     Agreed  with  the  suggestion  for  renegotiations,  and 

stated  that  if  tfestern  and  other  air  lines  who  have 
claims  would  realize  that  the  city  needs  the  money  to  finance 
the  expansion  of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
they  would  see  that  either  the  rates  have  to  be  upped  or  the 
claims  abandoned,     Mr.  Martin  further  suggested  that  the 
airlines  get  together  and  submit  a  written  proposal,  with 
signatures,  stating  whatever  they  want  to  go  along  with  and 
how  much  money  is  involved.     They  should  agree  among  themselves 
as  to  whether  or  not  our  estimates  are  true,  and  if  the 
landing  weights  are  300*000  or  under,  do  they  intend  to  make 
up  the  difference?    The  Commissioner  again  stated  that  he

However,  United  would  appreciate  the  same  formula  as  is 
used  throughout  the  United  Jtates. 
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STATEMENT 


Because  of  the  forthcoming  Bay  Area  rapid  transit  studies 
which  undoubtedly  would  affect  and  tie  in  with  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way system,  it  is  logical  and  desirable  that  the  '^,750,000  Muni- 
cipal Railway  bond  issue  which  has  been  pro-nosed  for  the  November 
ballot  be  deferred  at  least  until  the  June,  1958,  election. 

The  problems  of  parking  and  transit  are  closely  related 
and  the  solution  can  in  a  sense  also  be  similar.     For  that  reason, 
it  is  believed  that  the  Railway  bond  issue  could,  be  combined  in 
June,  1958,  with  the  Parking  bonds. 

For  these  reasons,  it  would  better  serve  the  public 
interest  to  submit  the  two  bond  issues  together  next  year.

This  morning  I  was  furnished  a  copy  of  CAB  Order  No.  E-ll493>  denying 
the  motion  of  American  Airlines  for  an  expedited  hearing  on  Docket 
No.  5903. 

I  sincerely  regret  that  it  was  not  possible  to  secure  a  more  favorable 
decision  on  the  Motion  now;  however,  I  was  assured  that  it  is  the 
Board's  intention  to  reconsider  its  decision  on  or  about  December  1. 
In  view  of  the  allegations  contained  in  the  petition  and  supporting 
documents,  the  Board  has  directed  the  staff  to  review  the  problem  of 
the  air  service  pattern  between  New  York  and  San  Francisco  and  report 
the  results  of  that  study  to  the  Board  so  that  it  may  examine  the 
public  need  for  an  early  hearing  on  the  issue  of  nonstop  service. 

Informally,  I  was  advised  that  failing  a  favorable  decision  in  December, 
Docket  No.  5903  might  reasonably  be  expected  to  come  before  the  CAB  in 
its  regular  turn  late  next  summer,  and  it  was  estimated  that  about 
twelve  to  eighteen  months  would  elapse  thereafter  before  a  final  decision 
might  be  rendered. 

You  are  assured  of  ray  continuing  interest  in  effecting  an  early  and 
favorable  resolution  of  the  matter.

AMERICAN  AIRLINES,  INC.  -  since  January  1,  1951  -  has  been  paying  for 
common  use  areas  rates  and  charges  established  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,    Such  rates  and  charges  have  been  twice  as  high  as  those 
charged  one  carrier  and  three  times  as  high  as  charges  to  another 
carrier  for  the  same  airport  use* 

AMERICAN  AIRLINES,  INC.  -  recognizing  the  need  for  additional  revenues 
for  airport  expansion  and  to  relieve  the  tax  support  required  -  entered 
negotiations  with  representatives  of  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  proper- 
ly revising  the  rates  to  establish  new  rates  that  would  be  uniform  and 
fair  to  the  city  and  all  air  carriers.    These  negotiations  have  been 
continuing  for  many  months. 

After  considerable  negotiations,  recently  it  was  recommended  that  a  new 
rate  be  established  at  a  6,46%  increase  in  the  existing  charges.  Although 
it  was  clearly  established  in  these  negotiations  that  no  increase  was 
necessary  if  all  carriers  paid  on  a  uniform  basis;  AMERICAN  AIRLINES,  INC. 
agreed  to  recommend  the  increase  to  company  management  and  this  recom- 
mendation was  approved  in  principle  -  and  the  City  representatives  were 
so  advised. 

In  a  more  recent  meeting  one  carrier  proposed  a  rate  formula  that  would 
provide  no  charge  for  non-revenue  trip  landings  as  now  exists  in  the 
established  schedule.    Application  of  this  proposal  will  increase  existing 
rates  to  American  Airlines,  Inc.  by  approximately  19.3%  as  compared  to 


the  previously  City-suggested  increase  of  6.46$  to  existing  rates.  We 
are  of  the  opinion  that  there  should  be  a  charge  for  non-revenue  trip 
landings  as  recommended  by  the  City.    However,  we  are  acutely  conscious 
of  the  airport1 s  need  for  additional  revenues  and  the  City's  desire  to 
reduce  the  tax  support  required.    Furthermore,  we  are  most  desirous  of 
assisting  the  city  in  solving  the  problem  as  rapidly  as  possible  - 
seeking  a  uniform  rate  that  will  be  acceptable  to  all  to  become  effective 
July  1,  1957,  for  a  minimum  5-year  period  and  thereafter  no  rate  discrimi- 
nation for  common  use  areas. 

In  an  honest  endeavor  to  seek  uniformity,  we  are,  therefore,  now  prepared 
to  recommend  to  company  management  that  the  formula  recommended  by  United 
Air  Lines  be  approved.

Water  Legislation 

The  regular  session  of  the  California  State  Legislature  adjourned  on 
June  12,  1957  without  reaching  any  agreement  relative  to  solving  the  "County  of 
Origin"  water  problems.       The  various  proposed  constitutional  amendments  either 
were  not  acted  upon  by  committees  or  were  referred  to  an  interim  committee  for 
further  study,     As  of  this  date,  it  is  not  known  whether  a  special  session  of  the 
Legislature  will  be  called  by  the  Governor  in  the  fall  to  attempt  to  solve  the 
impasse  which  has  developed, 

The  department  recommended  opposition  to  all  water  legislation  which  was 
considered  detrimental  to  the  Cityfs  water  rights  or  operation  of  its  water  supply 
system.     Legislation  pertaining  to  water  which  was  passed  at  the  1957  Regular 
Session  will  have  no  adverse  effect  on  the  Cityfs  water  supply  system.

AIRPORT  ENGINEERI Nj^  AND  CONSTRUCTION 

Since  my  last  report  the  architectural  firm  of  Loubet  and  Glynn  has,  on 
the  request  of  the  City,  made  certain  revisions  in  the  preliminary  plans,  specifica- 
tions and  cost  estimate  of  Pier  E  and  its  connecting  concourse.      On  June  11th,  the 
Architect  submitted  an  estimate  of  cost  of  $780, 831.     On  June  19th,  American  Air- 
lines revised  their  space  requirements  in  Pier  E  and  the  Architects  were  advised 
of  the  requested  changes.     Although  these  changes  are  rather  extensive,  it  is  our 
opinion  that  the  estimated  cost  of  construction  will  not  be  materially  affected. 
Upon  approval  by  the  Airport  Department,  the  preliminary  drawings  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  Art  Commission  for  approval  before  final 
plans  and  specifications  are  authorized. 

A  tentative  layout  for  the  addition  to  Pier  B  has  been  prepared  after  many 
conferences  between  the  prospective  tenant,  United  Airlines,  and  the  Utilities  Engi- 
neering Bureau.      Upon  formal  approval  of  this  project  the  Bureau  will  prepare  a 
contract  with  a  selected  architectural  firm  for  the  preparation  of  plans  and  speci- 
fications. 


The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved  two  supplemental  appropriations  in 
the  amount  of  $1,200,000  and  $l*9f>,893  respectively.      The  first  is  for  construction 
of  the  first  half  of  Pier  E  and  for  reconstruction  of  portions  of  the  runway  pave- 
ments.    The  second  is  for  reconstruction  of  taxiways  and  the  construction  cf  warm- 
up  pads,  taxiways  and  taxiway  guidance  signs. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  the  circulation  roads  are 
completed,  subject  to  incorporating  provisions  relative  to  the  hauling  of  fill  mate- 
rial through  the  City  of  San  Bruno. 

On  June  28,  193>7  a  meeting  was  held  with  officials  of  the  City  of  San 
Bruno  on  the  problem  of  the  existing  San  Bruno  ordinance  relative  to  hauling  through 
their  City  streets  as  it  particularly  applies  to  Airport  fill  contracts.      San  Bruno 
expressed  willingness  to  defer  existing  hauling  charges  until  the  end  of  contract 
No,  210,,  involving  about  k 50,000  tons.     If  during  the  contract  period  the  hauling 
fee  is  reduced  or  eliminated,  the  City  of  San  Francisco  would  pay  the  City  of  San 
Bruno  at  the  reduced  rate.

Mr.  B»  Brown,  Manager,  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
read  letter  received  from  Pacific  Southwest  Airways,  dated 
July  11,  1957,  in  whi  ch  the  Company  expresses  opposition 
to  the  proposal  of  United  Air  Lines  in  the  matter  of  take-off 
charges.

consideration : 

1.  For  the  five  year  period  from  July  1,  1957  to  June  30,  19&2, 
inclusive,  United  Air  Lines  would  pay  an  additional  amount  for  its 
use  of  the  common  use  areas  on  the  Airport  which  would  be  computed 
as  the  difference  between  (a)  the  total  fees  which  United  Air  Lines 
would  have  paid  for  the  use  of  such  areas  and  for  ramp  and  public 
address  usage  in  any  event  under  its  Indenture  of  Lease  from  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  dated  December  1,  19^7,  and  hereto- 
fore supplemented  (b)  a  rate  of  22.7$^  per  thousand  pounds  of  C.A»A0 
maximum  certificated  landing  weight  of  revenue  flights  arriving  at 
the  Airport,  subject  to  the  following  volume  discounts:

2.  In  consideration  of  such  additional  payments,  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  would  agree  to  commence  not  later  than  the 
effective  date  of  an  agreement  to  be  entered  into  between  the  parties 
a  definite  Airport  Expansion  Program  which  would  make  the.  Airport 
fully  adequate  to  serve  Douglas  DC-8's,  Boeing  707' s  and  other 
similar  jet  transport  aircraft  and  would  further  agree  to  use  its 
best  efforts  to  carry  out  and  complete  such  program  not  later  than 

a  date  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties. 

This  proposal  is  subject  to  th^  negotiation  of  a  mutually 
acceptable  supplemental  agreement  and  execution  thereof  by  duly 
authorized  officers  of  each  party. 

If,  by  June  30,  19^2,  Airport  revenues  would  have  been  in- 
sufficient during  the  term  of  the  agreement  to  produce  $4,200,000 
(the  approximate  amount  estimated  as  necessary  to  meet  all  reasonable 
Airport  expenses  for  the  period  including  bond  retirement  paymeics 
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and  taxable  contributions),  then  United  Air  Lines  voluntarily,  as 
in  the  present  instance,  would  meet  with  the  City  to  discuss  the 
deficit  problem. 

It  is  our  best  opinion  that  the  proposal  herein  set  forth,  if 
acceptable  by  the  City  and  applied  to  all  scheduled  carriers,  fj  r 
exceeds  the  requirements  of  the  City  because  of  the  ultra-conservat*.\ 
estimates  of  income  use  in  calculations  by  the  City's  representatives 
Nevertheless  the  proposal  is  made  in  order  to  induce  the  City  to  set 
in  motion  as  soon  as  possible  the  legal  machinery  required  for 
production  of  the  expansion  of  Airport  facilities  so  necessary  to  jet 
operations  due  to  begin  in  1959.    But  the  rate  proposed  herein  is 
the  absolute  maximum  that  United  Air  Lines  will  pay  and,  if  not 
accepted  by  the  City  within  a  reasonable  time  the  proposal  v. ill  be 
withdrawn.     We  assure  you  that  our  top  Management  has  considered  this 
matter  carefully  and  will  not,  now  or  later,  consider  counter- 
proposals which  call  for  a  higher  fee  than  that  set  forth  herein. 

By  copies  of  this  letter  to  the  other  scheduled  airlines 
concerned,  we  request  that  they  advise  you  of  their  concurrence  with 
the  proposal  set  forth  herein.

Dear  Mr.  brown: 

Pan  American  has  welcomed  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  negotiations 
requested  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  reach  an  agreement  on  rates  and 
chargoi  for  common  use  facilities  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  W« 
feel  that  significant  progress  has  been  mac  e  toward  determination  of  flight  op- 
erations revenue  requirements  i'or  the  next  five  years  and  we  are  prepared  to  con- 
tinue the  discussions  until  final  agreement  is  reached.    Pan  American  pledges  its 
continued  cooperation  to  the  City  and  to  the  other  airline  users  of  the  airport 
until  that  goal  is  attained. 

We  are  aware  of  the  high  costs  of  operating  an  airport  such  as    ;m  irancisco's, 
and  Pan  American  vents  to  pay  its  fair  share  of  that  cost. 

In  pointing  out  car  desire  to  pay  our  share,  we  would  also  like  to  stress 
that  we  have  in  the  past  paid,  and  are  now  paying,  a  very  high  rate  at  San  Fran- 
cisco for  use  of  the  field.    We  have  camp? red  the  existing  rate  at  San  Francisco, 
as  paid  by  Pan  American,  with  landing  charges  for  a  like  operation  at  other  major 
airports.    Airports  at  Seattle,  Portland,  Los  Angeles,  Miami  and  Oakland,  as  ex- 
amples, range  from  10$  to  30$  of  the  charge  at  San  Francisco.    Nevertheless,  we 
aesire  to  help  seek  a  solution  to  enable  the  airport  to  become  self-supoorting, 
thereby  eliminating  any  need  for  further  tax  support. 

V,e  understand  that  the  excessive  rate  now  paid  by  Pan  American  at  San  Fran- 
cisco is  not  now  paid  by  all  the  other  carriers;  in  fact,  we  are  told,  some  three 
fourths  of  the  total  operation  from  the  airport  is  conducted  at  a  drastically 
lower  rate.    This  varying  rate  structure  to  airline  users  in  the  same  class  is, 
we  feel,  discrimination  against  Pan  American.    In  effect,  Pan  American  has  been 
paying  more  than  its  share  of  the  burden  at  San  Francisco  and  in  so  doing  has  been 
forced  to  subsidize  the  operation  of  other  carriers.    Our  records  show  we  have  paid 
over  $372,000  too  much  since  January  1,  1951.    These  payments  were  made  under  pro- 
test at  a  time  when  three  other  carriers  engaged  in  litigation  with  the  City. 

In  view  of  the  past  disproportionate  charges  to  Pan  American,  two  major  prin- 
ciples have  guided  us  in  the  recent  rate  discussions: 

1,    Pan  American  does  not  intend  to  enter  any  agreement  which  provides  that 
it  will  continue  to  be  subjected  to  rates  greater  than  those  paid  by  :my  other

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carrier*    We  agree  with  the  City  that  an  adequate  rate  structure  is  essential, 
but  just  as  important  is  a  consistent  application  of  any  adopted  rates  to  all 
users, 

2.    Pan  American  refuses  to  waive  its  claim  for  refund  of  excessive  fees 
paid  since  January  1,  1951  if  such  waiver  does  not  apply  to  all  carriers  on  a 
uniform  basis.    Specifically,  Pan  American  insists  that  its  claim  covering  such 
excessive  fees  be  accorded  the  same  treatment  resulting  from  any  disposition  of 
the  Western  Air  Lines  suit. 

Near  the  conclusion  of  our  recent  series  of  discussions  it  was  agreed  by 
all  concerned,  I  believe,  that  a  total  of  some  -4,200,000  would  be  required  from 
flight  operations  in  the  next  five  years.    Your  negotiating  team  even  asked  the 
airline  representatives  for  alternative  proposals  to  raise  this  amount.  United 
Air  Lines  developed  such  a  proposal  and  submitted  it  in  Mr,  Lupien*s  letter 
dated  July  11,  1957.    Pan  American  is  willing  to  accept  this  proposal. 

Pan  American  continues  to  refuse  to  waive  its  claim  to  refund  of  excessive 
fees  paid  and  believes  that  the  negotiations  should  determine  rates  and  charges 
for  the  future.    Claims  of  the  carriers  concerning  past  periods  ought  to  be  met, 
and  should  not  be  related  to  rates  being  established  for  the  period  commencing 
July  1,  1957- 

We  feel  the  United  proposal  will  give  you  your  required  money  and,  since 
it  has  the  support  of  the  airlines  conducting  by  far  the  majority  of  the  total 
airport  operation,  we  urge  an  early  agreement.

Purpose  of  Special  Meeting:     To  consider  rates  and  charges  for 

common  use  facilities  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport. 

In  opening  the  meeting,  President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.  stated 
that  City  officials  and  staff  had  studied  the  various  airline 
proposals  for  a  new  aircraft  operating  rate  at  the  Airport  and  had 
attempted  to  reconcile  them  with  the  aims  of  the  Commission  which 
were  to  establish  all  airline  operators  on  a  uniform  rate  and  to 
eliminate  tax  support  by  the  public,  as  promised  by  City  and  the 
airline  operators  to  the  electorate  of  San  Francisco  prior  to  their 
approval,  in  November,  1957,  of  the  £.25,000,000  Airport  Bond 
Proposal . 

To  achieve  these  alms  along  the  lines  proposed  by  the  airlines 
he  recommended : 

1.  a  five-year  contract  containing  a  fixed  rate,  effective 
July  1,  1957.     T.  N.  Bland,  Manager  of  Utilities,  and  Belford  Brown, 
Manager  of  the  Airport  Department,  recommended  that  the  rate  fixed 
in  the  contract  should  be  23^  per  thousand  pounds  landing  weight. 

In  certain  circumstances  a  limited  number  of  free  "non-revenue" 
flights  would  be  permitted. 

2.  A  provision  in  the  contract  with  United  Air  Lines  that  in 
the  event,  at  the  end  of  any  five-year  period  prior  to  the  redemption 
of  the  $25,000,000  bond  issue,  approved  by  the  voters  in  November, 
1956,  revenues  from  flight  operations,  when  added  to  all  other  Air- 
port revenues,  were  insufficient  to  provide  for  the  expenditure 
required  to  be  appropriated  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Section  127 
of  the  charter,  and  as  included  in  the  Airport  budget,  United  Air 
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Lines  would  negotiate  with  City  to  establish  a  uniform  rate  for  the 
ensuing  five-year  period  which  would  accomplish  this  objective.  The 
other  airlines  would  receive  in  the  five-year  period  succeeding  the 
original  five-year  term,  the  negotiated  rate  or  the  contract  rate 
subject  to  the  escalation  provisions  which  would  be  in  effect  with 
United  Air  Lines  during  said  succeeding  five-year  period. 

3.     As  a  condition  to  the  above,  the  claims  of  alleged  discrimi- 
nation be  abandoned  by  airline  carriers,   there  being  nothing  unjust 
in  such  abandonment,  American  Airlines  having  yielded  on  this  point. 

It  was  stated  that  this  proposal  was  just  and  fair  and  afforded 
equal  treatment  to  all  airline  carriers. 

The  Commission  approved  the  three  recommendations  and,  on 
motion  of  Commissioner  Del  Carlo,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Greenberg, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted:

FOURTH  MONTHLY  REPORT  TO 
PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION 

JULY  30,  1957 

J,  H,  TURNER 

This  is  the  fourth  Monthly  Report  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  covering  activities  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
for  the  period  June  25  to  July  30,  1957.    During  this  period  organi- 
zational and  business  procedural  recommendations  in  the  Ernst  and 
Ernst  report  were  under  study.    Particular  attention  was  given  to 
budgetory  controls  and  project  financing.    Studies  also  were  made  of 
certain  features  of  consumer  services  as  reported  to  the  Commission 
last  week,  and  covered  in  amendment  of  the  Department  rules  on  your 
calendar  today.    Also  during  the  period  various  other  features  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  were  studied  with  particular  reference  to 
fixing  standards  for  seeded  services. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  facilities  planned.  A 
report  was  delivered  to  the  Commission  last  week  entitled  "Plan  for 
Development  of  Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Office,  Yards,  Shops  and 
Garages  for  City  and  Suburban  Divisions"*    Also  architects  are  being 
interviewed  and  the  departments  have  been  requested  to  submit  their 
requirements  in  connection  with  the  study  of  the  Geary  Street 
offices. 

Nothing  of  particular  interest  has  transpired  in  connection 
with  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  on  the  Peninsula  watershed.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  has  the  Commission's  resolution  before  them  but 
have  not  held  any  hearings  on  the  subject. 

Within  the  month  improved  signs  have  been  ordered  for  posting 
on  the  Department's  property.    Also  plaques  have  been  ordered  for 
identification  of  trucks  and  similar  vehicles. 

Following  the  policy  of  preserving  the  waters  of  Lake  Merced 
as  a  source  of  emergency  water  supply  the  Blue  Stoning  of  this  lake 
was  commenced.    This  is  a  program  designed  to  reduce  the  algae  growth 
which  is  becoming  objectionable. 

A  tentative  closing  of  the  Departments  books  show  a  deficit 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1957  in  the  amount  of  $273,305.00 
This  occurred  through  an  over-estimate  of  revenues  and  will  be  offset 
through  a  defer^fcSfie  of  capital  improvements  in  that  amount. 

During  the  period  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
construction  of  improvements  by  contract.    The  excavation  and  embank- 
ment for  Balboa  Reservoir  was  completed  on  July  2,  1957  as  was  the 
replacement  of  the  Chlorine  Building  at  North  San  Andreas,  and  re- 
location of  Bay  Division  Pipe  Line  No.  3  at  Calabazas  Creek.    On  the 
general  engineering  side,  six  contracts  are  in  progress.    Two  have 
been  awarded  and  about  to  start.    One  is  being  advertised,  and  plans 
and  specifications  are  being  prepared  on  five  other  contracts. 


In  the  City  Distribution  Division  ten  contracts  for  the  con- 
struction of  pipe  lines  were  completed  from  January  1,  1957  to  date. 
Two  such  contracts  are  now  in  progress;  three  have  been  bid  but  not 
yet  certified;  and  one  has  been  certified  but  the  work  has  not  yet 
commenced • 

The  Water  Record  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30  shows  an 
average  daily  consumption  for  San  Francisco  of  about  90  million 
gallons  daily,  for  Peninsula  53  million  gallons  daily,  or  a  total  for 
the  entire  system  of  143  million  gallons  daily.    This  represents  an 
increase  of  a  little  less  than  4  million  gallons  daily  over  the  prior 
fiscal  year.

President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.  stated  that  the  matter  of  the 
fuel  permit,  and  the  position  of  Southwest  Airways  would  be 
considered. 

I-!r.  D.  P.  Renda  of  Western  Air  Lines  spoke  in  opposition  to 
the  proposed  schedule  of  rates  and  charges,  contending,  that 
until  the  legal  problem  of  payments  und^r  protest  is  adjudit* 
cated,  adoption  cf  schedule  would  be  a  disservice  to  the

Mr.  Belford  Erown,  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Inter-

President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.  stated  that  he  had  a  number 
of  conferences  with  officials  of  United  Airlines,  Pan  American 
and  Trans   Jorld  airways,  and  with  the  exception  at  this  time 
of  Trans  World  Airways,  agreements  had  been  effected  for  rates 
and  charges.    Conferences  with  Trans  World  Airways  indicated 
that  in  surrending  its  position,  it  would  do  so  only  on  the 
basis  of  a  consideration,  a  consideration  that  seems  to  be  at 
the  level  of  operations,  rather  on  a  money  basis,  and  also, 
that  to  nay  the  charge  of  23<£  per  1000  pounds  of  landing 
weight,  the  Company  would  want  to  receive  the  same  treatment 
as  that  afforded  United  Air  Lines,  on  a  long  term  basis. 
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President  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.    stated  that  the  Commission  was 
opposed  to  long  term  agreements,  but  believed  that  Mr,  Clay 
of  Trans  World  Airways  would  do  his  level  best  to  sell  the 
City's  position  to  Trans  World  airway's  Board  of  Directors. 
Mr.  Martin  assured  Trans  World  airways  that  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  would  at  all  times  not  discriminate 
against  any  air  carrier,  though  acknowledging  that  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  could  be  more  receptive  to  those 
carriers  entering  into  agreements  with  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  and  that  no  concessions  or  special  rates  will 
be  offered  Trans  World  Airways,  all  carriers  to  be  on  equal 
footing. 

Mr,  Lupein  of  United  Air  Lines  stated,  that  in  the  absence  of 
a  specific  agreement  and  concurrence  on  the  part  of  Trans 
T.,orld  Airways,  United  *ir  Lines  was  prepared  to  proceed  with 
necessary  agreements.

Commissioner  Stuart  N.  Greenberg  reviewed  the  existing 
contract  governing  car  card  advertising  in  vehicles  of  the 
Municipal  Railway «    In  the  report  was  a  statement  or  letter 
from  Mc  Cutchen, Thomas, Matthew, Griffiths  &  Greene,  Counselors 
At  Law,  reviewing  the  original  contract  and  its  extension 
and  stating  that  the  Commission  has  the  right-'  to  take  correct- 
ive steps  or  measures  to  cancel  out  the  present  contract  and 
submit  new    contract  for  public  bidding.  Commissioner  Greenberg 
stated  that  he  had  before  him  a  firm  offer  from  Mr.  John  F. 
Downey,  Jr#,  who  offers  to  enter  into  a  five  year  contract  with 
a  minimum  yearly  guarantee  and  a  total  five  yea.£  guarantee  of 
^1,250,000.00  of  advertising  revenue,  or  an  average  of 
$250,000.00  per  year,    Mr.  Greenberg  suggested  that  the  Com- 
mission explore  the  offer  of  Mr.  Downey  or  consider  other  bids 
from  other  advertising  firms  so  that  Municipal  Railway  revenue 
might  be  increased. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  the 
Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  and  the  City  Attorney.

Gentlemen^  - 


With  reference  to  the  existing  contract  governing  car  card  advertising 
in  the  busses  and  street  cars  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  I  wish  to 
present  to  our  Commission,  the  letter  of  McCutchen-Thcmai- -Matthew 
Griffiths  &  Greene,  Counselors  at  Law.  of  San  Francisco,  who  have 
given  me  a  report  with  reference  to  our  present  contract  with  Fielder 
Sorensen  &  Davis ,  in  which  they  have  outlined  our  ability  to  cancel  the 
contract  if  we  so  see  fit. 


I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  as  stated  by  them,  that  the 
existing  agreement  with  this  advertising  firm  was  made  on  Jane  15,  1954, 
nearly  30  months  before  the  expiration  date  of  the  contract,  or  December  1, 
1956.     On  June  15,  1954  the  contract  was  extended  for  an  additional  5  years, 
from  December  1,  1956  to  and  ending  December  1,  1961,  and  increased  the 
percentage  from  45%  to  50%  of  the  income  received  from  display  ads.  It 
thus  became  an  agreement  for  7-1/2  years . 

There  has  been  no  invitation  to  anyone  else  to  compete  on  this  bid,  nor 
any  opportunity  to  do  so,  and  most  important,  the  agreement  contains  no 
guarantee  on  the  part  of  the  advert  isi  ng  firm  to  produce  any  minimum  or 
any  amount  of  revenue  for  the  Public  Utilities*  Commission  of  San  Francisco. 
In  this  respect  it  is  different  from  other  contracts  of  a  similar  nature. 

There  are  many  other  pertinent  facts  as  set  forth  in  the  letter  of  McCutchenfl 
Thomas,  Matthew,  Griffiths  &  Greene,  which  I  am  presenting  to  each  member 
of  the  Commission,  to  our  Manager  of  Utilities,   and  to  our  Attorneys,  for 
their  perusal. 

You  will  also  note  that  the  original  agreement  was  instituted  with  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  on  December  11.  1941,  and  on  December  1,  1944, 
and  on  March  21,  1949.  each  agreement  was  modified  and  renewed  long  before 
its  termination  date  by  an  agreement  extending  the  term  for  a  further  period 
of  years.      The  McCutchen  firm  states  that  this  method  of  renewal  constituted 
a  monopoly  of  the  City's  car  card  advertising  as  there  ha*  been  no  invitation 
to  anyone  else  to  compete  for  the  business.

I  also  have  before  rrse  a  firm  offer  from  Mr.  John  F.  Downey,.  Jr..  ,  , 
who  offers  to  enter  into  a  5  year  contract  with  a  minimum  yearly 
guarantee  and  a  total  5  year  guarantee  of  $1,  250.  000.  00  of  advertising 
revenue,  or  an  average  of  $250,  000,  00  a  year.    For  the 'last  5  fiscal 
years,,  Fielder,  Sorenson  Si  Davis  have  paid  us  a  total  of  $693,  732.00, 
which  is  an  average  of  $133,  ?56,  00  per  year  on  the  5  year  period. 

Mr,  Downeyrs  minimum  guarantee  of  $250,  000*  00  a  year  for  the  next 
5  years  would  net  us  on  the  basis  of  the  difference  between  the  past 
5  years,,  of  over  one -half  a  million  dollars,  or  an  average  of  over 
$100,  000»  00  a  year  more  than  we  now  receive.    This  is  only  a  minimum 
guarantee.    He  gives  personal  assurances  that  we  would  undoubtedly 
receive  considerably  more  than  this  amount,  not  only  from  a  higher 
percentage  but  from  higher  rates  and  from  more  active  sales  effort 
in  securing  Ads  which  he  intends  to  pursue. 

Mr.  Downey  is  ready  now,  with  a  complete  sales  staff  in  San  Francisco, 
to  undertake  this  contract,  and  states  he  is  financially  able  and  reliable 
and  willing  to  put  up  the  necessary  bonds  to  guarantee  this  minimum 
guarantee,  which  is  based  upon  the  payment  of  55%  of  the  net  revenue 
from  the  sale  of  advertising  space,  or  10%  more  than  the  present  contract, 

I  want  to  present  this  to  you  to  explore  this  and  endeavor  to  see  if  it  is 
possible  for  us  to  accept  the  offer  from  Mr,  Downey,  if  he  is  reliable, 
or  consider  other  bids  from  other  advertising  firms  so  that  our  revenue 
might  be  increased.

our  reasons  for  this  conclusion. 

t        -,c    nJ?f  exl8tln«  contract  is  the  agreement  dated 
*?v.  5A  1954'  between  th*  Public  Utilities  Commission 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  ae  first  party 
and  Fielder,  Sorensen  &  Davis,  a  partnership,  as  second 
party.     It  incorporates  by  reference  several  prior  agree- 
ments, in  so  far  as  they  are  not  modified  by  the  agree- 
ment of  June  15,  1954.    The  prior  agreements  so 
incorporated  are  those  of  I>ecember  11,  1941,  December  1, 
1944,  and  March  21,  1949,  between  the  same  parties. 

u  According  to  its  terms,  the  agreement  of  June 

±0,  1954,  is  to  continue  in  effect  to  December  1,  196I 
It  Purports  to  give  to  the  advertising  firm  the  exclusive 
right  to  place  advertising  in,  upon  or  about  all  facili- 
ties owned,  operated  or  controlled  by  the  Commission  and 
used  in  the  transportation  of  persons  for  hire  This 
purported  right  is  expressed  in  the  agreement  as  a  lease 
by  the  Commission  to  the  advertising  firm  of  all  adver- 
tising space  in  such  facilities.    The  firm  agrees  to  pay 
the  Commission  50*  of  the  gross  income,  as  defined  in 
the  agreement,  from  the  advertising  authorized  in  the 
agreement . 
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Like  the  present  agreement,  each  of  the 
earlier  agreements  was  made  for  a  term  of  years.  Each 
of  them  was  modified  and  renewed,   long  before  its  termin- 
ation date,  by  an  agreement  extending  the  term  for  a 
further  period  of  years.     The  expressed  consideration  in  each 
case  was  an  increase  in  the  percentage  payable  to  the  City 
of  the  income  from  inside  displays.     The  existing  agreement 
of  June  15,  195^,  was  made  nearly  thirty  months  before  the 
expiration  date  of  the  agreement  of  March  21,  1909.  It 
extended  the  term  an  additional  five  years,  commencing 
December  1,   1956,  and  ending  December  1,  1961,  and  Increased 
the  percentage  payable  to  the  Zity  of  the  income  from  Inside 
displays  from  45^  to  50$.     It  was  thus  an  agreement  for  seven 
and  a  half  years 

By  this  method  of  renewal  long  in  advance,  the 
advertising  firm  has  held  a  monopoly  of  the  City's  car  card 
advertising  for  over  fifteen  years.     The  renewals  have  been 
effected  by  agreement  between  the  parties.     There  has  been 
jap  invitation  to  airy  one  else  to  compete  for  the  business, 
nor  any  real  opportunity  to  do  so.     In  this  manner  the  adver- 
tising firm  has  retained  its  exclusive  privilege  over  periods 
exceeding  the  terms  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  Commission. 

The  agreement  contains  no  undertaking  on  the  part 
of  the  firm  to  produce  any  minimum  or  other  amount  of  revenue 
for  the  Commission  or  to  do  any  stated  amount  or  quality  of 
work.     In  this  respect  it  is  different  from  other  Commission 
contracts  of  a  similar  nature.     We  understand  that  such 
contracts  generally  provide  for  termination  at  the  election 
of  the  Commission  if  a  stated  minimum  of  revenue  is  not  pro- 
duced.    It  may  be  that  this  particular  agreement  is  the  only 
one  in  existence  which  does  net  contain  a  provision  of  that 
sort . 

On  January  19,   1956,  Mr.  Downey,  by  letter  to  the 
Hon.  Joseph  Martin,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Commission,  drew 
attention  to  the  situation.     Mr.  Downey  was  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  present  his  case,  at  a  public  session  of  the  Com- 
mission held  in  San  Francisco  March  19,   1956.     At  that  session 
he  presented  facts  and  figures  to  the  Commission,  as  summarized 
in  a  number  of  charts  which  he  supplied  to  the  Commissioner's. 
The  facts  he  presented  disclosed,  among  other  things,  that: 
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In  the  prior  five  years  San  Francisco's 
revenue  from  car  card  advertising  had  not 
increased,  as  compared  to  a  50$  increase  in 
the  total  United  States,  and  a  100$  increase 
in  Milwaukee,  where  Mr.  Downey  was  then  con- 
ducting the  car  card  advertising  business. 

The  car  card  advertising  rates  for  San 
Francisco  were  about  50$  of  the  rates  in 
other  cities  having  a  corresponding  number  of 
transportation  units. 

The  City's  annual  revenue  from  car  card 
advertising  was  about  $150,000.     If  he  should 
be  given  the  opportunity,  Mr.  Downey  would 
enter  into  a  contract  conditioned  on  the  pro- 
duction of  a  minimum  annual  revenue  to  the 
City  of  $240,000.     Mr.  Downey  computed  the 
potential  City  revenue  at  more  than  twice  the 
revenue  it  was  receiving. 

Under  a  joint  program  of  advertising  firms, 
initiated  in  December,   1955*  San  Francisco's 
car  card  advertising  was  included  by  Fielder, 
Sorensen  &  Davis  in  a  package  discount  plan  by 
which  it  was  combined  with  car  card  advertising  in 
other  California  cities  and  "dramatic  discounts" 
were  offered  to  advertisers  willing  to  buy  car 
card  space  in  the  State  of  California,  or  various 
sections  of  the  State.     These  plans    were  detri- 
mental to  San  Francisco,  through  further  deprecia- 
ting the  rates  for  its  valuable  space,  through 
rating  it  on  a  par  with  less  valuable  space  in 
other  communities,  and  through  combining  it  with 
such  other  car  card  advertising,  and  thus  using 
San  Francisco  as  a  "leader",  at  its  expense,  for 
the  promotion  of  other  car  card  advertising. 

Due  to  various  factors,  including  the  rela- 
tively high  proportion  of  the  public  which  uses 
bus  and  streetcar  transportation  in  San  Francisco, 
San  Francisco's  car  card  advertising  space  has  a 
high  advertising  value,  and  should  command  higher 
rates,  and  produce  higher  revenues,  than  those 
obtaining  in  other  cities  of  comparable  size, 
but  that  San  Francisco's  actual  rates  and  revenues 
were  very  much  lower  than  those  of  other  comparable 
cities . 
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In  the  year  and  more  which  has  followed  the  Com- 
mission's session  at  which  Mr.  Downey  made  his  presenta- 
tion, there  has  been  no  substantial  change  in  these  condi- 
tions.   Mr.  Downey  advises  us  that  revenues  are  now  being 
produced  at  the  annual  rate  of  about  $160,000,  notwith- 
standing the  Commission  has  meanwhile  permitted  the  use  of 
"spectaculars",  from  which  large  revenues  have  been  derived 
in  other  cities. 

It  appears  from  these  facts  that  San  Francisco  has 
been  losing  available  net  revenue  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$100,000  a  year.     In  brief,   its  revenue  from  car  card  adver- 
tising has  been  grossly  inadequate. 

It  would  be  unfortunate  if  the  Commission  should 
be  bound  to  continue  to  accept  grossly  inadequate  revenue 
until  the  expiration  of  the  present  contract  on  December  1, 
1961.    We  do  not  think  it  is  required  to  do  so.     Its  power 
and  right  to  take  corrective  measures  at  the  present  time 
rest  upon  several  grounds,   including  the  following: 

1.  According  to  its  terms,  the  contract  gives 
the  use  of  the  advertising  space  to  the  advertising  firm 
without  any  express  requirement  for  the  production  of  any 
stated  minimum  revenue  nor,   indeed,  any  express  obligation 
on  the  part  of  the  firm  to  do  any  amount  or  quality  of  work. 
It  also  gives  to  the  firm  sole  control  of  the  rates  to  be 
charged  for  the  City's  space.     The  City's  revenue  is  to  be 
50^  of  the  gross  income  received  by  the  firm  from  the  placing 
of  advertising  in  the  City's  space.     If  this  means  that  the 
firm  is  free  to  do  only  such  work  as  it  decides  to  do,  it  is 
obvious  that  the  City  made  a  most  improvident  contract,  and 
one  under  which  it  has  no  assurance  of  receiving  the  revenue 
the  space  should  produce  for  it.     Instead  it  will  receive 
only  such  revenue  as  is  actually  produced  by  the  amount  and 
kind  of  work  which  the  firm  elects  to  do.     According  to  the 
express  terms  of  the  contract,  this  is  all  that  it  requires. 
If  the  contract  is  so  construed,  we  think  the  Commission 

has  the  right  to  set  it  aside,  as  improvident,   illusory  and 
without  binding  force. 

2.  It  may  be  that  a  covenant  or  condition  for 
the  performance  of  service  by  the  firm  should  be  implied 
from  the  contract.     Unexpressed  covenants  of  this  nature 
may  only  be  implied  if  they  are  indispensable  to  effectu- 
ate the  intention  of  the  parties;  they  can  be  justified  only 
on  the  ground  of  legal  necessity.     In  substance,  the  contract 
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is  one  for  the  employment  of'  the  firm  to  render  a  special- 
ized service.     If  a  condition  requiring  performance  by 
the  firm  is  implied,   the  firm's  right  to  continue  for  the 
term  of  the  contract  is  conditioned  upon  performance  of  its 
implied  service  obligation.     In  the  absence  of  anything 
expressed  in  the  contract  defining  the  service  requirement 
or  the  minimum  revenue  to  be  produced,  we  think  the  implied 
condition  would  necessarily  be  that  the  firm  give  good 
service,  that  Is,  service  of  that  quality  and  character  whi^h 
will  bring  to  the  City  the  revenues  the  space  would  produce 
to  it  under  competent  management  and  adequate  effort. 
Service  under  which  the  City  is  losing  £100,000  a  year  of 
producible  revenues  is  not  good  service.     If  the  contract  Is 
construed  as  containing  an  implied  covenant  or  condition  of 
good  service,  the  Commission  has  the  right  to  terminate  it 
for  default  of  the  advertising  firm  in  performing  the  implied 
covenant.     Paragraph  2  of  the  contract  provides  that  in  the 
event  of  default  by  the  advertising  firm  of  any  of  the 
covenants  therein  contained  on  the  part  of  the  firm  to  be 
performed,  which  default  shall  continue  for  a  period  of 
thirty  (30)  days  after  written  notice  to  the  firm,  the  Com- 
mission may  terminate  the  agreement.     This  express  provision 
for  termination  by  the  Commission  would  apply  to  a  termina- 
tion for  default  in  performing  an  implied  covenant  or  condi- 
tion of  rood  service. 

3.   In  effect,  the  advertising  firm  is  a  contractual 
a^ent  for  handling  the  City's  car  card  advertising  space. 
The  contract  prohibits  assignment  by  the  firm  without  the 
Commission's  consent.     Service  agencies  for  a  term  of  years 
are  terminable  by  the  principal  before  the  expiration  of 
the  term,  at  the  will  of  the  principal.     An  agent  whose 
service  has  been  good  has  a  complaint  for  the  damage  he 
sustains  from  the  early  termination,  but  he  is  not  entitled 
to  continue  in  the  service  against  the  decision  of  his  prin- 
cipal.     However,  an  agent  whose  contract  has  been  terminated 
for  good  cause,   such  as  the  rendition  of  unsatisfactory 
service,  has  no  complaint  on  account  of  the  termination, 
and  if  In  rendering  unsatisfactory  service  he  has  failed 
to  perform  an  express  or  Implied  covenant,  his  principal 
has  a  claim  against  him  for  resulting  loss  or  damage. 
Such  a  claim  could  be  pursued  at  or  after  termination  of 
the  contract. 
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4.  The  advertising  firm  has  had  fair  warning. 
Members  of  the  firm  were  present  at  the  Commission ' s  ses- 
sion of  March  19,   1956.     Commissioners  who  were  present 
at  that  session  stated  that  the  Commission  wanted  better 
results.     In  the  fifteen  months  which  have  elapsed  since 
then,  the  firm  has  not  corrected  the  situation. 

5.  It  is  an  implied  condition  of  the  service 
undertaken  by  the  advertising  firm  that  the  firm  shall  not 
undertake  or  engage  in  work  or  activities  which  conflict 
with  the  performance  of  its  obligation  to  its  principal, 
the  City.     Nor  is  the  firm  permitted  to  pool  the  City's 
interests  or  properties  with  those  of  others.     The  package 
deal  plan,  by  which  the  advertising  firm  pooled  the  City's 
space  with  other  space,  and  disposed  of  it  at  dramatic 
discounts,  thus  making  a  "leader"  out  of  San  Francisco's 
space,  at  San  Francisco's  expense,  was  Inconsistent  with 
the  firm's  obligation  to  the  Commission,  and  affords  further 
ground  for  termination  of  the  agreement. 

6.  A  contract  by  a  municipal  corporation  for  a 
term  of  five  years,  or  one  exceeding  the  term  of  office  of 
the  officials  participating  in  making  it,   is  not  necessarily 
invalid.     Municipal  contracts  for  such  periods  have  been 
upheld  by  the  Courts  when  it  appears  that  they  were  fair, 
just  and  reasonable  at  the  time  they  were  made.     The  test  is 
whether  the  contract  was  fair,   just  and  reasonable  when  it 
was  made.     V/e  think  the  nature  and  provisions  of  this  con- 
tract, coupled  with  its  renewal  for  an  extended  period  lonr' 
In  advance  of  the  expiration  of  the  previous  term,  were 
improvident  and  unreasonable,  and  that  this  affords  an 
Independent  ground  for  setting  the  contract  aside.     We  have 
noted  that  the  contract  purports  to  give  to  the  firm  control 
over  the  space  and  over  the  rates  to  be  charged,  without  any 
requirement  of  performance  on  the  part  of  the  firm,  nor  any 
assurance  of  the  production  of  adequate  or  any  stated  revenue 
to  the  City,  and  that  in  these  respects  it  is  unlike  other 
City  contracts  based  on  a  percentage  of  gross  receipts.  The 
negotiation  of  the  additional  extension  long  in  advance  of 
the  expiration  of  the  prior  term  precluded  the  possibility 

of  effective  competition,  and  afforded,   in  practical  effect, 
a  long  continued  exclusive  agency  to  the  firm  that  had  the 
business,  under  which  the  work  to  be  done  and  the  rates  to 
be  charged,  and  as  a  consequence  the  revenue  to  be  produced 
to  the  City,  were  left  to  the  firm  to  decide.     We  know 
valid  Justification  for  this  method  of  dealing  with  the 
City's  property  and  interests. 
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7.     The  contract  was  made  without  the  approval 
of  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies,  who  under  Section  8b  of  the 
Charter  makes  all  contracts  for  services  required  by  the 
several  departments  and  offices  of  the  City.     The  munici- 
pal railway  is  a  City  department ,  and  is  placed  under  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission.     We  know  of  no  judicial  deci- 
sion to  the  effect  that  Section  88  has  no  application  to 
the  municipal    railway.     If  the  approval  of  the  Purchaser 
of  Supplies  was  required,   the  contract  is  invalid  because 
it  was  not  obtained. 

The  foregoing,  as  it  seems  to  us,  afford  valid 
grounds  for  termination  of  the  present  contract.  The 
Commission  has  the  power  and  duty  to  deal  with  the  prop- 
erty under  its  jurisdiction  In  such  manner  as  in  its 
judgment  is  best  designed  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
City,  which  in  the  circumstances  of  this  case  evidentl, 
call  for  revising  the  contract  terms,  and  for  providing 
for  competition  for  the  business.     Revision  of  the  con- 
tract could  include  a  provision  calling  for  the  production 
of  a  minimum  revenue,  and  a  provision  affording  assurance 
that  satisfactory  rates  will  be  maintained. 

Pursuant  to  Mr.  Downey's  request,  we  are  sending 
a  copy  of  this  letter  to  Commissioner  Baron.

This  will  be  particularly  help- 
ful to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Bureau  in  connection  with  pending  litigation  on  water 
rights.    These  suits  include  springs  and  wells  allegedly  affected  by  tunnel 
construction  in  past  years,  riparian  rights  along  the  Tuolumne  River  and 
salinity  cases  in  the  Delta  area. 

Operations 

Operating  phases  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  were  normal  during 
the  past  month  except  for  the  second  failure  within  the  last  five  months  of 
the  hemp  core  copper  conductor  in  the  nine-mile  section  at  the  westerly  end 
of  the  City's  Moccasin-Newark  transmission  line.    A  request  for  supplemental 
appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $58,000  authorized  July  30,  1957 >  under 
Resolution  No.  17,464  for  the  replacement  of  this  conductor  is  being 
processed.

A  contract  with  the  architectural  firm  of  Loubet  and  Glynn  for  preparation 
of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Addition  to  Pier  B,  has  been  signed  by  the 
architects  and  is  ready  for  Commission  approval.    Preliminary  plans  should  be  sub- 
mitted for  review  during  the  coming  month. 

On  July  18th  a  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  Gr^nt  Offer  was  received 
in  the  amount  of  ,/328,000,  representing  the  Federal  share  of  project  costs  for 
construction  of  warm-up  pads  and  taxi ways,  reconstruction  of  taxiway  pavements,  and 
installation  of  taxiway  guidance  signs,  and  for  reimbursement  of  airport  lands 
previously  purchased,  as  well  as  reimbursement  for  estimated  engineering  costs.

Robert  E.  Murray  of  Pan  American  World  Airways  appeared 
before  the  Commission  soliciting  City's  participation  in  the 
application  of  said  Pan  American  World  Airways,  requesting 
rehearing  before  Federal  Authorities,  to  provide  for  a  stop 
at  Seattle,  Wn.,  on  its  flight  route  to  the  Orient.  The 
President  of  the  United  States  had  authorized  a  route  from 
California  (Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco)  to  the  Orient,  but 
denying  a  stop  at  Seattle,  Wn,    Mr.  Murray  contended  that 
operating  under  the  authorized  flight,  would  prove  a  hardship 
to  the    Company     as  well  as  a  disservice  to  the  State  of 
California,  tne  latter  because cf  1nf requencies  of  flights  as 
against  that  of  Seattle,  Wn. 
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He  further  contended  that  in  the  past  immediate  years,  the 
position  of  Seattle,  Wh.,  through  Northwest  Airlines,  had  been 
greatly  enhanced  to  the  detriment  of  San  Francisco;  San  Fran- 
cisco formerly  enjoyed  80$  of  -nail  and  cargo  to  the  Orient, 
now  lost  to  Seattle,  enjoying  a  shorter  route. 

Frank  Needles  :f  the  Gity  Attorney's  Office  stated  that  at 
an  earlier  meeting  held  before  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Chamber  by  a  vote  of  15  to  5,  denied  the  request  of  Po.n 
American  World  airways  for  a  rehearing,  doing  so  in  the 
interests  of  protecting  the  established  California  Markets. 
Mr.  Needles  further  stated,  that  by  the  year  I960,  on  the 
best  of  authority,  it  is  believed  that  planes  will  be  of  a 
type,  to  make  the  run  to  the  Orient  on  a  non-stop  basis  and 
recommended  that  the  Commission  take  no  action  at  this  tine, 
in  order  to  permit  study  of  operations  under  the  authorization. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  expressed  the  thought,  that  a  stop 
at  Seattle,  Wn.,  entailing  fueling,  customs  service  and 
ether  problems  would  entail  an  unreasonable  delay  for  Calif- 
ornia passengers  and  suggested  that  Pan  American  World  Airways 
make  an  application  before  proper  authorities,  seeking  a. 
route  from  coast  to  coast  and  thence  to  the  Orient. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  that  the  picture  as  painted  by 
Mr 9  Murray  was  of  a  grave  nature  and  that  the  presidential 
authorization  may  prove  to  be  an  idle  act  because  v£  the 
inf requencies  of  schedules  and  suggested  that  Management 
and  Staff  review  the  whole  matter  in  the  light  of  the  presen- 
tation made. 

The  Commission  directed  a  continuance  of  the  hearing  to 
Wednesday,  august  28,  1957,  commencing  at  5:00  PM.,  to  afford 
all  interested  parties  the  opportunity  to  present  their  views.

Continuance  of  hearing  (over  from  august  27,  1957)  re  City's 
participation  in  the  application  of  Pan  American  World  Airways 
requesting  rehearing  before  Federal  Authorities,  to  provide  for 
a  slop  at  Seattle,  Wn.,  on  its  flight  route  to  the  Orient. 

Mr.  Robert  E.  Murray  of  Pan  American  World  airways  reiterated 
his  remarks  of  the  meeting  of  August  27,  1957/  contending  that 
its  authorized  flight  to  the  Orient,  because  of  the  lack  of 
daily  or  frequent  service,  being  self  limited  to  perhaps  two 
or  not  more  than  three  flights  a  week,  would  jeopardize  the 
position  held  by  San  Francisco  on  oriental  flights.    He  believed 
that  the  position  of  San  Francisco  because  of  infrequent  flights 
be  no  better  than  a  number  of  inland  cities  of  the  Northwest, 
San  Francisco  losing  its  position  as  a  gateway  to  the  far  east. 
Mr.  Hamstra  of  Pan  American  World  Airways  endorsed  the  remarks 
of  Mr.  Murray,  emphasizing  the  losses  accruing  to  Son  Francisco 
because  of  non-stop  at  Seattle.  He  quoted  a  number  of  statistics 
demonstrating  that  the  trend  is  away  from  San  Francisco  in  favor 
of  Seattle,  concluding  with  the  remark  that  San  Francisco  under 
the  presidential  authorization  would  become  only  th^  gateway 
to  Hawaii  and  not  to  the  Orient.    He  contended  that  with  a  stoo 
at  Seattle,  Wn.,  that  San  Francisco  could  enhance  its  position 
by  "playing"  up  its  scenic,  climatic  and  other  natural  advanta- 
ges, encouraging  stop-over  at  San  Francisco,  at  no  greater  cost, 
and  thence  to  the  Orient.    He  reminded  the  Commission,  th^t  with 
a  business  of  $7,000,000.00  mail  to  the  Orient,  heretofore 
largely  enjoyed  by  San  Francisco  and  now  lost  to  Seattle,  could 
be  recaptured  by  Pan  American  World  Airways  stopping  at 
Seattle  on  its  flight  to  the  Orient. 

Mr.  Warren  Burk  of  United  Air  Lines  advised  the  Commission  that 
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the  efforts  of  Pan  American  World  Airways  for  a  rehearing  for 
a  stop  at  Seattle,  was  but  an  attempt  to  "get  its  foot  in  the 
door'1  for  domestic  service,  a  privilege  not  now  enjoyed.  In 
answer  to  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Murray,  Mr,  Burke  stated  that  the 
growth  of  Northwest  Airlines,  out  of  Seattle,  was  a  matter  of 
sales  promotion,  and  not  necessarily  a  matter  of  geographioall 
advantages;  that  promotion  of  traffic  could  easily  be  attained 
by  a  greater  quality  of  service  and  not  by  frequencies  of 
flights;  he  urged  the  Commission  to  deny    Cityfs  participation 
in  a  rehearing. 

Mr.  C.  Miller  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  advised  the  Commission 
that  the  Chamber,  at  a  meeting  held  August  27,  1957  >  adopted 
by  a  vote  of  15  to  5,  not  to  take  any  action  in  the  matter  of  a 
rehearing. 

a  telegram  from  A#  R.  Allen,  Director,  Transportation  Division 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  read,  in  which  the 
Chamber  requested  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  join  in 
the  petition  for  reconsideration  of  the  presidential  authoriza- 
tion, to  provide  for  a  stop  at  Seattle. 

Mr.  Frank  J.  Needles  of  the  City  attorney's  Office  reviewed 
the  position  taken  by  San  Francisco  in  the  initial  hearing 
before  the  Civil  aeronautics  Board,  a  position  upheld  by  the 
Board's  Examiner.  He  stated  that  those  cities  interested  in 
the  retearing  have  not  as  yet  disclosed  their  petitions  and 
data,  and  until  such  time  as  these  become  available,  San  Fran- 
cisco should  not  at  this  time  commit  itself  to  a  support  for  a 
rehearing.    Mr.  Needles  quoted  from  City's  brief  to  the  effect 
that  in  the  near  future,  jet  operation  would  be  of  a  nature, 
providing  for  non-stop  service  to  the  Orient  in  a  matter  of 
8-11  hours  depending  on  whether  east  or  west  bound.    He  con- 
cluded, that  the  position  taken  by  San  Francisco  before  the 
Civil  aeronautics  Board  at  the  initial  hearing  is  just  as  sound 
today  as  then. 

Mr.  Clay  Bernard  of  Western  airlines  urged  the  Commission  to 
deny  any  reconsideration.

At  this  meeting,  Mr,  Elmer  Johnson,  Executive  Vice-President 
of  the  Building  Owners  and  Managers  Association,  in  coopera- 
tion with  Mr.  Gervais  of  the  North  Central  Association, 
appeared  before  the  Commission. 

The  approved  plan  of  one  way  streets,  provides  for  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  presently  operated  "scramble"  system  on  Montgomery 
Street. 

Mr.  Johnson  stated  at  the  hearing,  that  Montgomery  Street 
has  more  people  to  move  than  any  oth^r  street  or  section  in 
San  Francisco;  it  was  his  understanding  that  under  the 
approved  plan;  -  (1)  the  scramble  system  would  be  eliminated; 

i'c.)  that  buses  would  be  operated  on  Montgomery 

street,  south. 
(3)  No  stopping  would  be  permitted  on  Mont- 
gomery Street. 

Mr.  Johnson  cited  many  references  to  the  successful  operation 
of  the  scramble  system  in  Denver,  Los  Angeles  and  Baltimore, 
contending  that  in  the  respective  cities  cited,  traffic  volume 
increased,  police  manpower  for  traffic  was  reduced,  great  re- 
duction of  intersection  accidents,  and  general  approval  from 
the  public,  the  merchants  and  the  police. 
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It  was  Mr.  Johnson's  contention  that  the  scramble  system  on 
Montgomery  Street  should  be  retained;  that  because  of  the 
narrow  street  (39  feet),  stop  and  pickup  by  the  mail,  and 
others  serving  the  district,  to  operate  buses  on  the  street 
would  be  a  •'folly11  and  the  whole  program  doomed. 

Mr.  Johnson  suggested  that  in  lieu  of  Montgomery  Street,  buses 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  should  operate  on  Battery  Street,  or 
if  that  is  not  possible  or  desirable,  that  the  Commission 
reconsider  the  retaining  of  Kearny  Street,  as  a  two-way  street. 

Mr,  Gervais  cf  the  North  Central  Association  endorsed  the 
remarks  of  Mr.  Johnson,  adding  that  the  elimination  of  stopping 
on  Montgomery  Street  would  present  a  problem,  for  which  no 
answer  has  been  offered,  i.e.,  how  can  delivery  be  effected 
under  such  a  program;  he  also  endorsed  the  suggestion  that 
Kearny  Street  be  retained  for  two-way  operation. 

Mr.  C.  D.  Miller  of  the  Municipal  Railway  reminded  those 
present,  that  any  suggested  changes  at  this  time,  would  not 
permit  of  time  to  prepare  hew  schedules,  signup  and  other 
matters  associated  with  new  routings,  to  be  effective  as  of 
October  6,  1957.    Mr,  Miller  disapproved  in  the  interest  cf  the 
traveling  public,  the  suggestion  of  operation  on  Battery  St. 

Mr.  Mc  Carthy  of  tire  Planning  Commission  reviewed  the  steps 
leading  up  to  the  approved  one  way  pattern,  insisting  that 
suggested  change  in  one  street  would  necessitate  restudy    f  the 
whole  pattern;  this  latter  point  was  endorsed  by  Roff  Shoaf 
of  the  Traffic  Department  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
It  was  the  expressed  belief  of  Mr.  Shoaf  that  the  approved  one- 
way pattern  will  be  of  a  definite  benefit  to  the  whole,  and  not 
necessarily  to  a  given  segment.    Captain  Kiely  of  the  Police 
Department  reiterated  the  remarks  of  Messrs.  Mc  Carthy  and 
Shoaf,  that  the  pattern  as  adopted  could  not  be  changed  in  one 
facet  without  adversely  affecting  the  whole  program. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  that  San  Francisco  had  in  the 
past  led  the  nation  in  the  matter  cf  one  way  streets,  tta.t 
those  adopted  had  been  successful,  and  thus  guaranteeing  in  a 
measure  the  success  of  the  new  program;  he  reminded  the  group, 
that  people  traveling  in  the  buses  are  entitled  to  the  same 
privileges  of  these  using  private  cars;  that  the  program  ;  s 
proposed  had  been  thoroughly  studied  by  the  experts  of  the  City, 
they  being  convinced  that  the  plan  was  workable  and  moved  that 
the  Commission  reiterate  its  previous  position  in  approval  cf 
the  plan,  the  motion  being  endorsed  unanimously  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

Mr.  Fazackerley  reviewed  the  report  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
in  the  matter  of  commendations  vs  complaints;  for  the  first 
six  months  of  the  current  year,    commendations  received  totaled 
2,639  as  against  2,077  complaints;  a  deviation  from  the  usual, 
in  that  people  are  more  inclined  to  complain  rather  than  praiise 
or  commend  good  service.

Since  the  date  of  his  previous  report  to  the  Commission,  July 
30,  1957,  recommendations  in  the  Ernst  and  Ernst  Report  were 
under  study;  particular  attention  was  given  to  budgetary 
controls  and  project  financing.     In  this  connection  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  Personal  Service  accounts  for 
two  months  of  this  fiscal  year  show  a  credit  balance  compared 
to  a  debit  balance  last  year;  that  very  few  other  accounts 
or  objects  of  expenditure  in  the  budget  were  over  the  allot- 
ment for  the  two  months  of  July  and  August.    The  credit  balance 
actually  developed  was  $193,475.00. 

Revenues  for  the  two  months  of  July  and  August  totaled 
$2,751,692.00,  which  amount  is  $174,205.00" over  the  budget 
estimate. 

On  July  22,  the  first  of  a  series  of  memoranda  designed  to 
fix  standards  and  procedures  in  connection  with  meter  o d  ser- 
vices to  consumers,  was  distributed  to  all  Divisions. 
Included  also  is  a  review  and  analysis  of  the  Department's 
Rules  and  Regulations  governing  water  service  to  consumers, 
and  it  is  hoped  to  modernize  these  Rules  and  Regulations  in 
accordance  with  the  Ernst  &  Ernst  Report. 

In  connection  with  imnrovement  of  operating  facilities  a 
request  for  an  appropriation  of  $409,000.00  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  shop  building  at  the  Bryant  Street  Yard,  which 
w^s  approved  by  the  Commission,  is  now  in  the  Mayor's  office, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  before  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors at  an  early  date. 
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In  connection  with  the  reconstruction  of  the  Geary  Street 
Oarhouse,  a  contract  has  boon  negotiated  with  an  architectural 
firm.    This  contract  should  be  before  the  Commission  for 
approval  by  next  meeting, 

Several  meetings  have  recently  been  held  with  representatives 
of  the  State  Highway  Commisbion  regarding  the  Juniper c  S  rra 
Freewau  extension  to  be  constructed  on  the  Peninsula,  reservoirs 
watersheds,  to  determine  a  route  which  may  be  acceptable,  and 
a  hearing  is  being  hold  in  San  Mateo  County  on  September  J:5r 
at  which  the  Department  will  express  its  point  of  view  in  the 
matter. 

In  the  matter  of  determining  a  program  for  the  administration 
of  Lake  Merced  properties,  meetings  were  held  with  the  fish 
&  Game  Commission  and  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission.  ";ith 
rega.rd  to  the  preservation  of  the  waters  of  the  L«  ke,  the 
south  Lake  wr s  blue  stoned  for  control  of  algae  and  specifica- 
tions prepared  which  fixed  minimum  standards  to  maintain  the 
quality  of  the  water, for  emergency  domestic  use. 

MGuire  &  Hester,  contractors  for  construction  of  the  Crystal 
Springs  and  Sunset  Supply  line  pipe  sections,  Hillsborough 
Bridge  to  Burlingame,  has  made  satisfactory  progress.  This 
line,  when  completed,  forms  the  final  link  in  a  new  transmis- 
sion main  from  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir  to  San  Francisco,

service  to  customers  on  the  Peninsula  and  in  the  East  Bay. 
Palo  Alto  and  Belmont  are  improving  their  local  districution 
systems  with  a  view  to  purchasing  larger  quantities  of 
water  from  San  Francisco.     dth  regard  to  Pleasanton,  some 
controversies  have  developed  in  connection  with  water  rights, 
and  the  Department  has  been  participating  in  conferences 
in  Sacramento,  looking  toward  the  protection  of  San 
Fr-  ncisco1  s  interests  in  Alameda  Crt-ek  end  its  tributaries.

Mr.  Phillips  Davies,  Director  and  Secretary  of  the  tforth 
Central  Association  appeared  before  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  with  regard  to  the  proposal  to  operate  Municipal 
Railway  vehicles  on  Montgomery  Street.    Mr,  Davids  commented 
as  follows: 

On  Montgomery  Street  is  located  most  of  the  princip;  1 
banks,  investment  houses  end  largest  buildings  in  the  City 
of  San  Francisco,  end  to  operate  Municipal  Railway  transit 
vehicles  on  this  street  would  depreciate  the  value  of  property, 
as  well  ^.s  add  to  the  present  traffic  congestion,  and  endanger 
the  livos  of  pedestrians  on  this  already  overcrowded  street. 

In  1927,  various  business  interests  in  the  Montgomery 
Street  area  got  together  end  purchased  the  then  Market  Street 
Railway  franchise  and,  by  Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors passed  July  S,  19^7,  was  successful  in  having  the 
existing  street  car  tracks  removed.    Subsequently  in  194-5, 
on  "implied  agreement"  with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
was  secured  to  the  effect  that  nc  public  transit  vehicles 
would  be  operated  on  Montgomery  Street. 

Wow  it  is  learned  that  the  Municipal  Railway  proposes 
to  operate  the  #15  bus  line  on  Montgomery  Street,  and  on  behalf 
of  his  Association  Mr.  Davies  suggested  that  Battery  Street, 
being  much  wider  than  Montgomery  Street,  be  used,  at  least 
during  a  trial  period,  for  public  transportation.    Mr.  L>  vies 
declared  further  that  since  Battery  Street  is  in  close  proximity 
to  Montgomery  Street  and  other  large  buildings  in  the  immediate 
vicinity,  transportation  on  this  street  would  serve  the  property 
owners  and  others  just  as  conveniently. 

Mr.  Fay  Brown,  Chairman  of  the  Streets  Committee  of  the 
Worth  Central  Association,  then  spoke.    Mr.  brown  stated: 

That  he  concurred  in  Mr.  Davies1  opinions  wholeheartedly 
and  remembers  quite  well  when  it  was  "promised"  that  no  trans- 
portation would  be  operated  on  Montgomery  Street;  that  although 
"the  city  may  not  have  a  legal  responsibility  in  this  regard,  he 
feels  that  it  certainly  has  a  moral  one.    Further,  that  many 
business  houses  are  moving  into  outlying  areas  such  as  down  the 
poninsula,  across  the  bay,  -nd  even  Marin  County,  and  for  the 
Municipal  Railway  to  operate  public  transportation  on  Montgomery 
Street  would  further  encourage  other  businesses  to  leave  the 
area.    Thus  it  would  seem  that  Battery  Street,  if  the  Municipal 
Railway  insists  uncn  opera/ting  transit  vehicles  in  the  Mont- 
gomery Street  area,  would  be  the  more  logical  street  upon  which 
to  do  so. 

Mr.  Ed.  Crowley,  Manager  of  the  Palace  Hotel,  then  stated 
that  the  traffic  problem  on  J^ew  Montgomery  Street  is  rather 
acute,  to  the  extent  that  it  is  difficult  for  patrons  of  the 
hotel,  in  automobiles  or  ta.xicabs,  to  gut  to  or  from  the  hotel 
with  ease.    To  substantiate  this  fact  Mr.  Crowley  said  that 
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each  day  traffic  policemen  are  petroling  the  street  directing 
traffic  through  loudspeakers  in  an  endeavor  to  ease  the  present 
traffic  situation ,  and  he  hopes  that  it  would  not  be  made  worse 
by  the  addition  of  Municipal  Railway  vehicles, 

Mr.  Elmer  Johnson  of  the  Building  Owners  and  Managers 
Association  addressed  the  Commission  and  stated  that  his 
Association  is  making  studios  and  taking  pictures  of  the  traffic 
congestion  in  the  area  in  the  hope  that  it  may  arrive  at  s  me 
solution  which  may  be  of  help  in  solving  the  present  problemc 
Further,  that  he  hopes  that  the  Municipal  Railway  will  giv< 
serious  thought  to  making  a  trial  run  of  its  proposed  new 
transportation  route  on  Battery  Strobt  instead  of  Montgomery 
Street  because,  in  his  opinion,  the  addition  of  Municipal 
Railway  vehicles  to  the  already  overcrowded  traffic  condition 
on  Montgomery  Street  will  constitute  an  additional  traffic 
hazard. 

Captain  Kiley  of  the  Police  Department  attended  the 
meeting  and  assured  the  Commission  of  the  full  co-operation 
of  the  Traffic  Division. 

The  Commission  re-affirmed  its  previous  decision  that  a 
trial  run  of  90  days,  effective  October  6,  1957,  will  be  made.

On  August  26,  1957  the  surface  of  Lake  Lloyd  had  been  lowered  sufficiently  to  permit 

the  inspection  of  the  Cherry  Portal  site  of  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Division  tunnel  by 

prospective  bidders  for  the  construction  of  the  tunnel .

Operations 

During  the  month  of  August  several  power  interruptions  due  to  insulator  flashovers 
on  the  City's  transmission  lines  in  the  vicinity  of  Newark  were  experienced.  These 
resulted  from  a  combination  of  moist  atmosphere  and  unusually  heavy  accumulations  oi 
dust  occasioned  by  the  freeway  construction  in  the  vicinity.    It  is  planned  to  re- 
place the  existing  insulators  with  so-called  i!smog-typelf  insulators,  which  are 
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designed  to  minimize  the  possibility  of  flashovers  under  such  conditions.  This 
work  will  be  included  in  the  contract  for  replacement  of  the  hemp-core  copper 
conductors  in  the  nine-mile  section  at  the  west  end  of  the  line. 

On  September  3>  1957  the  Turlock  Irrigation  District  commenced  taking  power  direct.ly 
from  the  City's  transmission  lines  through  the  recently  completed  substation  near 
0akdaleo    Hetch  Hetchy  power  supplied  to  the  District  heretofore  has  been  through 
the  power  system  of  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District.    The  new  connection  provides 
the  additional  capacity  necessary  for  the  continuing  load  growth  in  the  area  served 
by  the  two  Districts.

CANYON  CHERRY  POWER  DEVELOPMENT 
Preliminary  Design  Report 

.Ohe  preliminary  design  report  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  submitted  by  Sverdrup  & 
Parcel,  Inc.,  has  been  approved  by  the  Bureau  after  some  revisions.    Final  design 
of  the  powerhouse  in  accordance  therewith  is  now  under  way. 

C herry  Power  Tunnel 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  have  been 
rompleted  by  Sverdrup  &  Parcel.    Bids  for  this  work  which  will  include  construction 
of  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel  under  the  same  contract  (HH-300),  will  be 
opened  October  3,  1957 •    Widespread  interest  in  this  job  is  evident  from  the  fact 
that  over  160  sets  of  plans  and  specifications  have  been  taken  out  by  contractors, 
suppliers,  material  men,  equipment  distributors  and  others.    Contractors  from  all 
over  the  United  States  are  visiting  the  job  site. 

Cherry  Powerhouse  Turbines 

Under  specifications  prepared  by  the  Bureau,  bids  will  be  opened  by  the  Purchaser  of 
Supplies  on  October  7,  1957  for  the  procurement  of  the  two  hydraulic  turbines  of 
approximately  93>500  horsepower  each  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse,    These  turbines  will 
operate  under  an  effective  head  of  2230  feet  and  will  drive  two  generators  having  a 
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total  peak  capacity  of  135,000  kilowatts • 
Intake-Moccasin  Transmission  Line 

Under  specifications  prepared  by  Sverdrup  &  Parcel,  it  is  expected  that  invitations 
for  bids  will  be  advertised  this  week  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  for  the  procure- 
ment of  steel  towers  for  the  230,000-volt  transmission  line  between  Early  Intake  and 
Moccasin.    Construction  of  this  line  under  a  P.U.C.  contract  is  scheduled  for  next 
spring. 

Intake  and  tA/'amerville  Switchyards 

Sverdrup  and  Parcel  have  commenced  work  on  the  design  of  the  switchyards  to  be 
located  at  Early  Intake  and  at  Warnerville.    The  Intake  Switchyard  will  serve  as  a 
common  switching  point  for  both  the  Cherry  and  Canyon  Powerhouses  and  for  the  two 
230,000-volt  transmission  circuits  which  will  transmit  power  47  miles  westerly  to 
Warnerville •    The  Warnerville  Switchyard  located  near  Oakdale  will  serve  as  a  step 
down  substation  transforming  power  from  230,000  volts  to  115,000  volts.    From  this 
noint  power  will  be  transmitted  over  12  miles  of  line  to  serve  the  Modesto  and 
Turlock  Irrigation  Districts. 

Rights  of  ;.7ay 

On  September  4,  1957  an  application  map  for  a  right  of  way  over  public  lands  for 
the  amended  location  of  the  Early-Intake-Moccasin  Transmission  Line  was  filed  in 
the  General  Land  Office  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  U.  S.  Department  of  the 
Interior  at  Sacramento.

The  contract  authorized  under  PUC  Resolution  No.  17,494  for  the  preparation  of 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  Addition  to  Pier  B  was  certified  on  September  17th, 
and  the  architects,  Loubet  and  Glynn,  are  proceeding  with  the  preliminary  drawings. 
C. A. A. Grant  Offer 

On  September  16th  a  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  Grant  Offer  was  received  in  the 
amount  of  $880,865,  representing  the  Federal  share  of  projects  costs  for  recon- 
struction of  portions  of  the  runway  pavements,  construction  of  the  southerly 
extension  to  Runway  1-R,  together  with  related  warm-up  pad  and  lead-in  taxiway, 
and  for  construction  of  Pier  E  with  its  connecting  concourse.    On  September  24th 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  by  Resolution  No.  17,576  requested  that  the  Board

participation  on  amounts  to  about  54$  of  the  cost,  but  since  a  sizeable  portion  of 
Pier  E  is  intended  for  other  than  public  use  a  smaller  percentage  was  allowed  in 
this  case0 

Bids  for  runway  reconstruction  under  the  above  Grant  Offer  were  received  on  Sept- 
ember 19th •    Award  was  made  to  Lowrie  Paving  Company  on  September  24th,  but  before 
construction  work  can  be  started  the  Grant  Offer  must  be  formally  accepted  by  the 
Hoard  of  Supervisors6 

In  addition  to  the  above  Grant  Offer,  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  officially 
notified  the  City  on  August  19th  that  &483,754  had  tentatively  been  allocated  for 
the  extension  of  Runway  28L.    The  Bureau  is  presently  working  on  the  preparation 
of  plans  and  specifications  for  this  extension,  and  upon  their  completion  a  Project 
Application  for  this  construction  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Admin- 
istration. 

This  tentative  allocation  of  $483,754,  together  with  the  recently  received  Grant 
Offer  of  #830,865  indicates  that  a  total  of  $1,364,619  is  now  available  for  specified 
projects  in  the  Airport  development  program.

(3)  Why  a  consideration  of  40  years  lease  term,  when  Airline 
operators  must  confine  themselves  to  lesser  years. 

Answer:  Interested  parties  in  developing  hotel  facilities 
at  the  Airport  are  of  record  that  a  minimum  period 
of  40  years  must  prevail. 

(4)  What  was  basis  for  computing  $50,000.00  annual  guarantee 

Answer:  One-third  of  the  estimated  amount  that  will  be  paid 
to  City  in  the  first  3-4  years. 

^5)  Why  was  the  same  percentage  of  rental  (4$  to  bp)  used  for 
the  full  income  of  the  hotel;  should  not  the  food  and 
liquor  carry  a  separate  and  higher  percentage. 

Answer:  Too  difficult  to  properly  evaluate  in  the  received 
bids;  the  4$  to  6f°  are  only  minimum  percentages 
acceptable  to  City.

Answer:  All  utilities  are  already  installed  to  the 
border  of  the  demised  premises* 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  in  his  opinion  all  le*  sos  of 
this  type  and  character  should  be  reviewed  by  the  Controller 
and  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Commissioner 
Grreenberg  also  stated  that  he  had  no  prior  knowledge  of  the 
consideration  of  hotel  facilities,  his  first  acquaintance 
being  with  receipt  of  proposed  lease. 

Commissioner  ureenberg  moved  that  the  proposed  lease  be 
changed  to  reflect  a  shorter  period  and  that  the  acceptable 
percentages  be  adjusted  to  reflect  separate  considerations  for 
rooms,  food  and  liquor;  there  was  no  seconding  of  tho  motion.

Financial  statement  for  3  months  period  ending  September  30,

last  year,  a  form  has  been  developed  the  object  of  which  is 
to  attain  greater  manger ial  approval  and  accounting  control 
of  all  construction,  maintenance  and  reconstruction  jobs 
costing  more  than  $500.00.    This  control  fills  a  considerable 
need  within  the  Department  and  follows  suggestions  in  tho 
Ernst  and  Ernst  Report.    To  effect  organizational  changes, 
a  letter  has  been  addressed  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
to  reclassify  certain  positions  to  the  end  that  a  given  field 
man  be  assigned  a  district  in  which  he  handles  all  details 
now  assigned  to  4  separate  classifications.    The  Department 
is  preparing  a  memorandum  for  submission  to  the  Highway  Com- 
mission setting  forth  the  City's  point  of  view  in  the 
construction  of  the  proposed  Junipero  Serra  Freeway;  progress 
en  the  Department's  contracts  was  reviewed. 

Mre  C.  D.  Miller  reviewed  the  operations  of  the  recently 
inaugurated  one-way  street  program;  he  stated  that  the  program 
was  smoothly  operated,  and  mare  efficiently  than  anticipated; 
with  a  few  minor  adjustments,  the  congested  spots  will  fco 
eliminated.    The  Commission  noted  with  interest  reports  in 
the  matter  of  fare  structures  in  the  United  States,  San  Fran- 
cisco enjoying  a  favorable  position,  as  well  as  a  high  rate  o 
riding  habit. 

President  Joseph  Martin  designated  Friday,  October  25,  1957. 
commencing  at  3:30  PM,  to  consider  all  aspects  of  the  Calif- 
ornia Street  Cable  Car  Operation;  the  intent  of  the  meetin, 
to  air  all  problems  before  all  interested  parties,  in  an* en- 
deavor to  complete  construction  work  expeditiously  andj^et 
the  cars  in  operation.

Since  my  last  report  to  you  on  September  1?,  195?  the  business 
and  organizational  aspects  of  the  Department  have  been  given  much  at- 
tention.    I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  financial  statement  for  the 
3  months  period  ending  September  3Q»  195?  shows  an  excess  of 
$289, 139 • 57  of  revenues  over  expeditures.    This  obtains  partly  from 
savings  in  expenditure  items  but  more  particularly  through  increases 
in  water  sales.    Water  sales  collection  for  this  3-wonth  period  were 
$4, 119, 139* 42,  which  is  | 442, 544. 02  more  than  in  the  same  period  last 
year. 

As  a  further  control  of  expenditures  a  memorandum  has  recently 
been  issued  to  each  Division  which  provides  for  closer  job  control.  A 
suggested  form  has  been  prepared  which  provides  for  managerial  approv- 
al and  accounting  control  of  all  construction,  maintenance  and  recon- 
struction jobs  costing  more  than  $500.    The  use  of  this  form,  In  addi- 
tion to  providing  job  control,  will  form  the  nucleous  for  cost  ac- 
counting where  necessary.    This  procedure,  I  believe,  fills  a  con- 
siderable nead  within  the  Department  and  follows  suggestions  in  the 
Ernst  and  Ernst  report. 

In  connection  with  the  improvement  of  operating  facilities, 
the  Department's  request  for  approval  of  J 409,000  for  the  construction 
of  the  shop  building  at  Bryant  Street  Yard  is  now  before  the  Poard  of 
Supervisors  and  will  be  heard  in  the  Finance  Committee  tomorrow.  The 
Finance  Committee  also  has  under  consideration  an  appropriation  of 
£10,000  for  the  installation  of  12  hypochlorlnators  on  the  system. 

You  had  under  consideration  today  several  appropriation  items 
for  improvements  of  the  pipe  system  within  San  Francisco.     A  consider- 
able amount  of  time  was  spent  in  developing  the  support  for  this  re- 
quest, which  support  outlined  in  detail  the  various  items  of  work  in 
progress  or  to  be  done  during  the  current  fiscal  year  with  all  of  the 
funds  available.    This  pattern  of  allocation  of  funds  to  specific 
items  of  work  is  to  be  followed  closely  in  future  appropriations  in- 
cluding the  annual  budget. 

In  connection  with  organizational  changes  an  official  letter 
has  been  sent  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  requesting  that  the 
classifications  of  Special  Collectors,  Consumers  Servicemen,  Hosemen, 
Shops  and  Docks,  and  Water  Service  Inspectors  be  combined  into  one 
classification  of  Water  Service  Representatives,  with  the  idea  that 
each  field  man  be  assigned  a  district  in  which  he  handles  all  details 
now  assigned  to  the  4  separate  classifications.     Similarly,  studies 
are  in  progress  looking  toward  an  Improvement  in  the  classifications 
involved  In  the  work  crews  in  the  3  operating  Divisions  of  the  Depart- 
ment.    It  is  hoped  through  reclassification  to  correct  many  inade- 


quacies  which  have  developed  in  the  past  and  to  improve  the  efficiency 
of  these  Departments. 

Conversations  continued  during  the  last  month  with  the  staff 
of  the  State  Highway  Commission  with  reference  to  Junipero  Serra 
Freeway,    The  Water  Department  will  shortly  file  a  written  memorandum 
with  the  Highway  Commission  setting  forth  the  Public  Utilities  point 
of  view.     Such  a  written  memorandum  was  requested  by  the  Highway 
people. 

Conversations  have  been  continued  with  representatives  of 
cities  on  the  Peninsula  and  in  the  East  Pay  with  reference  to  water 
service.     During  the  past  month  the  additional  negotiations  were  had 

the  City  of  Palo  Alto  and  the  town  of  Pleasanton. 

Satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  in.  construction  of  new 
facilities.    At  the  present  time  there  are  11  contracts  for  the  con- 
struction of  pipe  lines  in  the  City  Distribution  system  in  progress. 
The  total  of  such  contracts  completed,  under  construction,  and  ready 
for  bids  are  estimated  to  cost  over  $388,000,    Five  contracts  for 
work  other  than  City  Distribution  pipe  lines,  which  tota}.  over 
$1, 000, 000  are  in  progress  today.     The  largest  of  these  is  the  Crystal 
Springs  and  Sunset  Supply  Line  which  is  well  ahead  of  schedule.  Plans 
and  specifications  for  the  roof  and  lining  of  Sunset  Reservoir  are  now 
80#  complete.    This  2|  million  dollar  work  should  be  let  within  the 
next  three  months .

Commission, 

Pier  E;  the  Art  Commission  has  approved  the  construction  plans 
and  American  Airlines  is  negotiating  for  occupancy. 

Progress  on  construction  contracts — Reconstruction  cf  Taxiways, 
Construction  of  w arm-Up  Pads,  Construction  of  Circulation  Reads, 
Runway  Reconstruction  and  Installation  of  Aaxiway  Guidance 
Signs  were  reviewed  by  Mr.  Brown. 

In  the  matterof  the  San  Francisco-lNew  York  Non-Stop  C^se,  Mr* 
Brown  urged  that  all  steps  be  taken  to  impress  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  with  the  urgency  of  an  additional  n.n-stop 
service  and  the  need  to  grant  immediately  San  Francisco's 
m  tion  for  an  expedited  hearing. 

Revenues  through  Rates  and  Charges  for  the  month  of  September, 
1957  exceeded  projected  estimates  by  almost  $2, 000.00;  total 
revenue  for  the  three  months  of  the  fiscal  year-July,  August- 
September  have  exceeded  budget  estimates. 

According  to  a  report  of  the  U.  S.  Department  cf  Commerce, 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Compendium  cf  City  Government  Finances, 
for  the  year  1956,  San  Francisco  Airport  led  the  entire 
nation  with  a  revenue  of  ^2,983,000,00;  undor  expenses,  San 
Francisco  finds  itself  in  the  unique  position  of  being  re- 
quired under  its  Airport  budget  to  provide  for  fire,  police, 
taxes  and  ether  expenses,  amounting  to  approximately 
#600,000*00  a  year.  San  Francisco  being  11th  in  population, 
enjoys  fifth  position  in  scheduled  air  traffic.  Additional 
revenue  in  an  estimated  amount  of  $105/000.00  is  accruing  to 
the  Airport  for  ough  its  change  of  new  auto  parking  rates. 


Commissioner  Don  Fazaxkerley  stated  that  during  the  past  week 
end,  he  met  with  Bill  Downs,  Director  of  Airport  Operations, 
Chicago,  111.,  and  Mr.  Downs  stated  that  he  was  much  impressed 
with  San  Francisco's  operation  of  its  airport,  particuarly  in 
the  field  of  revenues  received. 


Airport  Manager's  Report  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  October  29,  1957: 

I.     Progress  on  Airport  Expansion 

A.  Extension  of  Pier  B  on  the  North  Concourse  has  progressed  to  the  point  where 
the  architects,  Loubet  &  Glynn,  have  submitted  to  management  a  preliminary 
estimate  of  costs.    The  total  cost  estimate  was  $409,219;  included  in  this 
figure  is  provision  for  a  power  center  for  jet  engine  starting.  Generally, 
the  construction  will  provide  space  on  the  ground  floor  for  storage,  and  the 
first  floor  will  be  occupied  by  airline  holding  rooms,  stairs,  and  sanitary 
facilities.     Pier  B  will  be  hexagonal  in  shape  and  approximately  130  feet 

in  diameter.    The  structural  system  and  general  exterior  and  interior  will 
be  similar  to  the  existing  piers  and  concourses.    United  Air  Lines  has  been 
discussing  the  leasing  of  this  pier,  and  management  is  proceeding  with 
negotiations  which  will  be  brought  before  you  at  an  early  date  for  your 
consideration. 

B.  Cons true t ion  of  Pier  E,  as  previously  reported,  has  progressed  to  the  point 
where  the  Art  Commission  has  approved  the  construction  plans,  and  American 
Airlines  has  submitted  a  statement  of  intentions  with  respect  to  the  leasing 
of  space  therein.     The  matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Director,  Bureau  of 
Accounts,  for  review,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  recommendation  will  be 
placed  before  you  relating  to  the  leasing  of  this  space  in  the  immediate 
future.     The  E  gineering  Bureau  will  then  proceed  with  the  construction. 

C.  Reconstruction  of  Taxiways,  and  Construction  of  Warm-Up  Pads  and  Taxiway  under 
Contract  No.  206  was  awarded  to  L.  C.  Smith  &-  Co.  for  a  bid  of  $377,395.50. 
The  total  time  for  the  contract  was  330  days.     The  taxiway  portion  which 

is  under  construction,  however,  has  a  time  limit  of  100  days.     60%.  of  the 
allowed  time  has  elapsed,  and  95%  of  the  taxiway  work  is  complete.  The 
remainder  of  the  work  under  contract  will  be  processed  in  the  Spring. 

Construction  of  Circulation  Roads,  Taxiway  and  Related  Work  under  Contract 

No.  210  was  also  awarded  to  L.  C.  Smith  &  Co.  on  a  bid  of  $469,495.  Total 

time  for  this  contract  was  240  days.     Work  began  on  Monday,  October  21,  with  the 

placement  of  fill  for  the  inside  roadway  which  will  be  constructed  parallel  to 

the  Freeway,  between  San  Bruno  Avenue  and  the  Airport  entrance.     Under  this 

job,  pavement  will  be  constructed  on  one  of  the  taxiways.     The  majority 

of  the  work  and  the  funds  for  this  job  is  in  the  fill  for  the  roadway. 

Installation  of  Taxiway  Guidance  Signs  under  Contract  No.  207,  which  was 
awarded  to  Dahl-Beck  Electric  Co.  for  $69,875,  had  a  total  time  allowance 
of  180  days.     37%  of  the  allowed  time  has  elapsed,  and  55%  of  the  work  is 
complete. 

Runway  Reconstruction,  Contract  No.  212,  was  awarded  to  Lowrie  Paving  Co. 
for  $409,875,  and  work  started  Friday,  October  25,  1957.     Runway  28L  is  to 
be  constructed  now  with  a  50-day  time  limit,  Runway  28R  to  be  constructed 
starting  April  28,  1958,  with  a  50-day  time  limit. 

D.  Because  of  the  extensive  airport  expansion  work  which  is  beginning  at  the 
Airport,  it  has  been  necessary  to  consider  a  field  engineering  office.     It  is 
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presently  proposed  that  the  Airport  Engineer  and  his  staff  be  moved  to  Room  406 
of  the  Terminal  Building,  adjacent  to  management  offices.     The  Communications 
area  is  to  be  expanded  to  include  space  for  the  Communications  Supervisor  on 
the  ground  floor,  thus  providing  space  for  the  Field  Engineers  in  the  Service 
Building.     The  soil  testing  laboratory  facilities  will  perhaps  remain  where  they 
are.     In  this  manner  we  hope  to  provide  adequate  facilities  for  the  Engineering 
Bureau  staff  to  work  directly  at  the  Airport. 

E.The  Leigh  Fisher  consultant's  contract  is  presently  in  the  hands  of  the 

Controller  for  certification.    Airport  staff  is  preparing  historical  background 
material  and  statistical  data,  such  as  traffic  reports,  engineering  and 
expansion  studies,  and  various  airport  surveys,  in  order  to  familiarize  the 
consulting  firm  with  our  terminal  complex  problems.     The  airlines  have  been 
requested  to  provide  us  with  estimates  of  their  future  needs  so  that  this 
information  may  be  available  when  Mr.  Fisher  starts  his  study. 

II.     San  Francisco-New  York  Non-Stop  Case 

In  connection  with  our  position  for  a  needed  third  non-stop  service  between  San 
Francisco  and  New  York  and  our  request  for  an  expedited  hearing,  I  am  attaching 
to  this  report  a  memorandum  prepared  by  staff  dated  October  23,  1957  giving  a 
summation  of  the  salient  facts  in  the  case.     Every  effort  should  be  made  on  the 
part  of  staff,  Commission,  and  all  City  officials  to  impress  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board  with  the  urgency  of  this  matter  and  the  need  for  them  to  grant 
immediately  San  Francisco's  motion  for  an  expedited  hearing. 

III.  Statistics 

A. Revenues  obtained  through  rates  and  charges  for  the  month  of  September  exceeded 

our  projected  estimates  under  the  new  rates  by  almost  $2,000.  This  first  month's 
test  indicates  that  future  revenues  from  this  source  should  produce  the  additional 
revenues  anticipated. 

I  can  also  report  that  our  total  revenue  and  accruals  for  the  three  months-- July, 
August,  and  September--have  exceeded  our  budget  estimates. 

B.The  Airport  Operators  Council  recently  distributed  a  report  on  municipal  airport 
revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  41  largest  cities  for  the  calendar  year  1956. 
The  source  of  this  material  was  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Compendium  of  City  Government  Finances.     I  would  like  to  point  up  a  few 
comparisons  for  your  information  which  favorably  reflect  San  Francisco's  position. 

In  revenue  reported,  San  Francisco  International  Airport  led  the  entire  nation 
with  a  revenue  of  $2,983,000.     Los  Angeles  was  second  with  $2,740,000.  Chicago 
was  third  with  $2,280,000,  Philadelphia  was  4th  with  $1,447,000,  and  Denver  was 
5th  with  $1,235,000.     New  York  and  Washington,  D.C.  did  not  report,  and  hence 
were  not  included  in  the  report.     In  connection  with  expenses,  San  Francisco 
proves  unique  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  only  airport  among  those  listed  that  is 
required  to  include  in  its  airport  budget  expenditures  for  fire,  police,  taxes, 
emergency  alarm  and  public  address  systems.     These  services  amount  to  approximately 
$600,000  per  year  at  San  Francisco,  and  as  indicated,  are  not  included  in 
expenditures  of  other  airports.     San  Francisco  is  ranked  11th  in  population; 
however,  we  are  5th  in  the  nation  in  scheduled  air  traffic,  with  some  3,684,830 
passengers  in  1956-1957. 

Further,  records  disclose  that  San  Francisco  ranked  3rd  in  net  revenue  to  the 
Airport  from  automobile  rentals,  with  $275,000  expected  this  year.     We  intro- 
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duced  a  method  of  competitive  U-Drive  service,  as  against  the  exclusive 
concession  agreement,  and  in  comparing  other  major  airports'  revenue  from 
this  type  of  concession,  on  an  exclusive  basis  they  realize  less  than 
one-fourth  of  what  we  realize  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

During  this  fiscal  year  it  is  estimated  that  San  Francisco  revenue  from 

auto  parking  will  exceed  $600,000,  or  more  than  either  Chicago  or  Los  Angeles 

received  in  1956, 

While  on  the  subject  of  parking,  we  are  now  able  to  give  you  a  comparison  of 
the  effect  of  the  new  auto  parking  rates  which  were  established  in  May  of  this 
year.    Actual  revenues  collected  indicated  that  on  a  yearly  basis  we  will 
produce  about  $105,000  more  than  that  collected  under  the  old  rates.    You  will 
recall  that  at  the  time  of  your  decision,  staff  estimated  about  a  $100,000 
per  year  increase. 

Comparative  traffic  reports  for  September  show  a  continuing  increase  as 
compared  with  September,  1956.     Passengers  in  and  out  for  September  totalled 
366,422,  as  compared  with  324,251  in  September,  1956,  a  gain  of  13%. 

IV.  Designation  of  SFIA  as  a  High  Density  Airport 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  report  to  you  that  yesterday  we  received  a 
wire  from  Mr.  A.  E.  Hornung  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  advising 
us  that  designation  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  as  a  high  density 
airport  is  being  proposed.

The  water  surfaces  of  Lake  Lloyd  and  Lake  Eleanor  remain  at  a  relatively  low  level 
due  to  the  earlier  lowering  of  their  surfaces  to  permit  inspection  of  the  tunnel 
portal  sites  by  prospective  bidders  for  the  construction  of  the  Eleanor-Cherry 
Diversion  Tunnel  as  part  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  3C0A.     Also,  runoff  during 
this  period  of  the  year  is  usually  very  small. 

Hearing  of  Joint  Committee  on  Water  problems 

At  the  request  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  I  appeared  before  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Water  Problems,  California  State  Legislature,  at  a  hearing  conducted  in 
San  Francisco  on  October  23,  1957.       In  presenting  the  City's  position  relative  to 
the  California  Water  Plan,  I  stated  that  the  City  was  in  agreement  with  the  Plan  as 
long  as  it  remained  in  conformance  with  the  various  points  outlined  in  the  City's 
published  policy  relative  to  the  Plan.      I  quoted  various  excerpts  from  the 
California  Water  Plan  which  indicate  that  the  State  does  not  intend  to  interfere 
with  the  City»s  water  supply  system.     My  statement  was  followed  by  questions  from 
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various  committee  members  which  were  answered  by  me  and  Messrs.  Turner  and  Burr 
of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 

Mocc asi n»Newar k  Transmission  Line 

On  September  23,  195'7,  in  accordance  with  Public  Utilities  Commission  Resolution 
No,  17529 j  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declared  the  existence  of  an  emergency  which 
requires  x-he  replacement  of  vibration  dampers  on  the  Moccasin-Newark  transmission 
line,  and  authorized  the  work  to  be  executed  in  the  most  expeditious  manner,  This 
work  will  be  done  by  City  crews  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $12,000. 

On  October  21,  19<7,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Ordinance  No.,  10651,  approved  the 
Bureau's  request  for  supplemental  appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $1135C00  to  re- 
place the  copper  conductors  on  approximately  nine  miles  of  the  westerly  end  of  the 
Moccasin-Newark  transmission  line.     Plans  and  specifications  for  this  work  are 
being  prepared  which  will  also  include  insulator    replacement  in  this  section 
authorized  in  the  1957^58  Budget. 

Operations 

The  Ketch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  was  shut  down  during  the  week  of  September  30,  to  in- 
pect  the  Rock  River  shaft  and  pumps  for  the  lime  treatment  plant,  the  westerly  end 
of  the  Focthill  Tunnel,  and  the  San  Joaquin  pipe  lines  near  Oakdale  Portal  and 
near  Tesla  portal. 

The  section  of  the  Foothill  Tunnel  inspected  xras  found  to  be  in  very  good  condi- 
tion.

Award  has  been  made  under  Public  Utilities  Commission  Resolution  No.  17632  to  the 
low  bidder,  a  joint  venture  consisting  of  the  Guy  F.  Atkinson  Co.,  L.  E.  Dixon  Co., 
and  the  Arundel  Corporation,  on  Schedule  A.     This  schedule  provides  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  with  an  unpaved  invert  and  without  the  use  of 
a  downstream  adit,  and  includes  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel.     The  con- 
tract documents  are  now  being  processed.

Specifications  are  being  prepared  by  the  Bureau  for  the  clearing  of  the  right-of- 
way  for  this  section  of  the  line  and  the  work  will  be  advertised  for  bids  as  soon 
as  right-of-way  acquisition  permits.

176^1,  requested  the  Director  of  Property  to  commence  acqusi- 
tion  proceedings  for  the  necessary  rights  of  way  over  private  lands  for  the  Intake- 
Moccasin  transmission  line,  in  accordance  with  drawings  and  property  descriptions 
prepared  by  the  Bureau.     Due  to  the  complex  nature  of  the  titles  to  these  lands 
and  in  order  to  expedite  construction,  the  Director  of  Property  was  requested  to 
obtain  an  order  of    immediate  possession  under  eminent  domain  proceedings,,

Sverdrup  and  Parcel  has  submitted  for  Bureau,  approval,  the  general  layout  and  the 
preliminary  design  drawings  for  the  steel  work  for  the  new  switchyard  to  be  con- 
structed at  Early  Intake.

necessity  of  financing  the  improvements,  an  extension„of  the 
lease  was  desired. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  noted  that  the  terms  of  the  lease  was 
somewhat  va.gue;  that  the  Commission  had  nut  approved  certain 
improvements;  that  the  present  lease  was  only^ two  years  old, 
with  ten  ye^rs  remaining;  that  a  modification  of  r^te  rental 
in  accordance  with  lease  agreement  was  a  better  business  like 
approach,  rather  than  an  extension  of  term. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  Manager  of  Utilities  for  review  and 
report. 


Commissioner  Fazackerley  reported  on  his  attendance  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit 
District.    At  the  meeting  DeLeuw,  Gather  &  Co.,  submitted  a 
preliminary  report;  four  plans  were  considered;  (1)  establish- 
ment of  a  rubber-to-rail  transfer  station  in  a  location  on  the 
Key  System  Mole,  and  the  operation  of  rapid  transit  rail 
shuttle  service  to  the  existing  San  Francisco  terminal  with 
existing  car  equipment;  (2)  similar  to  plain  1,  except  for  the 
purchase  and  operation  of  mooern  articulated  pneumatic-tired 
rapid  transit  units;  (3)  operation  of  all-bus  system  between 
present  termini  in  the  District  and  the  San  Francisco  termi- 
nal; (plan  3  was  rejected);  (4)  continuted  rail  operation  on 
the  A  and  F  lines  between  present  termini  in  Berkeley  and 
Oakland  and  the.  San  Francisco  terminal  and  the  conversion  of 
the  B.C.E.  lines  to  bus  operation. 

Commissioner  stated  that  the  Key  System  was  about  to  exercise 
its  option  to  abandon  train  operation  in  faovor  of  bus  opera- 
tion.   He  stated,  that  San  Francisco  lad  adopted  a  policy 
of  being  opposed  to  all  bus  operation  because  of  the  congestion 
in  Sam  Fra.ncisco,  a  congestion  that  would  entail  loss  of 


riders,  which  in  turn,  through  use  cf  automobiles,  only  add 
to  the  congestion.    Commissioner  Fazackerley,  moved,  that  be- 
c  use  of  the  threatened  additional  congestion,  that  the 
City's  Committee  on  Interdepartmental  Traffic  and  Transit, 
review  the  whole  situation  -nd  adv-nce  necessary  recommenda- 
tions; the  Ccm-jiission  approved. 

President  Joseph  Martin  called  attention  to  the  severe  con- 
dition existing  cn  Clay  Street,  below  Kearny  Street,  a  con- 
dition resulting  from  parking  on  both  sides  jf  the  street; 
Mr,  Chas,  D.  Miller  stated  that  he  would  take  the  matter  up 
with  the  Police  Co amission. 

Departmental  Report:  Municipal  Railway  by  C.  D.  Miller. 

Passenger  revenue  from  July  1  todate  shows  a  decrease  over  the 
same  period  of  lost  year  of  1.0$,  probably  due  to  early  rainy 
weather;  average  decrease  for  the  Transit  Industry  for  9  months 
of  present  year  is  4 . 06  £ ;  the  frin^  parking  lot  at  7th  and 
Harrison  Streets  and  operated  by  the  Jitney  association  has 
been  poor;  it  has  a  capacity  of  34S  automobiles,  and  the  daily 
average  is  only  45;  23  shtreetcars  havebeen  received  from  St, 
Louis;  the  K&L  lines  will  have  all  one-man  cars  by  the  21st  of 
November;  recruitment  of  platform  personnel  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  has  been  excellent,  the  full  complement  of 
men  saves  consideraole  in  overtime  allowances.

Gentlemen : 

We  take  pleasure  in  transmitting  herewith  the  initial  report  as 
provided  by  our  contract  with  your  Board  of  August  28,  1957.  This 
contract  provides  that  surveys  and  studies  be  made  to  determine  how 
the  existing  facilities  now  operated  by  the  Key  System  Transit  Lines 
can  be  best  utilized  until  such  time  as  long  range  transit  facilities, 
coordinated  with  those  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit 
Commission,  can  be  planned  and.  established.    This  is  the  initial  report 
containing  a  summary  of  circumstances  adequate  to  support  a  recommenda- 
tion as  to  whether  or  not  rail  facilities  or  any  part  thereof  now  operated 
by  the  Key  System  should  be  acquired  by  the  District.    Our  final  report 
is  scheduled  for  presentation  before  the  end  of  November. 

As  a  basis  for  the  preparation  of  estimates  of  initial  capital 
expenditures  and  also  revenues  and  expenses,  we  have  considered  four 
basic  schemes  as  follows: 

Plan  1.    The  establishment  of  a  rubber-to-rail  transfer  station 
in  a  location  on  the  Key  System  Mole,  adjacent  to  the  Bay  Bridge  toll 
plaza,  and  the  operation  of  rapid  transit  rail  shuttle  service  to  the 
existing  San  Francisco  terminal  with  existing  car  equipment; 

Plan  2.     Similar  in  all  respects  to  Plan  1  except  for  the  purchase 
and  operation  of  29  modern  articulated  pneumatic-tired  rapid  transit 
units ; 

Plan  3.     The  operation  of  an  all-bus  system  between  present  ter- 
mini in  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit  District  and  the  San  Francisco 
terminal;  and 

Plan  4.     Continued  rail  operation  on  the  A  and  F  lines  between 
their  present  termini  in  Berkeley  and  Oakland  and  the  San  Francisco 
terminal  and.  the  conversion  of  the  B,  C  and  £  lines  to  bus  operation. 

Our  surveys  covering  the  condition  and  the  estimated  cost  of 
rehabilitating  the  tracks,  signal  equipment  and  rolling  stock  has  been 
completed,  together  with  survey  of  existing  bridge  transit  terminal 
facilities  in  San  Francisco  and  the  East  Bay  area.    Our  studies  have 
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been  carried  on  with  a  view  to  presenting  a  realistic  and  accurate 
comparison  of  tne  relative  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  these  four 
plans.     For  instance,  we  have  assumed  in  all  plans  that  none  of  the 
existing  obsolete  and  overage  bus  equipment  owned  by  the  Key  System 
Transit  Lines  and  the  Greyhound  Lines  would  be  utilized  in  the  operation 
and  that  new  sufficient  51-passenger  diesel  buses  would  be  purchased  to 
supplement  tne  useful  buses  now  available  to  supply  the  bus  fleet  required 
for  each  operation.    Depreciation  allowances  have  been  estimated  on  the 
same  basis  for  all  plans  and  estimates  of  annual  operating  expenses 
have  also  had  a  common  basis. 

The  determination  of  the  best  scheme  for  rapid  transit  service 
between  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit  District  and  San  Francisco 
cannot  be  made  solely  on  the  basis  of  initial  capital  outlay.  Neither 
should  the  decision  be  limited  to  the  single  factor  of  earning  power. 
Before  a  final  recommendation  can  be  made,  these  two  important  factors 
must  be  weignee  together  with  answers  to  other  questions  on  each  of  the 
four  plans,  such  as: 

Does  it  provide  improved  service? 

Does  it  offer  capacities  sufficient  to  handle  future  growth 
of  trans-bay  traffic? 

Would  the  proposed  transit  operation  provide  the  betterments 
in  service  required  to  insure  acceptance  by  the  public? 

Is  the  improved  convenience  sufficient  to  stop  or  even  reverse 
the  trend  of  increased  use  of  private  automobiles? 

Does  the  initial  plan  permit  logical  future  extensions  of  di- 
rect rail  rapid  transit  service  between  San  Francisco  and  the 
important  focal  centers  in  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit 
District? 

Will  the  plan  conform  to  the  logical  development  of  area-wide 
rapid  transit  by  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Commission? 

PLAN  1 

The  capital  outlay  required  for  this  plan  woulo  total  $6,455,000. 
Estimated  revenues  would  cover  all  operating  expenses,  depreciation 
on  equipment,  and  leave  available  a  net  income  of        287, COO  which 
would  exceed  amortization  charges  on  initial  financing  by  a  comfortable 
margin  under  the  present  fare  schedule.    This  plan  would  provide  some 
measure  of  improved  convenience  as  compared  with  present  operation. 
The  long  headways  on  the  five  rail  lines  would  be  reduced  to  2  to  7 
minutes  by  substitution  of  feeder  buses  on  these  lines.    All  operation 
of  trains  over  public  streets  would  be  eliminater' . 

This  plan,  based  on  the  continued  operation  of  obsolete  car 
equipment,  should  be  considered  as  an  initial  step  in  the  accomplishment 
of  Plan  2  and  should  be  adopted  only  in  the  event  that  the  additional 
financing  involved  in  Plan  2  is  impossible  during  the  interim  period. 
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Plan  1  has  the  advantage  of  conforming  to  the  logical  development  of 
area-wide  transit  which  may  be  developed  by  tne  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
Rapid  Transit  Commission.    Such  future  development  would  undoubtedly 
encompass  rail  rapid  transit  extensions  from  the  existing  San  Francisco 
terminal  to  and  through  downtown  San  Francisco  anc1  to  the  important 
centers  in  the  District,    Any  plan  which  fails  to  preserve  these  valuable 
rail  facilities  will,  in  our  opinion,  require  the  expenditure  of  many 
millions  of  dollars  for  the  trans-bay  tunnel  essential  to  the  develop- 
ment of  any  rapid  transit  to  serve  the  metropolitan  area.     We,  therefore, 
recommend  the  serious  consideration  of  Plan  1  in  the  event  that  financing 
of  Plan  2  is  found  to  be  impractical  at  this  time. 

PLAN  2 

Capital  outlay  required  for  this  plan  would  total  $12,800,000.  We 
estimate  that  revenues  based  on  the  present  fare  schedule  would  cover  all 
operating  expenses,  depreciation  on  equipment,  and  leave  available  oper- 
ating income  of  $1,610,000,  which  is  $420,000  greater  than  Plan  3  the 

all-bus  alternate. 

This  plan  we  consider  would  provide  the  greatest  measure  of  improved 
convenience  over  the  present  operation  of  any  of  the  plans  considered. 
The  frequency  of  service  would  be  improved  as  in  the  case  of  Plan  1.  This 
plan  would  also  eliminate  operation  of  all  rapid  transit  trains  over  public 
streets.    There  would  be  a  market5  improvement  in  the  speed  of  the  service 
for  all  passengers  now  carried  on  the  rail  lines.     This  would  amount  to 
a  saving  in  travel  time  of  14  minutes  per  day  for  this  important  group. 
The  net  saving  in  travel  time  for  all  of  the  trans-bay  passengers  would 
amount  to  more  than  1,000,000  nours  per  annum. 

Plan  2  conforms  to  any  logical  development  of  area-wide  transit 
which  may  ultimately  be  constructed  by  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  Commission.    Such  a  plan,  in  our  opinion,  would  undoubtedly  in- 
clude rail  rapid  transit  extensions  into  San  Francisco  and  from  the  mole 
terminal  to  important  centers  in  the  Alameda-Cont ra  Costa  Transit  District. 
The  preservation  of  the  existing  valuable  rail  facilities  is  essential  to 
economical  development  of  area-wide  rapid  transit. 

The  improved  service  which  would  be  provided  by  the  ultra  modern 
pneumatic- tired  rapid  transit  cars  recommended  would  attract  additional 
passenger  traffic  to  the  operation  during  the  initial  year.     This  could 
be  expected  to  increase  thereafter  so  as  to  reverse  the  present  trend 
away  from  mass  transit  and  to  the  use  of  automobiles  of  trans-bay  travel. 

PLAN  3 

The  capital  outlay  required  for  this  plan  is  a  total  of  $6,050,000. 
The  estimated  revenues  would  cover  all  operating  expenses,  depreciation 
on  equipment  and  leave  a  net  income  of  $1,190,000,  a  somewhat  lower 
figure  than  in  the  case  of  Plans  1  and  2.     The  frequency  of  service  would 
be  maintained  on  the  nine  existing  trans-bay  bus  lines,  but  there  would 
be  reductions  in  headway  compared  with  the  existing  rail  lines. 
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The  plan  would,  however,  result  in  substantial  time  savings  for 
those  passengers  now  utilizing  the  five  rail  routes  totaling  ten  minutes 
per  day  per  passenger,  an  aggregate  of  more  than  960,000  hours  per  annum. 

Plan  3  should  be  considered  in  the  nature  of  a  temporary  expedient. 
Existing  Say  Bridge  rapid  transit  tracks  would  be  scrapped  and,  until 
such  time  as  metropolitan  area-wide  rapid  transit  is  constructed,  trans- 
bay  passengers  would  be  forced-  to  rely  on  automobiles  ano.  buses.     It  is 
impossible  for  us  to  visualize  a  metropolitan  area  of  seven  million  or 
more  people  (as  estimated  for  the  San  Francisco  area  in  thirty  years) 
with  fairly  even  distribution  of  population  on  each  side  of  a  water 
barrier  such  as  the  San  Francisco  Bay,  without  rail  rapid  transit  connec- 
tions.    It  is  our  view  that  the  removal  of  the  rails  from  the  Bay  3ridge 
would  add  many  million  dollars  to  the  cost  of  such  necessary  new  transit 
facilities.     We,  therefore,  recommend  against  the  ali-bus  Plan  3. 

PLAN  4 

Capital  outlay  for  this  plan,  including  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
tracks  and  pavement  on  Routes  A  and  F,  would  total  56,530,000.  Esti- 
mated revenues  would  cover  all  operating  expenses,  depreciation  on  equip- 
ment and  leave  an  annual  operating  income  of  $770,000.     This  plan  would 
provide  but  little  improved  convenience  to  the  public.    Also,  the  rapid 
transit  train  operation  on  the  public  streets  would  be  eliminated  except 
for  those  along  routes  A  and  F. 

Probably  the  greatest  argument  for  this  plan  is  the  maintenance  of 
through  operations  between  the  center  of  Oakland  and  3erkeley  and  down- 
town San  Francisco  together  with  the  preservation  of  the  tracks  over  the 
Bay  Bridge.    Plan  4  can  be  placed  in  operation  with  the  smallest  capital 
outlay  but,  on  the  other  hand,  provides  smaller  returns  than  any  of  the 
other  plans  considered.    Plan  4,  however,  lacks  many  of  the  advantages  of 
Plan  2  and  we,  therefore,  do  not  recommend  its  further  consideration. 


The  initial  investment,  the  estimated  operating  results  and  the 
several  other  pertinent  factors  have  been  considered  for  each  plan. 
With  the  single  exception  of  the  greater  initial  investment  involved, 
Plan  2  has  more  advantages  than  any  of  the  other  schemes. 

Plan  2  has  a  further  advantage,  the  preservation  of  an  essential 
rail  rapid  transit  link  across  the  San  Francisco  Bay.     Failure  to  adopt 
this  plan  would  necessitate  the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  San 
Francisco  Bay  to  serve  the  same  function.     Such  construction  was  esti- 
mated at  upwards  of  $70,000,000  two  years  ago.    The  imposition  on  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  Commission  of  this  unnecessary  fi- 
nancial burden  would  constitute  a  serious  problem  in  the  development  of 
area-wide  rapid  transit.     It  could  conceivably  postpone  the  start  of 
construction  of  much  needed  works  for  years.     Finally,  convenient  rapid 
transit  service  afforded  by  Plan  2  will  reverse  the  trend  of  increas- 
ing automobile  travel  across  the  Bay  Bridge,  alleviate  the  present  peak 
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hour  congestion  and,  in  our  judgment,  postpone  for   a  number  of  years  the 
need  for  the  construction  of  a  second  highway  bridge  across  San  Francisco 
Bay. 

For  these  reasons  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  Plan  2.

Progress  in  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation 
of  the  Department  very  satisfactory;  financial  picture  con- 
tinues good;  operating  fund  appropriations  for  the  period  end- 
ing October  31,  1957,  shows  an  estimated  surplus  of  revenues 
over  expenditures  and  allotments  for  thu  first  4  months  of 
the  fiscal  year  of  <r>5b6, 505.79;  recent  sale    of  surplus  lands 
amounted  to  $240,000,00;  stepped  up  program  in  the  field  of 
"easing  is  producing  desirable  results;  improvements  to  opera- 
ting facilities  are  moving  forward;  conferences  are  continuing 
with  State  Agencies  re  freeway  construction  on  watershed  lands; 
progress  was  reported  on  the  Department's  Industrial  Safety 
Program.

Progress  in  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation 
of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  since  October  22,  1957,  the  date 
of  my  last  previous  report  to  you,  has  been,  in  my  opinion,  very  satis- 
factory.     Salient  features  of  this  progress  are  outlined  as  follows: 

The  financial  picture  continues  good.      The  statement  of 
water  operating  fund  appropriations  for  the  period  ending  October  31,  1957 
shows  an  estimated  surplus  of  revenues  over  expenditures  and  allotments 
for  the  first  4  months  of  this  fiscal  year  of  -^566,505 .79. 

Although  this  is  a  good  balance,  there  are  several  accounts 
requiring  adjustment  and  numerous  unforeseen  expenses  to  be  financed 
with  any  surpluses  available.      Increases  in  damage  claims,  taxes,  electric 
power  for  pumping  and  pipe  line  construction  to  serve  new  consumers  and 
subdivisions  are  a  few  items  not  fully  financed  in  the  current  budget  and 
for  which  supplemental  appropriations  have  been  or  will  be  requested. 

The  revenue  picture  has  been  further  improved  through  the 
recent  sale  of  surplus  lands.      Over  .,  240,000  is  available  from  the  sale 
of  six  parcels. 

The  depart  ent  has  been  most  active  in  the  field  of  leasing. 
The  stepped  up  program  requested  by  your  Commission  is  producing  results. 
Ten  major  leases  recently  signed  will  increase  the  annual  rental  for  these 
properties  by  at  least  (3&.5O0  from  $20,000  to  $56,500.    iiinor  leases 
covering  properties  for  which  little  or  no  rents  were  formerly  collected 
and  which  are  now  handled  through  revocaole  permits  will  bring  another 
annual  increase  in  rents  of  about  £23,000.      Combined  with  other  minor 
items  collected  the  total  annual  increase  in  rents  should  be  about  $65,000, 
exclusive  of  several  leases  now  being  negotiated. 

Improvements  to  the  operating  facilities  are  moving  forward. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved  the  expenditure  of  #409 f 000  for  the 
Bryant  Street  Yard.      It  is  now  in  order  to  employ  the  necessary  architectural 
services  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Shop  and  Office  build- 
ings at  this  Yard. 

An  aduitional  appropriation  of  035^,000  for  essential  City 
distribution  pipe  lines  is  being  processed  by  the  Mayor's  office  and  should 
be  in  the  Supervisors'  hands  for  action  in  the  very  near  future. 
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Considerable  work  is  in  progress  in  Making  improvements 
in  the  accounting  procedures  and  in  the  organization  of  the  Department. 
These  moves  in  general  follow  the  Ernst  and  Ernst  Report. 

Conferences  continued  through  the  month  with  the  staff 
of  the  State  Highway  Commission  with  reference  to  Junipero  Serra  Freeway. 
A  meeting  was  held  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  this  matter. 
The  most  controversial  item  being  discussed  was  a  route  change  known  as 
nCM  proposed  by  the  City  of  Hillsborough. 

Conversations  continued  with  Palo  Alto,  Pleasanton  and 
others  with  reference  to  water  service  to  those  communities.    Other  general 
conversations  were  had  in  San  Jose  during  the  Water  Works  Convention  in 
that  city  with  Santa  Clara  County  communities.      Incidentally  the  report 
on  that  convention  and  the  meeting  of  the  Bay  Counties  Water  Problems 
Committee  has  been  sent  to  the  member  of  the  Commission  so  I  will  not 
repeat  it  here. 

The  Departments'  staff  has  been  busy  with  the  City's 
protests  of  requests  for  water  appropriations  on  the  Alameda  Creek  sources 
of  vvater  filed  with  the  State's  Water  Rights  Board.    JSr .  Gus  Kempkey 
consultant  has  been  assisting  the  Department  even  though  the  formal  con- 
tract for  his  employment  has  not  been  executed.    Pursuant  to  a  suggestion 
by  the  City  Attorney  a  conference  was  had  with  the  parties  involved  in  two 
pending  cases  with  the  hope  of  reducing  the  issues  to  some  agreeable  compromise. 
No  basis  f of^promise  was  reached  he     r<  r. 


The  formation  of  a  Division  of  Resources  and  Planning  so 
sorely  needed  in  the  Depart  ent  to  properly  handle  water  rights  and  simil 
matters  which  was  reouested  in  last  year's  budget  will  again  be  requested 
in  next  year's  budget.     It  is  hoped  that  approval  will  be  given  this  type 
of  organizational  change  which  has  Ernst  and  3  =rnst  approval. 


Considerable  activity  has  been  developed  in  the  Department's 
Industrial  Safety  Program.    Working  committees  are  formed  and  are  active 
in  the  three  operations  divisions,    as  evidence  of  their  success,  for  which 
Mr.  Paul  Fanning  also  deserves  credit,  the  Department  received  an  Award  of 
Progress  for  our  improved  safety  record  from  the  California  Section  of  the 
American  Water  Works  Association.

GENERAL 
Taxes 

Tax  bills  for  the  tax  year,  1957-58,  on  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Airport  properties  (real 
property)  have  been  checked  and  processed  by  this  Bureau  with  the  usual  protests 
filed.      Payments  made  under  protest  include  special  assessments  levied  against 
properties  of  the  City  and  County  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney  are 
illegal.     Following  is  a  comparison  with  last  year:

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 


Although  the  seasonal  precipitation  to  date  at  Hetch  Hetchy  (5.87")  is  more  than 
that  at  the  same  time  last  year  (1+.71")  it  is  still  below  normal  (6.19").  However, 
water  storage  in  the  reservoirs  continues  satisfactory  with  releases  maintained  at 
the  minimum  necessary  for  power  generation. 
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Contract  work  on  the  operating  properties  of  the  project  is  proceeding  satisfac- 
torily.    Reroofing  of  seven  cottages  at  Moccasin  has  been  completed  and  the  water 
proofing  and  painting  of  the  penstock  anchors  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  is  nearing 
completion.      Because  of  unexpected  early  precipitation,  the  paving  of  roads 
at  Moccasin  has  been  delayed  and  may  have  to  be  postponed  until  next  spring. 

The  contract  for  constructing  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  and  the  Eleanor  Diversion 
Tunnel  at  a  bid  price  of  $8,136,1;20,  which  was  awarded  to  Guy  F.  Atkinson  Co., 
and  associates,  was  certified  November  22,  1957 *      The  first  day  of  contract  was 
December  2,  193'7,  which  establishes  the  completion  date  of  the  contract  as  June  18 
i960,  with  the  provision  that  all  work  at  the  downstream  portal  of  the  Cherry 
Power  Tunnel  be  completed  by  September  2,  1959.      The  contractor  is  setting  up 
camps  and  shops  and  has  started  on  the  open-cut  excavation  required  at  the  various 
tunnel  portals. 

The  purchase  contract  for  the  two  hydraulic  turbines  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse 
in  the  amount  of  ^2,lj.27,2i;0  was  awarded  to  Pelton  Division,  Baldwin- Lima-Hamilton 
Corporation  and  certified  November  1,  1957.      Preliminary  work  is  under  way  on 
castings . 

Bids  were  opened  on  November  18  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  for  steel  towers 
required  for  the  230, 000- volt  transmission  line  between  Early  Intake  and  Moccasin.

On  December  6,  1957,  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  Department  of  the 
Interior,  Sacramento,  gave  final  approval  to  the  City's  application  for  a  right 
of  way  over  public  lands  for  the  transmission  line. 

Sverdrup  and  Parcel  have  submitted  a  draft  of  the  technical  specif ica° 
tions  for  clearing  the  timber  and  brush  from  the  transmission  line  right-of-way. 
These  specifications  are  being  reviewed  by  this  Bureau.      Negotiations  are  under 
way  with  the  United  States  Forest  Service  for  the  purchase  of  the  merchantable 
timber  that  must  be  removed.

The  general  layout  and  the  preliminary  design  drawings  for  the  switchyard  at 
Early  Intake  and  the  Substation  at  Warnerville  have  been  approved  by  the  Bureau,, 
Sverdrup  and  Parcel  are  proceeding  with  the  final  design. 
Cherry  Powerhouse 

Conferences  were  held  on  November  12  and  13  between  the  Bureau,  Sverdrup  and 
Parcel,  and  factory  representatives  of  Allis-Chalmers,  contractor  for  furnishing 
the  Cherry  Powerhouse  generators.     Decisions  were  reached  as  to  the  location  of 
the  basic  elements  of  the  generating  equipment  for  the  powerhouse.      Final  plans 
for  the  powerhouse  are  being  prepared. 
Canyon  jfr  o ject 

Field  reconnaissance  has  been  made  to  determine  possible  adit  locations  for  the 
construction  of  the  Canyon  Power  Tunnel.      Studies  are  being  made  by  the  Bureau 
as  to  optimum  size  of  generating  units  to  be  installed  in  the  Canyon  Powerhouse. 
The  connection  between  the  power  tunnel  and  the  outlet  valves  at  0 'Shaughnessy  Dam 
is  also  under  study. 
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Status  _qf  JP  ower  development  Contracts 

Construction  of  a  road  to  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  downstream  portal  and  surge 
shaft,  and  Cherry  penstock  excavation  have  been  completed.    Work  on  the  road  and 
bridge  to  the  Cherry  powerhouse  site  is  approximately  95%  complete. 

Affl^GRX_EjpiNEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Pierj: 

Following  approval  of  the  preliminary  drawings  for  Pier  E  and  its  connecting  con- 
course by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  November  5,  1957,  the  architects  are 
proceeding  with  the  preparation  of  final  construction  drawings  and  specifications 
for  this  project.  The  architectural  drawings  are  approximately  80  percent  com- 
plete and  the  mechanical  and  electrical  drawings  are  roughly  50  percent  complete. 
Pi_e_r  B 

The  preliminary  drawings  of  the  Addition  to  Pier  B  were  submitted  to  the  Airport 
Department  on  October  21st  and  as  soon  as  the  necessary  leasing  arrangements 
have  been  completed  the  drawings  will  be  presented  to  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission for  review. 

On  September  16,  1957  a  grant  offer  in  the  amount  of  $880,865  was  received  from 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  for  the  following  Airport  projects: 

(1)  Reconstruction  of  portions  of  the  runway  pavements 

(2)  Fill  for  the  southerly  extension  of  Runway  1R 

(3)  Construction  of  Pier  E  and  its  connecting  concourse 

Construction  work  on  the  first  item  is  currently  being  carried  out  under  Airport 
Contract  No.  212.    On  November  29th  plans  and  specifications  for  the  extension  of 
Runway  1R  were  delivered  to  the  C.A.A.  for  their  review  and  approval.      When  the 
final  construction  drawings  of  Pier  E  are  completed  they  will  be  submitted  to  the 
C.A.A.  for  approval  since  the  Grant  Offer  alloi^s  a  ?95,865  Federal  participation 
for  this  project. 
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On  November  29th  a  Project  Application  was  submitted  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration  for  project  5>8llj.,  for  the  fill  required  for  the  easterly  extension 
of  Runway  28L,  and  also  to  allow  for  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  sixth 
floor  of  the  Terminal  Building  for  use  by  the  C.A.A.  for  operational  purposes. 
The  proposed  extension  will  be  built  on  the  fifth  floor  roof  and  will  consist  of 
a  2i;-foot  by  I^-foot  addition  to  the  north  of  present    C.A8A0  quarters,  and  a  like 
addition  to  the  south.      The  architecture  will  match  the  existing  building. 

The  project  application  as  submitted  to  the  C.A.A.  had  a  total  estimated  cost  for 
construction  of  the  above  projects  of  $8l3,5>00,  of  which  the  Federal  participation 
would  be  $1^0,673.     On  August  Ik,  1957  the  C.A.A.  advised  the  City  that  $1*83, 7!& 
in  Federal  funds  had  tentatively  been  allocated  for  the  fill  required  for  the 
extension  of  Runway  28L.      Based  on  the  City»s  plans  for  the  extension  of  Runway 
28L,    the  calculated  amount  of  Federal  participation  would  not  approach  the  amount 
of  &1*83,75>1|  tentatively  allocated.     For  this  reason  the  City  has  requested  the 
C.A.A., to  include  the  addition  to  the  sixth  floor  as  part  of  the  tentative  alloca- 
tion. 

As  soon  as  the  necessary  approvals  have  been  secured  from  the  C.A.A.  the  construc- 
tion contracts  will  be  advertised  for  bids. 

On  November  18th  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Resolution  No.  18,1|90  authorized 
eminent  domain  proceedings  to  be  instituted  to  acquire  760  acres  of  land  presently 
under  water  south  of  the  present  airport  boundary  necessary  to  protect  the  air 
approaches  to  the  runway  system,  and  also  to  acquire  5.19  acres  of  land  south  of 
the  airport  adjacent  to  the  old  Bayshore  Highway  necessary  for  access  to  a  future 
air  cargo  area. 
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Supplemental  Appropriation 

On  November  5th  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  authorized  a  Request  for  Supple- 
mental Appropriation  of  $2,671,000  to  allow  for  the  placing  of  fills  required  for 
runway  extensions,  the  construction  of  Pier  B,  certain  Terminal  Building  modifica- 
tions, and  utilities  extensions.

Work  on  Taxiways  B,  E,  F  and  G  is  complete  and  the  wiring  is  being  installed  for 
the  taxiway  guidance  signs,  the  erection  of  which  is  approximately  %0%  complete. 

Work  on  the  reconstruction  of  Runway  28L  and  the  circulation  road  fill  is  proceed- 
ing as  permitted  by  the  weather. 

Granite  for  the  base  of  the  statue  of  "Peace"  has  been  installed  and  erection  of 
the  body  has  commenced. 

Caj-ifornia^  Street^  Work 

All  work  on  shifting  the  slot  rail  and  installing  special  work  on  California 
Street  has  been  completed  with  the  exception  of  installing  the  pull  curve  at  Hyde 
Street  and  some  miscellaneous  cleanup  work.      Barring  inclement  weather,  this 
work  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  week  to  permit  the  Railway  to  start 
pulling  in  the  cable. 

Washington  and  Mason  Powerhouse 

The  installation  of  power  equipment  and  auxiliaries  at  the  Washington  and  Mason 
cable  powerhouse  has  been  completed  and  tests  are  being  conducted  prior  to  accept- 
ance. 
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Trolley^  and  Track  j^res  .■„J^-M__Ajl)_^Liries 

The  trolley  and  track  wyes  at  Broad  Street  and  Plymouth  Avenue  have  been  installed 
and  the  M  line  cars  are  now  using  this  wye.     The  wye  tracks  at  30th  Avenue  and 
Judah  Street  and  at  30th  and  Church  Streets  for  the  N  and  L  lines  respectively 
have  been  installed  and  the  overhead  installation  is  under  way. 

H.  E.  LLOYD 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer 
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Airport  Manager's  report  on  New  York  trip  December  2-8,  1957: 

On  my  recent  trip  East  I  met  with  Mr.  Burgess,  President  of  Trans 
World  Airlines,  and  Mr.  George  Clay,  Vice  President  in  charge  of  Properties. 
During  our  conferences  we  discussed  two  major  matters,  the  first  being  the 
Agreement  between  the  City  and  TWA  covering  obligations  with  respect  to 
increased  flight  payments  and  the  airport  expansion  program  for  the  period 
July  1,  1957  through  June  30,  1962. 

You  will  recall  that  TWA,  as  in  the  case  of  United  Air  Lines,  has  an 
existing  contract  with  the  City  in  relation  to  these  charges.    The  original  TWA 
lease  was  dated  October  1,  1942,  and  was  a  20-year  lease.    In  May,  1946  the  original 
lease  was  supplemented;  however,  the  term  was  co-existent  with  the  original. 
A  second  supplement  conce fling  distribution  of  petroleum  products  was  appended 
on  November  1,  1947,  and  in  June,  1948,  there  was  a  memorandum  of  understanding 
modifying  and  adjusting  upward  certain  ground  rentals.    This  lease  does  not 
expire  until  September  30,  1962. 

The  fact  that  this  lease  is  still  in  existence  has  been  the  major 
reason  for  the  delay  by  TWA  in  responding  on  our  new  Agreement.    I  was  informed 
by  their  top  management  that  they  have  had  numerous  current  operational  problems 
on  their  worldwide  system,  and  as  a  result,  their  long-range  program  for  airport 
development  was  temporarily  deferred.    Also,  in  the  last  few  months  they  have 
had  a  change  in  the  top  management  of  their  sales  division  which  also  affected 
their  long-term  planning.    I  am  pleased  to  inform  the  Commission,  however,  that 
full  consideration  is  now  being  given  to  our  proposals  by  both  Management  and 
their  Board  of  Directors,  and  I  am  hopeful  that  we  will  have  action  concerning 
our  Agreement  in  the  near  future.    I  believe  that  TWA  is  earnestly  attempting 
to  work  out  their  problem  with  us,  and  find  that  their  future  planning  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  calls  for  extensive  service  expansion. 
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The  second  matter  discussed  with  TWA  officials  concerned  the  Shell  Tank 
Farm  Ho.  2.    We  met  not  only  with  officers  of  TWA,  but  also  with  officials  of 
Shell  Oil  Company  and  Mr.  Harris,  the  General  Manager  of  New  York's  general  aviation 
offices,  and  Mr.  Hughes  went  over  proposals  for  the  development  of  a  new  satellite 
tank  farm  to  supply  the  TWA  hangar  in  Plot  3  with  jet  fuel.    Recommendations  from 
Airport  Management  will  be  forthcoming  for  your  consideration. 

We  attended  the  dedication  ceremonies  at  Terminal  City,  New  York's 
International  Airport,  and  met  with  members  of  the  Port  of  New  York  Authority  to 
discuss  mutual  problems*    We  attended  a  dinner  conference  given  by  the  Authority 
to  the  airport  managers  of  various  foreign  countries,  and  it  was  most  pleasurable 
to  discuss  mutual  airport  problems  with  managers  of  airports  in  countries  such  as 
Sweden,  Ireland,  Switzerland,  France  and  Germany* 

While  in  New  York,  we  made  courtesy  calls  upon  most  of  the  foreign 
carriers*    Commissioner  Greenberg  accompanied  me  on  most  of  these  appointments, 
and  will  probably  report  to  the  Commission  on  this  phase  of  the  trip  during  roll  call.

BUILDING  LIGHTING 

Traffic  Signals:    Prior  to  1945,  the  Wiley  signals  (bird  cages)  were  in- 
stalled at  220  intersections,  and  the  operating  coot  for  electric  energy  total- 
ed $3*000  per  year  —  approximately  $12  per  year  per  intersection. 

The  cost  of  meter  reading  and  billing  these  accounts  exceeded  the 
revenue  and  resulted  in  the  consolidation  of  all  of  the  accounts  into  one  and 
a  charge  of  3«2#  per  day  per  intersection  set. 

The  so-called  "state  lights"  now  cover  620  intersections  and  the 
electric  energy  cost  amounts  to  -;90,000  per  year  —  approximately  $145  per  year 
per  intersection.    None  of  these  accounts  have  meters,  the  billing  being  deter- 
mined by  indicated  volt  ampere  input  and  operating  cycle.    The  variety  and  com- 
plexity of  this  equipment  renders  our  system  of  billing  useless.    Frequent  - 
changes  to  equipment  and  operating  cycle  that  are  accomplished  without  knowledge 
Cj?  the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power  also  contribute  to  our  errors. 

Rather  than  establish  a  working  load  of  620  more  accounts  to  bill 
every  month,  we  recommend  the  installation  of  25  to  30  meters  covering  all  of 
the  varieties  and  combinations  of  this  equipment,  using  the  monthly  reading 
as  pilot  billing  data.    This  move  will  present  some  problems  to  other  city  de- 
partments and  may  result  in  some  repercussions. 

The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  has  many  problems,  fortunately 
most  of  them  minor.    We  are  cooperating  with  them  on  the  design  of  the  plant 
and  equipment  that  will  result  in  the  recovery  of  5  MGD  for  irrigation,  most  of 
which  is  now  supplied  gratis  by  the  Water  Department.    On  the  other  hand,  about 
eight  or  nine  hundred  horsepower  of  pumping  load  will  be  added  to  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  accounts,, 

These  services  to  other  departments  are  necessary  to  our  operation, 
and  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  city  facilities  they  are  loading  the 
available  talent  in  the  Bureau  to  a  point  where  some  expansion  in  personnel  is 
indicated.
